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Ihi^MhMl  from  ihc  other  koights  of  ihc  «anie  i-hi  iktiiin 
najne,  iu  the  faniily,  bjr  the  lille  of  "Sir  John  Ityroii 
the  tjitde  with  (Iu-  itrvat  brard."  A  poriruit  of  thU 
IK-nmuLge  w<u  one  uf  the  few  funily  piclurrs  wllh 
which  Ihp  wall*  of  the  abboT,  while  ia  the  {HMitawon 
of  the  noble  |xifl,  witc  diToraled. 

At  the  corooatioit  of  Joinr*  i,  wc  find  another  re- 
preaenlalive  of  tbu  fiuni^y  Mrlertod  an  aa  object  of 
rojtkl  fiiTOur, — the  ^randnou  of  Ha  John  Dynm  the 
Little,  being,  on  tliis  occaaiiuu,  nmdo  a  Knight  of  the 
liath.  There  i*  a  leller  to  thi»  |MT»«nna;e,  pre«enrml 
in  LwlcfV  IlliiBLralioni,  from  which  it  appean  llinl, 
Dotwilluliuiilin;{  nil  thow  appiui'iit  iiidieutiutis  tif 
pVa^perily,  (Iil-  inroadit  of  pecuniar;  cmlxirTssiiment 
had  already  hei^nn  U>  bo  experienrcd  by  lUin  aucicnt 
haute.  After  counwUiog  the  new  beiraji  to  tbe  br'tt 
mode  of  getting  free  of  bia  dcbti,  "  I  do  therefore 
adiriae  fou,"  conliuuev  the  writer,  •  "  that  no  noon 
B»)-uu  hsYe,  iu  nich  aort  lis  shall  be  fit,  finished  jour 
rather*!!  funeruls,  to  dispose  and  dispense  that  great 
household,  reducing  them  to  (be  niuiiber  of  forty  or 
fifty,  at  the  miwl,  of  nil  writ;  aud,  in  my  opiiuoii, 
it  will  be  for  belter  fur  you  to  live  for  a  lime  la 
Ltuicaahire  raUirr  ihun  in  Nollii  for  many  good  rea- 
•OlM  that  I  tan  till  you  when  we  meet,  fitter  for 
words  than  writing." 

Prom  tbe  following  reign  [Cbarlca  I]  the  nobility 
of  the  family  dales  its  origin.  In  the  year  \643,  Sir 
John  Bjron,  great  grandson  of  him  who  sucreeileil 
to  the  rich  domains  of  Newitecd,  was  created  Baron 
Uyron  of  Rochdale  in  the  coimlf  of  Lancaster;  and 
seldom  ha.s  a  title  been  b««towed  far  such  hi^h  nud 
houourahli!  services  as  thoeie  by  which  this  noble- 
man dcscnred  the  gratitude  of  hia  royal  master. 
Through  abnosl  ctcry  page  of  the  Iliatory  of  the 
Civil  Want,  we  trace  his  name  in  connexion  with  the 
Tarying  fortunes  of  the  Ling,  and  find  him  faithful, 
penevcrina;,  and  di-iinteresleil  Iu  the  hut.  "  Sir  John 
Uirou  (aays  the  writer  of  Colonel  ilutchjusou's  iie- 
moifa),  afterwards  Lord  Biron,  and  all  liis  brolherk, 
bred  up  in  antik  ami  vabant  moo  in  their  own  per- 
sons, were  all  passionately  the  king's."  There  is 
oUo,  in  Uie  nnawer  which  Colonel  Hulchinsoii,  when 
gotemor  of  Nottingtuim,  relumed,  on  one  occasion, 
to  Ilia  cousiu-germau.  Sir  Richard  Uiroo,  a  noble 
tribute  to  tbe  valour  and  fidelity  of  the  family.  Sir 
rtichanl,  lulling  sent  to  prerail  oo  bin  relative  to 
surrender  the  castle,  received  for  answer,  that,  "ex- 
Mpl  he  found  his  own  heart  prone  lo  Midk  tnacbery , 
tie  nifht  consider  there  was,  if  nothing  tiM,  m  much 
of  a  Hiroo's  blood  in  him,  that  he  should  very  much 
■<<om  lo  betray  or  quit  a  trust  he  had  uiidtrlnken." 
8uch  are  a  few  of  the  gallaat  and  distinguished 
|MfMM«ca,  (hrougfa  whom  llu  auM)  aad  bonoun  of 
thb  BObie  honae  have  been  tniMBillMi.  By  the 
maternal  aide  also.  Lord  Byron  had  lo  pride  himactf 
an  a  Utte  of  atirau;  as  illustrious  as  any  that  Scol- 
laml  can  boast, — his  muiher,  who  was  one  of  the 
Oord<ni«  iifnigfil,  havmi;  beiai  a  deseendaiil  of  Ihnt 
Sir  William  tlunkn,  who  wu  the  third  son  of  the 
iCarl  of  I  iitfilley  by  the  rLiughler  of  Jiimea  I. 

After  the  eventful  peruxi  nf  the  Ci>  il  War*,  when  w> 
many  litdividuals  of  the  bouso  of  Byron  di«lingui>hed 
thyniflss*    tlicre  having  been  M  Ich  than  setcu 


bmlhcn  of  that  family  on  the  field  at  EdgebHt — the 
celelirily  uf  tbe  name  appears  to  have  died  airay  for 
near  a  century.  It  was  about  Ihe  year  1750,  thai 
the  shipwre<-k  and  suflerin)^  of  Mr  Byron"  (the 
grandfather  of  (be  iUuslrtou*  Hubjoci  uf  thr«e  pages), 
awakened  in  do  small  degree  the  attention  and  syia- 
palhy  of  tbe  public.  Nut  long  after,  a  W>a 
■ort  of  notoriety  attached  itself  lo  two  other  men 
of  the  family, — one,  the  grand-micic  of  the  poet, 
the  other,  his  fiilher.  The  farmer,  in  the  year  1765, 
stood  Ins  (rial  fieforo  the  House  of  Peers  for  killtng, 
in  a  duel,  or  rather  acMfRe,  his  relation  and  neighbour 
Mr  Clmworth ;  an<l  the  latter,  having  eairied  off  lo 
the  contiueut  the  wife  of  Lord  Carmarthen,  oo  the 
nobh;  mArHuii4  obtaining  a  divorre  from  tbe  Udy, 
married  her.  Of  this  short  iniion  one  daughter  an|f 
wns  the  issue,  the  hooaurablc  Augusta  Byroo,  now 
the  wife  of  Colonel  Lcjgh. 

In  reviewing  thus  cursoriljr  tbe  aneetfora.  boCb 
near  and  rctnote,  of  Lord  Byron,  it  caaaol  (iul  to  be 
remarked  how  strikingly  he  combined  in  bit  (»«n 
nature  some  of  tbe  iH-wt  and,  perhaps,  wont  qualWea 
that  lie  BcaUered  lb  rough  the  various  charaeicn  of 
bis  prodecAsaors,— the  generoaily,  the  love  of  cuter- 
priae,  the  higb'mituk'doeaa  of  some  of  the  faeUee 
spirits  of  hit  race,  with  the  irreguUr  ptMrneam^  ihn 
eccentricity,  and  darin?  reckleoneM  of  lb«  inM'm 
opinioo,  that  so  much  cluiracterized  others. 

The  firrt  wife  of  the  father  of  the  poet  having  die4 
,  in  I7M,  he,  is  the  following  year,  married  Miat 
Catherine  Gordon,  only  chdd  and  heiress  of  George 
Gordon,  Esq.  of  Gight.  In  addition  to  the  estate  tt 
Gighl,  which  bad,  however,  in  fonner  timM,  h*«i 
murh  more  extensive,  this  lady  pcwstaitd,  in 
money,  Bank  aharea.  Ice.  no  inooniiderable 
and  it  was  known  to  be  lolcly  with  a  view  of 
himself  from  his  debts  that  Mr  Byron  paid 
to  her.  .\  circumstanoe  related,  at  liaving  tnkan 
before  the  uiarriage  of  this  lady,  not  only  abows  tbe 
extreme  quickni-ts  nud  vehemence  of  her  feelings, 
but,  if  it  be  true  that  she  bud  never  fl  the  limr  arm 
Captain  Byron,  is  not  a  hltk^  alrikiikg.  Being  at  the 
tCdinburgh  Theatre  one  iut;bt  when  the  chamctct 
of  Isabella  was  performed  by  Mr*  Siddons,  ap  ^tkct^4 
woa  site  by  the  powers  of  this  great 
towards  the  conclusion  of  the  play ,  the  tell 
fltn,  iiiid  vitiH  funini  out  of  the  theatre,  iOI 
loudly ,  "  Oh  my  Biron,  my  Biron." 

On  the  oecaaioa  of  her  mamagt^  there  appeared  • 
bnlltid  by  tome  Scolcli  rhymer,  which  has  been  Ulc^ 
ri'prinlcd  in  a  collection  of  tike  "  Aneienl  BatUtia  and 
Kong*  of  tbe  North  of  Scotland ;"  nml  as  it  brari 
li'Mtimony  both  to  tlie  reputation  of  Uie  hiitjr  figr 
wealth,  and  that  of  her  hu«b.iiid  for  rakrry  and  extra- 
vagottoe,  it  may  be  worth  cxtmcting  : —

of  debts, — with  the  cxcrjition  of  n  imnD  sura  tesli-d 
Ld  tnutccn  for  the  uao  of  Mm  Byron,  who  thus  found 
hf  n»ptf,  within  the  thort  apace  of  twn  yean,  reilui-rd 
frnm  competence  lo  a  pittance  of /150  per  nnimm  * 

From  Frsaoe  MriBjran  returned  lo  Kn^lnnd  iti  the 
dote  of  the  year  17W,  and  on  the  'Hd  of  JnnuaoF, 
1788,  gave  birth,  in  HoHes-ftrcet,  I.iOndoD,  lo  her  Ant 
and  only  rhild,  Oeorjc  liordon  Ryroo.  llie  name  of 
Gordon  wo*  added  in  ramplianre  with  a  condition 
iinpoaed  hy  will  on  whoever  «hoiild  beeome  hiuband 
of  the  heirem  of  Gigfal;  and  at  the  baptint  of  the 
child,  the  Duke  of  Qordon,  and  Cohmel  Doff  of 
FtUattmt,  atood  godlathen.

In  refereiiei;  to  the  eirciimilance  of  his  being  an 
only  <;lii!d.  Lord  I^rao,  in  ono  of  hi»  journals,  men- 
ijoiis  kome  curioua  cohieiilenci'N  in  hu  family,  which 
to  a  miiid  diapoaed  aa  hia  waa  to  regard  every  thing 
connected  with  himadf  aa  out  of  the  oniinary  eouiae 
of  ercnii,  wouM  natumlly  appear  eren  more  atiange 
and  aingular  than  they  are.  "  I  have  been  thickuiK," 
he  lays,  "  of  an  odd  circunalauce.  My  dau|^lcr  (I], 
ms  wife  (9|,  my  hojf-i^li'r  (3),  my  mother  [i\,  my 
■ixter'N  mother  (&J,  my  lutlural  ilAii;;tiU>r  [6i,  and 
myitdf  (7),  are,  or  wen-,  all  an/y  childrt'ii.  My  aialer'* 
mother  (Lady  Coayen)  hod  only  my  Imlfkialer  by 
that  iccond  marriage  (henotf,  loo,  an  only  chitd],  and 
nqt  father  had  only  me,  nn  ouly  c'liltl,  hy  hit  M-cond 
■arriage  with  my  mother,  nn  only  rhild  Iom.  Such,  a 
complication  of  only  chiklren,  ail  lending  lo  om 
family,  ia  singiilar  enou^  aad  looLi  hke  fntality 
olmoat."  He  then  adds,  cbantetetiatically,  "  But  the 
fiercest  aninwla  have  tbe  ieweai  numbcra  in  ibrir 
lilten,  as  Uooa,  tigen,  and  even  elephanta,  which  are 
mild  in  comtmriion.'' 

From  London  Mrs  Byron  proceeded  with  her  infant 
to  Scotland,  and  in  the  year  1790,  took  op  her  rcai- 
dence  in  Aberdeen,  where  «he  waa  loon  after  joined 
by  Captain  llyron.  Here  for  a  ahort  time  they  lived 
lugelher  in  lodgingi  at  the  hoow  of  a  [icrsoa  named 
Andervon,  in  (juc«n-«treet.  But  their  union  being  hy 
ao  meoaa  happy,  a  aeparation  took  place  bi-lween 
tbca,  aad  Mn  Byron  removed  lo  lodginga  at  the  otbt'r 
eitd  of  the  atrect  *  Nutwithatanding  ibia  icfaism,  they 
for  aome  lime  continued  lo  viail,  and  even  lo  dnnk 
ten  with  each  other ;  but  Ihe  elemcnta  of  di»rori! 
were  atrotig  oo  both  *i<lc<«,  and  their  iteparviion  wn-h. 
at  laat,  complete  and  final.  He  would  fn-i|iirritly. 
however,  occoat  the  nurac  and  hia  ion  in  ihtir  wnlkn. 
and  cxpreaoed  a  almng  wiah  to  have  the  child  for  a 
day  or  two,  aa  a  riail  with  him.  To  this  re<|Unit  Mr* 
Byron  waa,jR  fint,  not  very  willing  lo  arredr,  hiil. 
on  the  repreaenlatioo  of  the  nurv,  thai  "  if  he  kept 
Ihe  boy  one  night,  he  would  nol  du  do  nnother,"  alio 
cooienlcd.  Itic  event  (iroved  aa  Ihe  nunc  had  pre- 
dicted; on  inquiring  next  m<iming  after  the  child, 
the  woa  told  by  Captain  Byron  that  he  had  quite 
enough  of  hia  youag  viailor,  and  ahe  might  lake  him 
borne  again. 

It  ahouM  be  obaerved,  however,  tlmt  Mn  Byron, 
at  this  perioil,  woa  imable  lo  keep  more  than  (ma 
lervant,  ami  that,  eent  aa  the  hoy  waa  on  thia  occa- 
■ioa  to  eni'ounler  the  trial  of  a  riait,  without  the 
accustomed  superintendence  of  hia  nurse,  it  ia  not  ao 
wonderful  that  he  ihould  have  been  found,  uadex 
tucfa  cirrum*tanc(-»,  rather  on  unmanageable  putt. 
That  aa  a  child,  hia  temper  waa  violent,  or  rnlhcr 
niUenly  pajoionate,  ia  certain.  Even  when  in  petti 
coats,  be  showed  tbe  aamo  imcontrolablc  spirit  with 
his  nurse,  which  he  afterwards  ciUibiled,  when  an 
author,  with  hia  orilica.  lieing  angrily  rrprimaiuleil 
by  her,  one  day.  for  having  waled  or  torn  a  new  frock 
in  which  he  hod  been  just  dreased,  he  got  into  one  of 
hiK  "  silent  rages"  |aa  he  himarlf  haa  deaciibed  ihcml , 
seieed  the  frock  with  both  hia  hands,  rent  it  from  lop

cttfiK,  )^wi»,  tur,. — ibt-rc  was  in  bin  di&poailum,  as 
a/ipeara  frnm  the  concurri-ol  testimoajr  or  nur»es, 
tulont.  and  all  who  were  rmployed  nbout  bim,  a  niix- 
lun-  of  nfli'otionatc  »wectJic*«  add  plajrfiilueiM,  by 
which  il  nac  impoaiblc  not  lo  l>^  atluched;  and 
wliieh  r<mdcrt>d  him  then,  at  in  hit  tipetjeut,  easily 
iwinaKMble,  by  Ihoac  who  lornl  and  understood  bioi 
aufCcipntly  lo  be  at  once  gmlle  and  firm  enough  fer 
the  Caak.  The  female  Atumdani  of  whom  we  hare 
■poken,  as  well  oji  her  liittor.  May  Gray,  who  sue< 
OMlM  bcr,  (gained  an  influence  over  bin  mind  ai^inil 
wliidi  he  very  rarely  rebefU-d ;  while  hi*  mother, 
whose  capricioui>escv(WMi,  both  ofanfcf  and  of  fond- 
aevt,  lefk  her  little  hold  on  either  hit  reiipect  or  affec- 
tion, was  indebti'd  «oU'lv  to  hi«  wnsc  of  filial  duty  for 
anf  miAO  portion  of  autliortty  the  was  erer  able  to 
aequin  mer  hii». 

By  an  accident  whirh,  it  is  sud,  necurred  at  the 
tima  nS  his  birth,  one  of  his  feet  wan  twisted  Out  of  iU 
t>a(nr«l  ponlion,  tud  thii  defect  (chie6y  from  the 
eonlrinuiMa  employed  to  remedy  it]  wa»  a  source  of 
■uch  pain  and  iticonfenienoe  to  him  during  hk  early 
yeai*.  Tlic  expedient*  u«od  nt  ihb  period  lo  realore 
the  Kmb  to  shape  were  adopted  by  the  adrice.  and 
undir  ihe  direction,  of  the  ofUbraled  John  Hunter, 
«ith  whom  Doirior  Lmngatooe  of  Aberdeen  corrc- 
aponded  on  the  mibjcct ;  and  bin  nurae,  to  whom  fell 
the  laik  of  putiiug  on  theie  moehinea  or  bandngca,  ol 
bedtime,  would  often,  aa  she  herself  told  my  infimnaBt, 
nag  him  to  sleep,  or  tell  )iim  iloriea  and  Icfnuls,  in 
which,  like  moiit  other  children,  he  took  great  deli^lit-

he  canmitled  lo  memory.  It  is  a  rt>iaarkable  fitei, 
indeed,  that  through  the  rare  of  this  respectaUe 
woman,  who  was  henelf  of  a  very  religious  diapoai- 
lion,  he  attivined  a  far  earlier  and  more  intimate 
acquaintance  with  the  Sacrt'd  Writing  than  fulls  to 
ttw  kM  of  moat  yoimg  p(Kr|ile.  In  n  letter  whii-h  be 
WTDle  lo  Mr  Mum>,  from  Italy,  in  1831,  after 
reqiMalinK  of  thai  i{eotleman  to  send  him,  by  the  Aral 
opporttmily,  a  Hible,  be  adda  — >*  Doa'l  (orpA  tibia, 
for  I  am  a  great  reader  and  adminr  of  tfaoae  boolu, 
and  had  nnid  ihrm  through  and  thnHigh  bi^farc  I  was 
eight  year<  old, — that  is  lo  say.  the  Old  Tcatamcnt. 
far  Ike  New  atnirk  ne  at  a  task,  but  the  Mker  as  a 
.  I  tpcak,  as  a  boy,  from  Ihe  recollected  im- 
of  that  period  at  Aberdeen,  ia  \796." 
The  malformaiioii  of  hi«  foot  waa,  ereo  at  thk 
ehiUivb  age,  a  Hib)i«t  on  which  he  siiowvii  peculiar 
I  hare  been  tolil  by  a  gpntleman  of 
,  that  the  penoo  who  miised  hia  wile,  and 
■^  Mil  Uvea  in  hit  Cunily.  uaed  often  to  join  tbe 
■una  «f  Brm  when  they  wtfv  oui  with  their 
rc^tcetive  chargca,  and  one  day  wid  to  her,  as  they 
walked  together.  "What  a  pretty  boy  Byrtm  i«! 
what  a  pily  bo  has  raoh  a  leg !"  On  hearing  thin 
•Ounao  to  hit  inanatty.  the  obiM'a  rye*  iiasbe<l  with 
««gcr,  and  atrikinf  at  her  with  a  little  whip  which  lie 


held  in  his  hand,  be  exclaimed  impatiently,  "  Diona 
speak  of  it !"  Somrdmcw,  howe»er.  as  in  after  life, 
he  could  talk  indilTerently  and  v^en  jestingty  of  this 
Luncness ;  and  there  bcui;;  v^other  little  boy  in  the 
neighbourhood,  who  had  a  timilnr  defect  is  one  of  hia 
feet,  Byron  would  say,  laughingly ,"  Come  and  •«« 
the  iwB  laddies  with  the  twa  club  feet  going  up  llir 
Uroad-ttrwt." 

Among  many  iiutanccs  of  hia  quickness  and  onefg7 
nt  thii  4igi',  his  nurv:  menLioneil  a  liuJe  mcident  that 
one  night  occurred,  on  her  taJiiug  liin  to  the  tll^ 
aire  to  tee  the  Timing  of  the  Shrew.  He 
the  pcrformaace,  for  some  time,  with  eOeat 
but,  in  the  scene  between  Catherine  and  Petrwihio^ 
when  the  following  dialogue  takes  place, —

The  Hhort  vixit  of  Captain  By  ton  lo  Abcrdoca  has 
dlreatj]'  been  mcnttooed,  and  he  again  passed  tiro  or 
three  monthi  in  that  city,  before  his  laal  ^^rture 
for  Prance.  On  both  Otmuioiu,  his  chi4'f  obiect  wiia 
to  eilracl  dill  more  money,  if  powible.  finni  tlte 
unfonnuate  womau  whom  he  had  beggared ;  awl  te 
Car  was  he  successful,  that,  daring  his  but  ▼■il, 
narrow  aa  were  her  mean*,  ihc  contrived  lo  fumiaS 
him  with  the  money  necessary  for  hia  journi>y  Ut 
Valenciennes/  where,  in  the  {lilbwing  year.  I7V|,  Iw 
died.  Though  latterly  Mn  Bj  ron  would  not  we  brr 
hunband,  (he  entertaiiie<l,  it  is  Kaid,  a  Mrong  all* 
fur  him  to  tbe  lost,  and  on  those  occaxions,  wImm 
T.iirM<  uneil  to  meet  him  in  her  walks,  would 
of  her  with  the  tendcrtrst  anxiety  as  to  hi*  heallll 
looks.  When  the  iulcUigence  of  hi»  death,  til 
rived,  her  grief,  according  to  the  aecouut  of  this 
atiendani,  Itordered  on  distmction.  and  her  abfUte 
were  so  loud  as  to  he  hcnrit  in  the  street.  8tie  waa, 
indeed,  a  woman  full  of  the  Boat  passionate  riln— . 
and  her  grief  and  aflectioo  were  bnnta  ai  Moeh  tf 
temper  as  of  feeKng.  To  mourn  at  nil.  howvfcf'^ 
micli  a  buslmnd  wiu,  it  luusit  be  olkmed,  » 
Rralttitou*  stretch  of  generosity.  Having 
hrr,  04  he  «p<'Bly  avowed,  for  her  fortune 
soon  dissipated  this,  the  wlilaiy  chnrm  she 
for  hint,  and  was  then  uantonful  enough  to  tauol  htt 
with  the  incaoveniraoes  of  tlut  penury  whidi  hw  owa 
cilravogance  had  occasioned. 

When  not  quite  five  yciir*  old,  young  Dynn  wm 
sent  lo  a  day-school  at  Abuileen,  toi^ght  bf  lib

Of  the  pro^n  of  hi*  infantine  Rtudici 
ml  Aberdctsi,  ••  well  under  Mr  Boweni  ■■  under  the 
various  Dtber  pcfMoa  ibal  ioftructed  him,  we  have 
the  fpQowin^  intercaltiig  pajlicukn  communicated 
It;  himtcif,  in  ii  aort  of  jountal  which  ht  once  bef(«ik, 
under  the  litk  of  "My  Dictioaanr,"  oad  which  i* 
preacnrcd  in  oite  of  hia  manuacripl  booka. 

'"  For  atrveral  jtmn  d  injr  eeriinl  childhood.  I  was 
in  thai  dtjr,  but  baTC  nvrer  reviaiUNl  it  since  I  was 
(en  jreara  old.  1  wm  mmI,  at  Ive  jeara  old,  or  mriier, 
lo  a  achool  kepi  by  a  Mr  Bowen,  who  was  caDed 
'  Bod*\f  Bowen,'  by  naaoa  of  hia  dappcmcn.  ll 
waa  a  achool  for  both  sexM,  I  learaod  little  thcn>, 
cKcept  io  repeal  by  rote  (he  firat  lewwnof  moaoqrUabk-* 
(■God  made  man'— *  Lei  us  lore  him')  by  hearioic 
ii  oftcD  repealed,  without  aa]uiriitg  a  letter.  Whcn- 
CTer  proof  waa  made  of  my  progrcaa  al  borne,  I  rt'-

Ho  waa  a  rery  dc- 
toul,  cIcTcr  Uule  clengrmaa,  named  Ro«i,  afterwanli 
miiiiakrf  of  one  of  the  lurka  [Riut,  I  ihiiik).  Und<^r 
him  I  made  oalooiahiny  profreaa,  and  1  recollect  to 
iWi,  lUy  his  mild  nwiuHa  ud  gmdHUlttred  pain»- 
taJkin^ .  The  momeni  I  cmild  raad,  my  pand  paasion 
«u  Airtory,  and,  why  I  know  not,  but  I  was  par- 
lictttariy  taken  with  the  battle  near  the  Ixikc  Kegiliut 
in  the  Roman  History,  put  into  my  haoda  the  int. 
Pour  years  ago,  when  atonding  on  lh«  beifhta  of 
TuaculoB,  and  looking  down  u|ioa  the  iiltji-  round 
lake  liwl  WH  omx  B«(illus.  and  which  dolii  the  im- 
iBfMe  niWBae  below,  I  remembered  my  youoK  eu- 
tbuHM*  aad  my  oU  inatnirtur.  Af(«r«Hnl«  I  had 
•  TCiy  Mtioua,  aatumine,  but  kind  youni;  man,  named 
Palerwm,  for  a  tutor  He  waa  the  ton  of  my  nhoe- 
naker,  but  a  good  acholar,  aa  ia  ooramoi  mIiK  llie 
Soolcb.  He  waa  a  rigid  prrsbyterian  nW  With 
him  I  begim  Latin  m  Buddinian'a  grammar,  aiid 
iMBtintted  till  I  wou  to  Ihii  *  Grammar  Mcboot* 
{fkotke,  'Scbide;'  Aberdomitd,  'Stiued*)  where  I 
threaded  all  (be  daaan  Id  tbe  /owrM,  when  I  waa 
raoaled  to  Ei^fMd  (where  I  had  been  hatohcd)  by 
lk«  deme  of  ny  tnde.

Of  hia  claaa-feQowt  at  the  gnunmar-achoo]  Iherc 
arc  many,  of  couree,  still  alive,  by  whom  he  in  Well 
remembered  ;•  and  the  gvDeral  imprcHsion  they  re- 
tain of  him  is,  that  he  waa  a  lively,  warm-hearted, 
mid  higb-$piriled  boy — paaaiao&tc  and  resentful,  bul 
aOt-dionate  and  companionable  wilh  his  achool-fcllowa 
—to  a  reiutrk«ble  dcfrae  venluroua  and  fearle«.  and 
(aa  one  of  ihaa  ■gnifienntly  exprntod  il)  "always 
more  reai^  lo  give  a  blow  than  lake  one."  Among 
many  aocodote*  illuttrative  of  thia  apiiil,  it  is  ti'laled 
that  once,  in  retumin^t  home  from  school,  he  (ell  in 
wilh  a  boy  who  hod  on  some  former  OOCHMB  ineulted 
him,  but  hod  then  got  off*  unpunished— little  Dynm, 
however,  at  the  time,  promising  lo  "  pay  him  off" 
wheitcver  they  should  meet  again.  -Accordingly,  oti 
this  second  euoounter,  though  there  were  some  olhcr 
boya  to  take  hia  oppom-nt's  part,  he  succeeded  in  in- 
ilicting  upon  him  a  hearty  heatii^.  On  hia  return 
home,  brrathleaa,  the  aerranl  inquired  what  he  had 
been  about,  and  waa  answeird  by  bim,  with  a  mix- 
ture of  rage  and  humour,  that  be  had  been  paying  a 
debt,  by  bealkg  a  boy  occotding  to  praniae;  for 
that  he  waa  a  Byroo,  and  would  never  belie  hil 
motto,  "  Tfiat  flynm." 

He  was,  indeed,  mnrh  more  anxious  to  disltnguish 
himself  among  hia  scbooifellows  by  prowess  in  all 
aportrf  and  exercises,  than  by  advancenic-nt  in  learn- 
ing,  Though  quick,  when  lie  could  he  piT^undcd  to 
attend,  or  had  any  study  that  pleased  him,  he  was  in 
genera]  veiy  low  in  the  daas,  nor  seemed  ombitbus 
of  being  promoled  any  higher.  It  is  the  custom,  it 
seenu,  in  thia  seminary,  to  invert,  now  and  (hen,  the 
order  of  the  doss,  so  aa  lo  make  the  hi|;hi-«l  and 
lowest  boys  change  plaoea. — with  a  view,  no  doubl, 
of  piquing  the  ambilioo  of  both.  On  these  ocrosioox, 
nnd  only  these,  Byron  was  sometimes  «I  Che  head, 
and  the  master,  lo  banter  him,  would  say,  **  Now, 
Geor{;p,  man,  U't  me  sec  how  soon  you'll  be  at  the 
foot  agaio."^ 

During  this  period,  hit  mother  and  he  nude,  oc- 
casionally, visits  among  their  friends,  patsini;  lomv 
lime  nt  FVltcreaio.  the  seal  of  his  eodftuher,  Coluui'l 
Uutf  (where  the  child's  delight  wilh  a  humorous  nid 
butler,  named  Ernest-  Pidk-r,  is  still  rcmi-mberrd), 
and  also  at  Uanff,  where  some  near  connexions  of 
Mrs  nyron  resided 

In  the  summer  of  the  year  1796,  after  an  alUck 
of  scarlet-fever,  he  was  removnl  by  his  mothrr  for 
change  of  air  into  the  Hij;hland< ;  and  it  wa*  cilhtr 
at  this  time,  or  in  the  following  year,  that  tht^  look 
up  their  residence  at  a  farm-houw  in  the  ncighbour-

Though  thU  boiiNt-,  where  tbejr  Ktill  show 
wilh  much  (>ride  the  b«d  in  wtiiih  youa^  Byron  HWpl, 
has  become  muurallj  «  lAacf  of  pilgriiDage  for  ihe 
wonhippvr*  of  gmiiis.  neithrr  il«  own  appcanuMC, 
nor  tliiU  of  the  lamll,  bleak  valky,  in  which  it  stands, 
is  at  bU  worthy  of  bnnf  usoriatcd  with  the  memory 
of  a  poet.  Within  a  short  flislance  of  it,  bowcirr, 
all  thcxM-  fi'slwrt-s  of  wildnew  and  btmuly,  which 
mark  Ibo  courw  of  ihe  Dec  through  the  Highlands, 
may  be  commtitided.  IWrc  the  «)ark  summit  of 
Lacbiu-}-gair  stood  towering  before  the  eye*  of  the 
future  bard ;  and  the  rersea  in  which,  not  many 
yearn  ofu-rwnrdi,  be  cominemorateii  this  lublime 
ohjt'Ct,  *how  that,  youn<(  as  he  was,  at  the  lime,  its 
"frowninp  glories"  wcrv  not  unnoticed  by  him.*

To  the  wildnesa  and  grandeur  of  the  scenes,  ntnong 
which  his  childhood  was  passed,  it  is  not  unusual  lo 
tmce  the  fina  awakeniiif^  of  bis  poetic  talent.  Uul  it 
iivay  be  questioned  whctJier  thi^  (acuity  woji  ever  *o 
jirodurt-d.  That  the  charm  of  scenery,  which  derives 
itK  oliii-f  power  from  (aocj  and  associatioii,  should  be 
much  frit  at  an  age  when  fiincy  is  yet  hardly  awake, 
and  asMM-iations  but  few,  eon  with  diffirully,  even 
making  erery  allowance  for  the  preioaturily  of  (genius, 
be  conceived.  'Hic  light  which  the  poet  twe*  around 
the  fonns  of  nature  ii  not  so  much  in  the  ohjerla 
llkeimeJvcs  as  in  Che  eye  that  cootcraplBtes  tbcin; 
and  Imagination  inuitt  first  be  able  lo  lend  a  glory  to 
such  scenes,  before  she  can  derive  inspiration /roffl 
iltera,  .Aji  matcrialii,  indeed,  for  (he  poetic  faculty, 
when  dcyeloped,  lo  work  upon,  iheae  impressioiif  i>f 
the  new  and  wonderful  retained  fnmi  childhood,  and 
rrtaineti  with  all  the  midnen  of  recollecliufl  whieh 
belong*  to  gvniu«,  may  form,  it  is  tnie,  the  purest  and 
OMMt  pfvdous  part  of  tliat  aliment,  with  which  the 
memory  of  the  |xie(  fcedi  his  imai;iimli<ni.  But  ttill, 
it  is  the  newly  awakentwi  (tower  Miihin  him  that  is 
the  source  of  the  rbnnn  ;— it  is  the  furie  of  fancy  alone 
thai,  aeiiiij;  u|M>ti  his  recoDeclioiw,  iniprr(^«te*,  iim  it 
were,  all  Ihe  )>asl  wilh  Jioaij.  In  this  res|M'cl,  such 
impremions  ofiialuntl  acenery  as  LortI  Dyron  receired 
in  his  cfaildhomi,  muat  W  rln>eicd  with  the  rnrioiis 
other  remembrance*  which  that  period  leave*  He- 
hiod— «f  its  iuno<H-uee,  its  «|>oria,  its  fir<t  hofH"*  nnd 
aftction*— all  of  thein  remitiitcpnce*  whirh  the  po^'t 
afterwarda  cooTcrts  to  bis  use,  but  whit:U  uu  mure 
iMifcr  iha  poet  than — to  apply  on  illustration  of 
Hyrtma  own — the  honey  can  he  said  to  make  the  hii- 
(hnt  treMurea  it.

complete ;  and  never  was  there  a  heart  iimr«  borne 
awny  by  this  coiiduenoe  of  feelings  than  thai  «f 
Uyron.  In  a  poem,  written  about  a  year  or  (wo 
before  his  death,*  he  trace*  all  hia  a^ajmvat  «C 
niouolnia  scenery  to  the  impreoMona  received  duri^ 
lji.4  rettdooce  in  the  High  lauds  ;  and  erca  attributes 
llie  pleaaore  which  be  expcrieiMed  ia  gaaiig  upon  iihi 
and  Paraaawa,  far  leas  to  classic  remembraocra,  than 
til  those  fond  di-ep-filt  aMocialion.H  by  which  tbej 
brought  back  the  memory  of  his  boyhood  and  Lachin- 
J-g*ir.

In  a  note  appended  to  (his  passage,  wc  find  bin 
fulling  into  that  sort  of  .-inaehroni^m  in  the  histoij  tt 
his  own  feelings,  which  I  luive  above  adverted  toaa 
not  iincommoH,  and  referring  to  childhood  itst-lf  that 
love  of  mountain  prospects,  whirh  was  but  the  aftrt 
result  of  bis  imaginative  recollections  of  that  period. 

"  Krom  this  period  "  (the  time  of  hi*  residrnc*  ia 
ibe  Highlands)  "  I  date  my  love  of  nKnintaiaoua 
rnuiitric*.  I  can  never  fiirjot  Ihe  effect,  a  few  jrean 
afterwards  in  England,  of  the  only  thing  1  had  loof 
seen,  even  in  miniature,  of  n  nioimiain.  in  the  Maftcni 
IliUs.  .\fter  I  returned  lo  Cheltenham, <l  imm)  |p 
watch  ihem  every  afternoon  at  sunset,  wilb  a  oewiA- 
tinn  which  I  cannot  deacribe." 

His  love  of  aolilai^  rambles,  and  bis  taate  fot  r\- 
pliirini;  in  all  directions,  led  him  not  uafrcqueully  •» 
far  as  to  excite  serious  apprehensioos  for  hia  saJely 
^Vhile  at  .\berdeen,  he  iitcd  often  lo  stoni  from  boa* 
iMipefceived  ; — lomettmrs  he  would  find  bia  w«j  |« 
tbe  seaside  ;  and  once,  after  a  long  and  an' 
search,  they  found  Ihe  Bdvenlurous  little' 
iMniggUnj[  in  n  sort  of  ninrew  or  inarch,  froni  wbie^ 
he  was  iinnhle  to  exlrirate  him*etf.

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It  was  about  ihia  pcriml,  when  he  wu  not  quite 
ciithi  yHin  otd.  that  a  fiM^ing  partnkiiig  more  of  ihe 
iiBluri"  of  lo»e  tiMa  it  w  euMj  lo  believe  poaaiblc  ia  to 
youi^  ■  child,  IMlt,  aMOfdiiiK  >o  bit  own  aecounl, 
Mttin  pOMMBM  nf  hii  tboughu,  aiid  showf<l  hoyi 
emiij,  ia  thii  paMioa,  ■*  in  inosl  od>crs,  the  •tnni- 
bilitie*  of  his  naturr  were  awakened.*  'I1ic  name  of 
ihe  obJMi  of  this  nllachment  was  Maij  Duff;  and 
(he  foDowing  tiaaaif,!  fn>ni  a  Journal,  kept  b)  him  in 
1813,  will  ihow  bow  fn'^thl),  after  an  interval  of 
HTventeen  jran.  all  the  circumslanwn  of  thu  early 
lore  lUiD  UtimI  in  hi»  memory. 

"  I  have  b<<en  thiiikinir  lately  a  good  deal  of  Mary 
DiilT.  I  low  very  odd  that  I  should  hare  been  *o 
utterly,  devoledl)  fund  of  (hat  giri,  at  an  age  when  I 
«mild  neither  feel  panuon.  nor  know  the  meaning  of 
the  word.  And  the  efTecl !— My  molher  used  always 
to  tally  me  about  thin  ohildijii  amour  ;  and,  at  last, 
■naoy  yean  afier,  when  1  wa<i  rixteen,  she  toUl  mc 
one  (faty,  *  Oh,  Byron.  I  haTe  had  a  letter  from  Edin- 
burgh, from  Mias  .\bcrcrDmby,  and  your  old  sweet- 
heart Mary  DuCT  is  married  lo  a  Mr  Co*.'  And  what 
was  iny  aAswer  ?  I  reaiiy  caonot  expluia  or  neeouni 
for  my  fadiagt  at  that  nwoient;  but  they  nearly 
threw  vae  iolo  eonTuUiooa>  and  alormi'd  my  mother 
•lO  murh,  thai,  after  I  grew  better,  she  generally 
avoided  the  subject — to  mr — and  eonlented  herself 
with  telling  it  to  all  her  acquaintance.  Now,  what 
could  this  be  7  I  had  never  M.>en  her  since  her 
mother'*  faux-pas  at  Aberdeen  bad  been  the  cause 
of  her  removal  to  her  grandmother's  at  Banff;  we 
WOK  i)Oth  the  roer«»l  children.  I  had  and  bare  been 
attachad  fifiy  lime*  since  that  period  ;  yet  1  rcooOcot 
all  w«  aud  to  each  other,  all  our  careases,  her 
CoUnrai,  uty  ralleatnea,  steepleasoess,  my  tormenting 
my  ■odier's  maid  to  write  for  me  to  her,  which  wlie 
at  last  did,  to  qaic4  me.  Poor  Nancy  thought  I  was 
wild,  and,  as  I  could  not  write  (or  myself,  became  my 
•ecrtlaty.  I  remember,  loo,  our  walk*,  and  the 
faappiacH  of  sitting  by  Klary ,  in  the  duldrcB's  apart- 
ment, at  ibeir  house  not  for  from  the  Plaioatonea  at 
Aberdeen,  while  her  leoer  sister  Helm  played  with 
tba  doll,  and  we  sat  Kravely  making  k>ve,  in  our  way. 

"  How  the  deuce  did  all  this  occur  so  early  ?  where 
could  it  originate  ?  I  certainly  had  no  sexual  ideas 
for  years  afterwards  ;  and  yel  my  misery,  my  lore  for 
that  giri  were  so  violent,  that  I  tometime*  doubt  if  I 
have  ever  been  really  ntiacbed  sioee.  Be  that  as  it 
may,  hearing  of  ber  tuuriag*  seven!  yean  after  was 
like  a  tbuuder-atroke — it  nearly  choked  me — lo  the 
horror  of  my  mother  and  the  astontsbmcal  and  almoal 
incredulity  of  every  body.  And  it  ia  a  pbenomeaon 
■I  mj  existence  (for  I  was  not  eight  years  old)  which 
hIh  pimied,  and  will  puzzle  me  to  Ihe  latest  hour 
itf  it ;  and  kirly,  I  know  not  why,  the  rrcoiUctiun 
{hoI  the  attachment)  has  recurred  as  forcibly  as  ever. 
1  wonder  if  she  can  have  the  least  ivmcmhrance  of  it

or  me  ?  or  remember  her  pitying  jdster  Helen  for  not 
having  an  admirer  too?  How  »ery  pretty  it  the 
perfwl  inuuic  of  her  in  my  memory — her  brown,  dark 
hair,  and  hazel  eyes ;  her  very  dress !  1  ikhould  be 
qiiile  (frieved  lo  see  Arr  note;  the  reality,  however 
beautiful,  would  destroy,  or  at  least  confuse,  the 
fealures  of  tlie  tovely  Peri  which  then  existed  in  her, 
and  still  lives  in  my  imagination,  at  the  distance  of 
more  than  tixtcen  years.  I  am  now  twenty -five  and 
odd  months 

"  I  think  my  mother  told  therircunstanocs  (on  my 
hearing  of  her  marriage)  lo  the  Parkyaaea,  and  ecr- 
toinly  lo  the  Pigot  family,  and  prob^Uy  ncBtioiied  it 
in  ber  aaswer  to  Miss  A,  who  was  well  acquainted 
with  my  childish  pftichoHi,  and  had  sent  the  news  oa 
purpoae  for  aie, — and.  ibanks  to  her ! 

"  Next  to  the  beginning,  the  conclusion  has  often 
occupied  my  reilcxions,  in  the  way  of  iuvestigatioo. 
That  the  fads  are  thus,  others  kivow  a*  wcU  as  I, 
and  my  memory  yel  tclb  nie  so,  in  more  than  a 
whi^tprr.  But,  the  more  I  reflect,  the  more  I  am 
bewildered  to  assign  any  cause  for  this  precocity  of 
airt>clion." 

Though  the  chance  of  his  fucceasion  lo  the  title  of 
hi.«  aucentors  was  for  some  time  altogether  uncertaiiv— 
there  being,  so  kle  a*  the  year  1794,  a  gimndaoo  of 
the  fifth  lord  still  ahve— his  mother  bad,  from  his  mj 
birth,  cherished  a  strong  persuasion  that  he  was  de»- 
liaed  not  only  lo  be  a  lord,  but  ^  a  great  man."  One 
of  the  circunjslancca  on  which  she  founded  this  belief 
wa)>,!>inE;u]arly  enough, hialamenesa; — for  what  rvaaoo 
it  is  ditGcult  lo  cflnceive,  except  that,  possibly  (having 
a  miud  of  the  most  tuperilitious  cast),  she  had  con- 
sulted on  the  wuhjcet  some  viltogt'  fnrtutK*-leUer,  who, 
lo  ennoble  this  infirmity  in  her  eye«,  bad  liitked  the 
/ulurc  destiny  of  Ihc  child  with  it 

By  the  death  of  the  grandson  of  the  old  kird  ol 
Conica  in  1794,  the  oaij  ehumant  lliat  had  hilhrrtn 
itood  between  Btde  George  and  the  immediate  suc- 
eenioo  lo  lite  peerage,  was  removed  ;  and  the  in. 
creased  importance  which  this  event  conferred  upon 
Ibem  was  felt  not  ocdy  by  Mrs  Byron,  but  by  the 
young  future  Baroo  of  Newstcad  bimself.  In  the 
winter  of  1797,  his  mother  having  chanced,  one  day, 
to  read  part  of  a  speech  spoken  in  the  House  of 
Commons,  a  friend  who  was  |>resentMid  to  the  hof, 
"  We  shall  have  the  pli'a.>iure,  some  tine  or  other,  ul 
reading  your  speeches  in  Ihc  House  of  Conimoos." 
"  1  hope  not,"  was  his  answer  ;  "  if  you  read  any 
spcedtea  of  mine,  it  wiQ  be  in  the  House  of  Lords." 

The  lille,  of  which  he  thus  early  anticipaictU  the 
enjoymenl,  devolved  to  him  but  too  soon.  Had  he 
been  left  to  struggle  on  fur  ten  years  longer,  as  plain 
George  Byron,  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  his 
character  would  have  been,  in  many  respects,  ihe 
better  for  it.  In  the  following  year  his  grand-uncle, 
the  fifth  I>ord  liyroo,  died  si  Newslead  .\bbey. 
having  passed  the  hUler  years  of  bis  strange  hfe  in  a 
stale  of  ausletv  awl  ahiKWt  savage  ieeluaioa.  1 1  is 
raid,  ihal  the  day  after  little  Byron's  aeoesaion  to  the 
title,  he  ran  up  to  his  mother  and  asked  her  "  whether 
she  perceived  any  difference  in  him  since  he  had  been 
made  a  lord,  a»  he  pcrcei»  cd  none  himself :" — a  quick 
and  naluraj  thought;  but  the  child  lillle  knew  whiki 
a  tolsl  and  lal^mianic  <4iange  bad  been  wrought  in 
all  hJa  future  rehiliMis  with  society,  by  the  simple 


addition  of  0iai  word  before  hi*  name.  Tkiil  lhi.» 
rrval,  b»  •  cruu  in  bis  life,  aflVclcd  him.  f»en  nl 
tliAl  timi',  BiBjr  be  coIIccUk]  from  the  Bsitalion  which 
he  is  mid  to  haiie  manifesitcd  on  the  iinporlont  morn- 
in{(,  when  hit  name  was  Ant  called  out  in  nrliool  with 
the  title  of  "  Domioai"  prefiacd  to  it  Unable  lo  giie 
uiteniDe«  to  (be  usual  anrwer,  "  adtum,"  he  aiood 
ftlent  amid  the  general  ilare  of  hisachootfeUows,  and, 
•I  la^l,  bunt  into  tear*. 

The  tJoud  which,  lo  a  certain  degree  undccer- 
vetfly,  bi»  unfortunate  affray  with  Mr  Chaworth  had 
thrown  uikm  the  cbamrier  of  the  fate  Ijord  Byron, 
was  deepened  and  confirnied  by  what  it,  in  o  great 
meaaurc,  prodiiciKl.— the  oro-nlrir  mid  unsocial 
coune  of  liff  to  which  hi?  nflcrwnnis  betook  himaetf. 
Of  his  crui-lty  to  Lady  Hyron,  bffore  her  sepwalloo 
from  !iim,  the  mo»t  o\a(aterated  stories  are  still 
Mirrent  in  the  neiithbourhood  ;  and  it  is  even  bdieved 
that,  in  one  of  his  fits  of  fury,  he  flung  her  into  the 
pood  at  Ncwftesd.  On  another  occasion,  it  is  sAJrl. 
baring  shot  his  coachman  for  MNne  disobedience  of 
Olden,  he  threw  the  corpse  into  Ibe  carriage  to  his 
lady ,  and  mounting  the  box,  drove  off  hinwdf.  llieie 
stor)c»ai¥.  iiodottbtfHgnNaftctionaMvoneaftlwae 
which  his  iDustriow  auecesMr  was  afterward*  made 
ibe  victim  of;  and  a  fcnude  iCTrant  of  the  old  lord, 
slill  alire,  in  contradicting  both  tales  as  scandalous 
fahricationa,  supposes  the  fint  to  have  had  it*  origin 
in  the  following  circumstance.  A  young  lady,  of  the 
HUBe  of  Booth,  who  was  on  a  ri«t  at  Newstead, 
(Ming  OM  ereoiDg  with  a  party  who  were  direrting  { 
UwiDaelTM  in  frmt  of  the  abbey.  Lord  Byron,  by 
aotidaMt,  pushed  her  into  the  basin  which  receirrs 
the  eueade* ;  and  out  of  (his  little  inddettl,  at  my 
informant  »ery  plausibly  coqiectnrea,  (be  tale  of  his 
nLtoropiiog  lo  drown  Ladjr  Byroo  noy  have  been 
fabricated. 

After  his  lady  had  separated  from  him,  the  entire 
seclusion  in  which  he  liTed  gave  full  scope  lo  the 
tnTcntive  faculties  of  his  neighbours.  TTicrcwosno 
deed,  howcTcr  tlork  or  desperate,  that  the  TillBgc 
jtMsifM  wera  not  ready  to  impute  to  him ;  and  two 
^rin  image*  of  aalyn,  which  stood  in  hi*  (^oony 
garden,  were,  by  the  fean  of  those  who  had  caught 
n  glimpse  of  then,  dignified  with  the  naiiM  of  "  the 
iM  lord'*  derib."  lie  was  known  always  to  go 
ar«ed;  and  it  i*  rrhkled  that,  on  some  ]>anirnlar 
iKcaaioo,  when  hi*  neighbow,  the  late  Kir  John 
H^arrcn,  was  admitted  to  dine  with  him,  there  was 
1  case  of  pislohi  placed,  as  if  fomiing  a  customary 
part  of  the  dinner  ner^irc,  oii  the  table. 

DurinK  hi*  latter  year«,  the  only  companion*  of  liis 
koKtude — beaidM  (bat  nriony  of  crickets,  which  he  is 
Mud  to  hat  UMHed  IdBMlf  with  rmriog  and  feed- 
ing*—  wars  old  MurtHT,  afierward*  the  fnvourite 
utrtiuit  of  hU  aucrcMor,  and  the  female  domestic, 
whov  authority  I  hare  )ual  quoted,  and  who,  from 
the  station  abe  ma  «uq)cetcd  of  be  in:  |>minoted  In 
by  her  nohW  muln'.  rwrWi-il  ginrninj  thnmgb  the 
neiKhbotirhood  the  appi-Untjon  of  "  Lad)'  Belly. *^ 

Though  Uti-3  in  ihia  aortlid  nnd  MilJlAiy  etjie,  be

was  frequently,  a*  it  appean,  much  dirtreaaed  for 
money  ;  and  one  of  the  most  serious  of  the  injurie* 
infficled  by  him  upon  the  property  was  his  mk>  of  the 
fiunily  estate  of  Rochdale  in  l^nncashire.  of  whkii 
the  niincnil  produce  was  accounted  very  raluablF. 
lie  well  knew,  it  is  said,  at  the  time  of  the  sale,  hi* 
inability  to  make  out  a  legal  title ;  nor  is  it  Bupp<Med 
that  the  purdiawrs  themsclre^  were  unacquainted 
with  ihe  defect  of  the  conrcyaocc.  But  they  coo- 
lemjilntfd,  nnd,  it  scemn,  actually  did  mdice,  an 
indemnity  from  any  pecuniary  low,  before  they  rouU, 
in  the  ordinary  course  of  creot*,  be  dispoasevaed  tl 
tlie  properly.  During  the  young  lord's  mjaority, 
proceedings  were  instituted  for  the  .recovery  of  Mm 
estate,  and,  as  the  render  will  Icara  hereof Il-t,  wiA 
success. 

At  Newstead,  both  the  maDsion  and  the  grotind* 
around  it  were  suffered  to  loll  helplessly  into  decay ; 
andamon;;  the  few  miTnnmenl&  of  cither  care  or 
dilure  which  their  lord  h?fl  behind,  were  aooie  iii< 
of  roekwork,  on  which  much  cost  had  beea  throws 
nwH]',  and  a  few  casteQaled  buildings  on  the  bank* 
of  the  lake  and  in  the  woods.  The  fbrta  upon  the 
laic  Were  designed  lo  give  a  naval  appearance  (o  it* 
waten>,  and  frequently,  in  his  more  social  days,  be  used 
to  amuse  himu-lf  with  sham  lights, — hi*  Tcaaeks  at- 
tacking the  forts,  and  being  caimoaaded  by  (hem  ia 
return.  I'iie  largest  of  these  veoda  bad  been  built 
for  him  at  come  seaport  on  the  evstem  coast,  sad, 
being  conreyed  on  wheels  o»er  the  Forest  to  New- 
stead,  wi*  nippon-d  to  hnvi-  fullilled  one  of  the  pr»- 
phcciea  of  Mother  Shiplon,  which  dedoml  ifcat 
'*when  a  ship  kden  with  tmg  should  croM  ortr 
Sherwood  Forest,  the  Newsiead  RsUte  wtMM  paaa 
from  the  Byron  famOy."  In  Nottinghamshire,  **  Vm^ 
Is  (be  term  used  for  htathtr  ;  and,  in  order  to  b«ac 
out  Mother  Shiplon  nnd  spite  the  old  lord, 
country  poofde,  it  is  said,  ran  alnng  by  the 
the  vesicl,  heaping  it  with  heather  all  the  way 

Thiv  eirentric  peer,  it  ia  erident,  cared  but  littl« 
about  the  Cite  of  his  descendants.  With  hi*  young 
heir  in  Scotland  he  held  no  communication  whatever ; 
and  if  at  any  time  he  hnppeiu.-d  to  mention  hin, 
which  but  rarely  occurred,  it  was  oerer  noder  any 
other  d<-Miirnntion  than  that  of  "  the  little  boy  who 
live»  n(  .Xberdeeo." 

Un  the  diiuh  of  his  i^nd-uncle.  Lord  Byroo  hir- 
ing become  a  wurd  of  chancery,  the  Earl  of  CarUe. 
who  wa*  in  some  degn-c  eounected  with  the  family, 
being  the  son  of  the  deceased  lord'*  Muter,  was 
appointed  hi«  guardian  ;  and  in  the  autumn  of  J798. 
Mrs  Uyrnn  and  her  «on,  ntlended  by  Ihrir  faithful 
May  Gray,  left  .Xbertlei-n  for  Nevrstead.  \fttrt 
lo  (heir  departure,  the  furniture  of  the 
lodging*  which  (hey  bod  occupied 
nceplioo  of  the  plate  and  linen,  which  Mrs 
look  with  her.— sold,  and  tha  wholt>  aum,  thai 
effi'ct*  of  the  mother  of  the  Lord  of  Newstead  jrieldvd, 
wn*  r74  ]7i.  7d 

From  the  early  ase  at  which  ilyran  waa  taken  to 
Ikoilaaet  as  well  »■  from  the  eirciimatane*  of  hia 
mother  being  a  natire  of  that  eotmtry.  he  had  every 
mtaoa  to  oowidar  baaiatf-asi  iwlet'd,  ha  baa«ta  h 
IXw  Juan—"  half  a  Hcol  by  birth  tad  brw)  a 
one  "  We  half  nirraily  aren  how  warm^  fa 
serretl  thr^iiigh  hie  hia  rMoQuetioa  of  the 
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•eeaety  in  which  he  wna  brought  up ;  and  in  llie  { 
|])uaige  of  Ddu  Juan,  to  whii-li  1  Imve  just  rcfirriMl,  [ 
hil  ■ttllHon  to  the  ri'>iujinlir  liriJgc  of  Don.  iiuil  tu 
othtT  localilH-it  of  Abenlvdt,  sbowa  an  equal  ficklitji 
and  fbodiicM  of  (eiroaped :

To  ineel  with  nn  Alwr<loniuii  wa«,  at  nil  tifflc*,  n 
delight  to  him;  and  when  the  ktc  Mr  Scolt,  who 
was  a  native  of  Aberdeen.  f>ni<l  him  a  visit  nl  Venice 
iu  the  year  1819,  in  talking  of  the  haunlt  of  bta  child- 
hood, one  of  (hi-  pUw-*  he  jinrlirularly  mcntionifi 
wa*  Wallare-nook,  a  N|>ot  where  Ihrre  is  a  nide 
ttatue'of  the  Srotliah  chief  Hiilt  Mtunding.  Kroni  first 
to  1a*l,  indeet),  (lie«e  recolluctions  of  the  country  of 
hia  youth  never  forsook  him.  Iu  his  early  voyage 
into  Greeee,  not  oidy  the  abape*  of  the  mounlaim, 
but  the  killa  and  hardy  forms  of  the  Albancae, — all. 
as  he  nya,  **  carried  him  bftck  to  Monren  ;"  and,  in 
his  bst  fatal  expedition,  the  dnw  whicb  he  hitBaelf 
chiefly  wiwe  al  Ceplialonia  vnu  a  tartan  jacket. 

Cordial,  however,  and  deep  as  were  the  impres- 
sions which  he  retained  of  Ki'ollnnd,  he  would  kome- 
timcs  in  this,  as  in  all  his  other  nminble  feeliaga,  en- 
deavour perversely  to  belie  hi«  own  better  nature, 
and,  when  under  the  exWlemcnt  of  onicer  or  ridicule, 
persuade  not  only  other*,  but  even  hiouclf,  that  the 
whole  current  of  hia  feeliaga  ran  direclly  otherwise. 
Tbe  sbtiae  with  which,  in  hi*  anger  againil  the 
Edinbtllicb  Review,  b«  overwbdaied  every  thing 
Scotch,  is  an  inaionL'c  of  tlii*  (emporary  triumph  of 
wiUuhicai;  nnd,  al  any  time,  the  le««1  asKociAlinn  of 
ricbcule  with  the  country  or  iu  iolubitanU  waa  auffi- 
cieal.  Car  the  monent,  lo  put  all  his  aentiment  to 
ti|lit.  A  friend  of  hia  one*  deacribed  to  me  the  half 
fhyful  rage,  into  which  ahe  mw  bun  thrown,  one 
Aiy,  by  a  hecdieaa  girl,  who  retnarked  that  ithe 
thouclil  he  hail  n  litllc'of  the  Scotch  accent.  "  Good 
God,  I  hope  not  \"Aw  exclaimed.  "  I'm  sure  I  have 
n't.  I  would  rather  ihe  whole  d— <l  country  w«-<i 
sunk  in  the  lea — 1,  the  Scotch  accent !"

To  such  sallies^  however,  wbelbcr  in  wriliug  or 
conTcmntion,  but  little  weight  w  to  he  nllowed, — par- 
tieidarly,  in  comparison  with  ihoHc  alroa^  tcstioionict 
whi<:b  he  has  left  on  record  of  bi.H  fondaeu  for  bisi 
early  home ;  and  while,  on  lila  aide,  this  fi'eling  no 
indelibly  existed,  there  »,  oa  the  part  of  the  [leoplc 
of  .-Micrdeen,  who  coiuuder  him  a*  aIniMt  their  fcllow- 
(owiuman,  a  correvpondent  wannlh  of  nffl'ction  fur 
his  memory  and  nome.  The  vartoiia  houte*  »»here  bo 
rcsidrd  in  bis  youth  arc  pointed  oiil  to  the  Inivcller; 
lo  have  Keen  him  but  once  Li  a  recalleelion  boasted 
of  with  pride;  nnd  the  Brig  of  Don,  beniilifiil  in 
ilselT.  18  investetl,  by  his  mere  menliou  of  it.  with  an 
additional  charm.  Two  or  tbri'e  yenra  (since,  the 
Kum  of  live  pounds  was  offered  lo  a  person  in  Aber- 
deen for  a  letter  which  he  had  in  his  poaacadon, 
wntlen  by  Captain  Byron  a  few  day*  before  hia 
death ;  and  nmoiig  the  inenioriaLi  of  the  young  poet, 
wliirh  are  lireaiured  uji  by  ill(li^i(lllal!*  of  llijil  place, 
there  i»  one  ntiicb  it  would  not  have  u  liltk-  aiuuM>d 
biniwirio  hear  of.  being  no  less  charactiTi<itIc  n  rrlic 
(boil  nn  old  china  saucer,  out  of  whicb  he  luid  billeu 
a  Wrc  jiicf  e,  in  a  hi  of  jmssion,  when  a  chDd. 

It  viSis  in  the  summer  of  1798,  as  I  have  already 
wild,  llint  Lord  Btrori,  itim  in  his  eleventh  year,  left 
SfolUnd  with  hiH  niolht-r  nud  nurse,  to  take  poaset- 
aion  of  the  nucieiit  scat  of  his  ancestors.  In  one  of 
hia  latest  letters,  referriag  lo  this  journey,  he  »ay», 
"  1  recoiled  Loch  Leuen  a»  it  were  but  yeslerilay — 
I  saw  it  in  my  way  to  Kn,;land  in  1798."  Tlicy  lind 
already  arrived  at  the  Newslcnd  loll-har.  nnd  xaiv  tlie 
woods  of  the  .\bbey  alrelcbiiiB  out  lo  rtvi'ive  theni, 
when  Mr*  Ryron.  affecting  to  ho  ignuraut  of  the 
place,  asked  the  woman  of  the  toll-house — lo  \Thom 
ihnt  seal  bekmgedT  She  was  lold  that  the  ovtuer  uf 
it.  Lord  Byron,  bad  been  aome  months  dead.  "  .\.nd 
who  ia  the  next  heir?"  asked  the  proud  and  happy 
mother,  **  Th«'y  mj,"  answered  the  woman,  "  ii  is 
a  Utile  boy  who  lives  at  .\berdecn." — "  KaA  this  ia 
he,  bleat  him  !**  exclaimed  tlic  nurse,  no  lonscr  able 
to  contain  hcraelf,  and  turning  to  kiss  with  delight 
Ihe  younK  lord  who  woaMotetl  on  her  lap. 

Even  under  the  most  favorable  cireumslnnecs,  «v»ch 
an  early  elevation  to  rank  would  be  but  loo  likely  to 
have  a  dangenHu  inAuenre  on  the  rharacler :  and  thei 
gu(i]|iiKe  uitder  whitJi  young  Byron  eiilen>d  upon  his 
new  aialioa  was,  of  all  othen,  the  least  bkely  lo  lead 
him  safely  through  its  perils  and  temi>lationii.  I  lis 
mother,  without  judgment  or  self-command,  alter- 
nately spoiled  him  bj  indulgence,  and  irritated,  or^ 
what  was  sliU  wetM — amused  him  by  her  vioL-nce. 
That  itroag  aenseof  the  ridiculous,  for  which  be  waa 
afterwards  so  remarkable,  and  which  showed  itself 
thus  early,  got  the  better  even  of  his  fear  of  her;  ami 
when  Mr«  Byron,  who  wn*  a  thort  and  corpulent  p4>r- 
son,  and  rolled  considerably  in  her  gait,  would,  in  a 
rage,  ettdeavour  to  ratch  him,  for  the  puriw-ie  of  in- 
Nii-ting puiii*hntent,  the  young  urchin,  proud  of  beinf 
able  to  outstrip  her,  nolwitbalnnding  his  himetu'at, 
wnnlil  run  round  the  room,  laughiite  Uke  a  little  Fuck, 
ami  mocking  at  all  her  mennci'S.  In  the  few  anecdotes 
of  his  early  life  which  he  rehited  in  his  "  Memoraniln,^' 
though  the  name  of  his  mother  was  nercr  mcntionrd 
but  with  mqiect,  it  was  not  difficult  lo  pnceivc  thai 
the  recoUectioos  ahe  had  left  behind — al  Icatl,  those 
that  bad  nude  the  deepest  imprc««ion— were  of  a

h-antparenl  beauty  of  my  cousia,  or  to  (he  sweelnew 
of  her  temper,  during  the  short  period  of  our  in- 
timacy. She  looked  as  if  aihe  had  beeu  made  out  uf  n 
raiiilxiw — nil  beauty  and  pcnre. 

"  My  poMion  had  ili  Uiual  effects  upon  mc — I 
eoutd  not  slej'ji — 1  could  not  enl — I  could  not  rest; 
and  ollhough  I  had  reason  to  know  that  she  loved 
me.  il  ytaa  ihc  tiAture  of  my  life  lo  lliink  of  ihe  lime 
tvhirli  must  i'!ap>.o  before  we  rould  lueet  igaio — 
iH'ing  Usually  about  twelve  hours  of  sepuniliaii  I 
But  1  wait  a  fool  then,  ami  am  nut  inui-h  wiser  now.*' 

He  had  been  nearly  Iwo  yean  under  ihe  tuilioaoT 
Doctor  Glennie,  when  his  mother,  discontented  a4  (lie 
slowoew  of  his  progresa — though  being  herself,  as  we 
have  seen,  the  principal  cause  of  it — entreated  so 
iirgeiilly  of  l^rd  C-arlisle  lo  have  him  removed  to  a 
publii:  school,  Ihat  her  wish  was  at  leitglh  ncceded 
to  ;  and  "  accordingly,"  says  Doctor  Ulenuie,  "  lo 
liiirrow  be  weut,  as  little  prcfmred  a*  it  is  natural  lo 
suppose  from  two  ycors  of  elementary  instnictioa, 
ihwnrlrit  by  every  art  that  eouki  eiiirauge  the  mind 
of  jouiti  from  preceptor,  from  school,  uud  from  oU 
s<-noui  study." 

This  gentleman  saw  but  little  of  Lord  llyroo  after 
he  left  his  core,  but.  from  the  manner  La  which  both 
lie  uiid  Mrs  (ilennie  spoke  of  their  early  charge,  il 
Mnn  evidi'Ul  that  bis  subsequent  career  luid  b<.fii 
watched  by  lliem  with  interest;  ibiit  they  hud  seen 
iVeJihi-1  emini  llirougbtLe  softening  medium  of  their 
ttfst  feeling  towards  liiiu,  and  had  never,  iii  liii>  mo»l 
irreguliir  ul>ernili<>n;i,  lust  the  traces  of  Ihose  Giie 
qualiiics  which  ibry  tuid  loved  and  admired  iu  hiin 
when  a  cliild.  Of  the  ooostaocy,  loo,  of  this  feeling, 
Doclfir  Uleiinie  had  lo  stand  do  ordinary  trial,  having 
visited  Giiieva  in  1817,  soon  after  l.,ord  Byron  hod 
left  it,  when  the  |Jriiate  cliaracler  of  the  jKict  was  in 
the  very  crisis  of  iu  unpo{iuLirily,  aud  when,  nmoug 
those  friends  who  knew  lliat  Ur  (ilennie  had  oure 
been  hi*  tutor,  it  was  made  a  frequent  subjei-l  (>{ 
bimler  with  lhi:«  gonlU-nuin,  that  he  bad  iii>l  iiiure 
slKclIy  disciplined  his  pupil,  or,  to  use  their  Ofm 
wonU,  "  made  a  better  boy  of  him." 

About  the  timii  when  young  Uyron  wm  rrnioved 
for  lus  education,  to  Loudon,  his  none  May  Gray 
left  the  service  of  Mr*  Uyron, and  returned  la  ber 
native  country,  where  she  died  about  three  yean 
since.  She  had  nuirried  reKpcTlably,  and,  ui  one  of 
her  hist  illoesaea,  w:]s  attended  profe&nioually  b> 
Doctor  Ewing  of  Aberdeen,  who,  having  been  nlwny>, 
an  ralhuaiaatic  admin-r  of  I»ril  lit  ron,  wiuh  no  Icm 
surprised  than  delighted  to  find  thai  (he  pen<on  under 
his  care  had  for  so  many  yi^nbcen  an  atUtidant  on 
bis  favourite  poel.  VVilh  aridity,  as  may  be  iiup- 
[KMcd,  be  noted  down  ffom  the  hpi>  of  his  |Hilieiil  all 
the  parliculiirs  she  couM  rinM kiIht  of  hi*  lordabip's 
early  days ;  and  il  is  to  the  eouununicatinns  with 
which  this  genllcinajj  has  favoured  me,  that  1  aw  iii- 
drbied  fur  many  of  the  anecdote*  of  thai  period 
which  1  have  relaled. 

As  a  mark  of  gratitude  for  ber  attention  to  him. 
Hymn  linil,  in  parting  with  May  liray,  prewnle.l 
her  with  his  watch, — the  first  of  whi<'h  he  hiul  eveir 
been  posaesaor.  'nut  watch  the  faithful  nuroc  pre- 
served fondly  through  life,  and,  when  she  died,  il 
nns  given  by  her  hiulHind  lo  Doetor  Ewing.  by 
wlium,  03  .1  relic  of  geniu*.  il  i*  equally  valued.   The 
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A^tkui'iio  boy  had  aU>o  pn-Mtitrd  her  wiili  «  fiill- 
Irasth  miiimliirc  of  himm-lf,  which  niu  (minted  by 
Kaf  of  l-'(linbiir);h,  in  ihr  )car  1795,  nnd  which  ro- 
|iri".e(il>i  tiini  Kiiuulini;  with  »  bow  anfl  nnt>ws  in  his 
Itami,  ami  ■  profiiMuii  of  Knir  falline  over  ht«  filiniiUlc'ro, 
Thi*  curioun  litllo  dmning  has  Ukowiic  posted  into 
the  po«M»ci(in  of  Dr  Kwini;. 

TTjc  same  ihoaghtfnl  i:niliJiHk>  was  erinccd  by 
Byron  toirnrds  thv  sinter  of  thu  woman,  his  firtt 
nurw,  10  wliom  he  wrote  nomu  yearn  nfl«T  hi*  U-ft 
Srotlnud,  in  the  ino»t  cordijil  tnnn«,  makini;  inqiii- 
rjf«  of  hcf  weifarp,  and  inforniinK  bit,  y'nh  much 
joy,  Ihat  he  had  at  last  got  hix  foot  so  for  roilorcd 
as  to  be  able  to  put  on  a  common  boot, — "  an  evpnl, 
for  which  he  hadi  loiif;  anxioiitly  nisbcd,  and  which 
Ih*  waa  «nn"  woiiM  jjivt-  her  Rrenl  plinjiun;." 

Itt  Ike  aummt'r  of  the  year  1801  he  acrompanicd 
hn  moChfr  to  Cheltenham,  aud  the  account  which 
he  hiin«-lf  gives  of  bM  iciisalions  at  that  period  * 
<hDW<  at  what  an  early  age  those  fccKng*  that  lead 
to  poi>lry  had  unfolded  IhemM-lren  in  his  heart.  A 
hoy,  Raxiu);  with  emotion  oi:  the  hilli  at  ranaet,  be- 
I'Jiuse  ihcy  reaiind  liim  of  the  mountain!!  among;  which 
lip  pamMl  hu  childhood,  in  already,  in  hrart  anil 
iraninnHtinn,  a  povt.  It  was  during  their  stay  at 
l.'bi-U«.-iili!im  that  a  fortunc-teHer,  whom  his  molher 
i"oimilit^l,  pronounced  a  jircdiriion  coiicproing  liini 
which,  for  mme  tune,  left  a  Mronx  impression  on  hi<i 
mind.  Mra  Bymn  had.  it  soemN.  in  her  firnt  vi<it  to 
this  pcrwn  (who.  if  1  miKfnkc  uol,  wan  the  cclebmted 
fortune  teller,  Mrs  Willinnis|  oiideaToured  to  pnts 
betst'lf  off  a*  a  maidiii  lady.  Tlie  Sibyl,  howoer, 
wiis  not  *o  eaifily  deceived ; — the  pronounced  her 
wise  coMKiiltcr  to  be  not  only  a  married  woman,  but 
the  mother  of  a  son  who  wiiii  lame,  and  to  whom, 
anon^  other  cfcnU  which  «hc  read  in  the  stars,  it 
was  predestined  that  his  life  sbnuld  Ik'  in  dnniccr  from 
pt^MMi  before  be  was  of  age,  nnd  itml  he  nhouid  Ik.- 
twice  married, — the  second  time,  to  a  foreign  lady. 
.\boui  two  ycart  aftcnrards  he  himself  mentioned 
these  particulars  to  the  person  from  wliom  I  heard 
the  story,  and  said  that  the  ihoiicbt  of  the  first  pnrt 
of  the  prophecy  rcry  often  occurreil  to  him.  *I'he 
latter  part,  howcrer,  sccma  to  hare  brcn  llic  nrarfr 
guess  of  the  two. 

To  a  nhy  dts|>oaulloit,  «urh  as  llyron's  was  in  IiSa 
youlb — and  such  as,  to  a  eerlnin  degree,  il  continueil 
nQ  liis  Ufe — the  tminilion  from  a  i|uict  esl^iblLsb- 
m4mt,  lilur  that  of  Uutwicb  Cirnve,  to  the  buttle  of  a 
great  public  school,  was  sufficiently  iry'inif.  Accord- 
ingly, we  find  fruni  his  own  account,  that,  for  the 
tnt  year  and  a  half,  he  "  hated  Harrow."  'I1ie 
activity,  lioweter,  and  sociableoess  of  his  nature 
Mion  runi|iierc«l  this  rcpupiance ;  and,  from  being, 
as  he  hiniM'lf  says,  ^  a  luCktl  unpopular  hoy,"  he  ro*c 
at  kniRib  tn  l>c  a  lewlcr  m  afl  tbe  sitort*,  •ehemes. 
•ml  mtw-hicf  nf  the  sobooi. 

Fur  a  general  notion  of  his  dis|)Oailion  aiui  capaci- 
ties nt  this  iK'rio«l,  wc  could  iu>|  have  recourse  tn  n 
more  trustworthy  or  tnlunble  stilhority  Ibnn  Ibnl  nf 
the  Rev.  Dr  Dnirj,  who  wnn  at  thin  lime  lu-nd 
nuuier  of  tbe  school,  and  to  whom  Lord  Byron  has 
left  on  m-onl  a  tribiile  of  nlfrcitim  Uii  respect, 
which,  lilir  ibc  rctcreittkl  regiuti  of  Diydca  for

Driluaby,  will  long  nnociate  to|(cthcf  honourably  the 
names  of  the  iioei  and  the  master  From  this  Tcar> 
Fable  scholar  I  hove  received  the  fullowing  brirf,  b«l 
important,  statement  of  the  imprecnona  which  hit 
early  interoouTK  with  ibe  young  ncAle  lefk  upas 
him  :  —

But  there  was  ndnd  ia  kiaafe 
In  the  first  place,  it  was  necesmary  to  attach  hilli  Mai 
elder  boy,  in  order  to  duniliarize  him  wttb  iHe  ofaiads 
before  him,  and  with  some  parts  of  tho  tyUmm  h 
which  be  was  tn  more.  But  the  informatioa  h*  i» 
ccired  from  his  conductor  ||;aTe  him  no  ptcaaurp,  sikn 
be  ItHUYl  of  the  odTftnoes  of  some  in  the  school,  nmmIi 
younger  tbaa  himself,  and  conceived  by  hia  cran  if- 
fici«K7  that  he  should  be  degraded  and  bOBlUed.  ^ 
being  placed  below  them.

He  was  plcaaed  with  this 
and  fell  himself  on  easier  (emis^with  bis

Hia  object 
inform  me  of  Lord  Byron's  expectaliooa  at 
when  he  come  of  age,  which  br  represRit«<d 
tracted,  and  to  inquire  IMpocling  his  ahiliii««. 
the  former  circuntslaitc*  I  made  no  nmarfc;

**  '{"he  cirwnnafafin  to  which  you  allude,  a»  la 
his  docLunaiory  powcfa,  was  as  foDows.  Thr  u|i|m 
part  of  the  srhnol  com|iosed  declamations,  sshich, 
after  n  rcvivtl  by  the  luton,  weiv  aubmiltMl  to  (ha 
master :  to  him  the  authon  repeated  them,  thvl 
they  miftht  l>c  im|irove4l  in  manner  and  action,  befitt 
their  public  delivery.  I  certainly  was  murh  plcsu«4 
with  IvordByron'a  attitude,  (festure,  and  delivniy,  aa 
well  OS  with  hi«  i-nmiioHiiioii  All  who  i^tokv  as 
thiit  tby  nilhered,  n%  usniil,  tn  the  letter  of  ikfif 
rom|Kwi|inn,  a«,  in  the  earlier  |uirt  of  his  ds-livofj,  dU 
Lord  ll)roTi.  Btil  to  my  surprtsr  Itr  atiddm)y  d^ 
verged  from  the  written  coniposilion,  witK  m  boldMIt 
aud  rapidity  sufficietit  to  alarm  me.  lest  he  ahooU  M 
ia  memory  as  to  the  coneliiuon.  There  waa  M 
failure; — he  oame  rouikd  to  the  close  uf  lu«  riaii|Wiai 
tion  without  diarwrariag  aay  int|Mtliiiiiiii  niul  wrua 
lariiy  o«  the  whole.     I  qtiealioned  him,  svhy  lir  tol 
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nlU'n'cl  his  dc^mation?  lie  (li-<'UiriHi  be  linil  made 
no  aliernlion,  and  did  DOt  know,  in  «|i<-iiliiji|;,  ilint  Ik- 
had  dt-Tiotcfl  from  it  one  lettiT.  1  bt:lie«i-d  him,  and

In  romnmniratinK  to  mc  these  reconectiooii  of  his 
illii4irtou«  pii|>i1,  Dr  Dmry  has  added  a  rin-untKiance 
which  vhows  how  9troiii;ly,  eviii  in  all  ihc  prideof  his 
fiimp.  that  awe  willi  whiih  he  hitd  ttnrc  n-j^nrdi'd  lhi> 
opinions  of  liix  old  nuulif  ilill  bung  around  the  poet's

I  ttuD  now  lay  before  the  reader  iiioh  notices  uf 
hb  Kbool  life  aa  I  find  Bratteml  (hrouc^h  the  rariou* 
iMte-booka  he  baa  left  behind.  Comiitg,  as  they  do, 
from  Ui  own  pen,  it  i*  needle**  to  add,  that  ihoy  af- 
fold  dieliTeliesI  and  beat  records  of  tikis  petiod  that 
ean  (h;  fiiniixhed. 

"  1^11  I  was  eighteen  years  old  (odd  as  it  m.-iy 
•eemj  1  hod  nerer  read  a  KeTicw.  But  while  at 
Harrow,  my  KCncrml  informatiou  was  *o  great  on  mo- 
dern topics  aa  to  induce  a  suspicion  that  I  roidd 
oiJy  eottcct  so  much  informuiion  from  Rrrifiet,  be- 
cause I  was  never  jeen  reading,  but  always  idle,  and 
in  mitchicf,  or  at  pby.  The  truth  is,  tlmi  1  n  nd 
eating,  read  in  b^,  reaul  when  no  one  else  read  and 
had  read  all  sorts  of  reading  since  I  was  fire  y  rnr>t  old. 
•ad  yet  never  mrl  with  a  Heview,  which  is  Ihe  only 
reasoo  I  know  of  vthy  I  should  not  have  rend  I  hem. 
Itut  it  is  Ime;  for  I  remember  when  Hunter  and 
Cuneixi,  in  280-1,  told  me  this  opinion  at  Harrow.  I 
n;aile  them  biij;li  hy  my  lu'lii-rou**  astonishment  in 
.tikiiiic  tlum  ■  lyhai  if  a  Hetiewr  To  be  sure,  they 
were  then  le«»  ronnnoo.  In  ihrvc  yearn  more,  I  was 
better  aripiniiited  with  that  same;  but  the  first  I 
ever  read  was  ia  1805-7. 

"  .\t  school  I  was  [aa  I  have  nid)  remarked  for  ihe 
eii^lentand  rendincsM  of  mj  genrrml  infominlion ;  but 
in  an  other  rrspecb  idh;,  capable  of  great  stidden 
exertions  (kUch  as  thirty  or  forty  Greek  hexnmetent, 
of  eouno  Mtlh  such  proiMMly  as  it  pleaM-d  Cod),  bul 
at  fern  eonlinuuus  drudgeries.  My  t|ualitiei  were 
mueli  mnae  umlorical  and  martial  than  poetical,  aud 
Dr  Umry,  my  ^ruitd  jMtron  (our  head  master],  had  a 
tp-eat  noiioii  that  I  should  tu.-n  oul  an  orator,  from  my 
Huency,  my  lurbulonce,  my  voice,  my  copiousni-M  of 
dvdaiuatioa,  and  my  actio  .  I  remember  iliitt  ni> 
bit  dcdanntion  astonished  bim  into  some  uu«onied

Mn>  liyron  took  up  her  abode,  in 
lodging,  at  NotliiiijIiBm, — Newslead  Abhcy  lieing 
al  that  lime  let  lo  Lord  flrey  dc  Kuthen, — ;iiid 
during  the  Harrow  vacations  of  this  year  she  wns 
joined  there  by  her  Min.  So  allached  was  lie  to 
Newstrad  that  even  id  be  iti  its  neighbourhood  was 
a  delii;ht  to  him;  and  before  he  became  nc<]uainled 
will]  l.,ord  Grey,  he  used  sometimes  to  sleep,  for  a 
nijLt,  at  llie  small  hon«c  near  the  gnte,  which  is  still 
known  by  the  name  of'lhe  Hut."  '  An  inlimary. 
however,  soon  sprung  up  between  him  ami  bis  nobfi.* 
tenant,  itnd  on  aimrtmen'l  in  the  abbey  wa.s  from 
thenceforth  alnuyti  al  his  ttervice.

DitCeult,  n«x  utterly  imiiomible,  as  be  will  fin<l  it,  lo 
combine  a  eoni})etenl  acquisition  of  useful  knowledge 
with  llmt  round  of  ooliriuated  studies  which  a  pur- 
suit of  schuUstic  honours  require*,  he  must  either. 
bj  devoting  the  whole  of  hi*  attention  and  ambition 
lo  the  latter  object,  remain  ignorant  un  most  of  those 
subjects  upon  which  mind  grapples  with  niiDd  in  life, 
or  bj'  adopting,  OS  Lord  BjToti  and  other  distinguiiilietl 
penons  have  done,  the  contrar)  ajrslem,  consent  lo 
pass  fior  a  duace  or  idler  in  the  schools,  in  order  lo 
aflbfd  himaelf  even  a  chiuice  of  ailoiuiii;  cmiucnci'  iu 
(be  wodi.

"  You  Ajik  ne  to  recall  some  anecdotes  of  (he  time 
we  ipcnl  together  at  Harrowgiite  in  the  sumnicr  of 
1806,  on  our  rrtum  from  coltegi*,  he  from  Cambridge, 
and  I  from  Rdiiiburxb  ;  hul  so  many  years  have 
fla(>sed  since  (ben  that  I  real];  feel  myself  aa  if  re- 
calling ■  distant  dream.  We,  I  remember,  weiil  in 
Lord  Byron's  own  earriage  with  post-honn  ;  and  he 
wnt  hit  groom  with  two  ^addlc-honet,  and  a  benuti- 
fiilljr  formed,  rer;  ferocioiu,  bull-mutiff,  called 
NclsoD,  to  meet  tu  there.  Boatswain*  went,  by  the 
«ide  of  his  Talel  Frank,  on  Ihe  box.  with  u», 

"  The  bull-dog,  NeUon,  always  wore  a  muzzle, 
and  was  occasionally  sent  for  into  our  jmvnte  room, 
when  the  muzzle  was  taken  off,  much  lo  my  aniioy- 
aaee,  and  he  and  his  master  amused  tbemselve«  with 
throwing  the  room  into  diaortier.  There  was  always 
A  Je*lous  feud  between  ihia  Neboo  and  Boatirwaiii ; 
and  whenever  the  bitter  came  into  the  room  while  the 
former  was  there,  the;  inatantly  seized  each  other ; 
and  then,  Byron,  myself,  F'rank,  and  all  the  waiters 
that  eould  be  found,  were  rigoroutily  engnf^ed  in 
partiag  them, — which  was  in  general  only  etfecied  by 
thnudsf  poker  and  tongs  into  the  moulhs  of  each. 
Bat,  one  thy,  Neboo  unfortunately  eiKaped  oui  of 
the  room  without  hii  muscle,  asd  going  into  the 
stable-yard  fastened  upon  the  throat  of  a  borate,  from 
which  he  could  not  be  disengaged.

We  lived 
retired,  and  made  few  ac()aaiaUince;  for  be  was  ua- 
turdly  shy,  tny  shy,  which  people  who  did  not  know 
him  aislook  for  pride.  While  at  Harrowgate  be 
aeridcntally  met  witli  Profrasor  tlaiUtone  from  Cam- 
bridge, and  appeared  much  delighted  to  sec  him. 
The  profeaor  waa  at  Upper  llarrowgate  ;  we  called 
upon  him  ooe  evening  lo  lake  him  to  the  theatre,  I 
think, — and  Lord  Qyron  sent  hia  earriage  for  him.

which  corroboratrs  the  account  girra  by  hi*  early 
matter.  Doctor  Gletmie.  of  his  great  proficiency  in 
scriptural  knowltKlge  while  yet  but  a  cltihi  under  his 
care. 

To  Mr  Becher,  as  I  have  saiid,  the  first  copy  of 
his  liiile  work  was  presented ;  and  tliin  geotleman. 
iu  luokinK  over  its  pages,  amon;  many  tilings  to  coni- 
iiiend  and  admire,  as  well  as  some  almost  loo  boyish 
to  criticise,  foniid  one  |>ocm  iu  which,  as  it  Bi)penrt.d 
to  hiiti,  the  imagination  of  the  young  bard  had  in- 
dulgeit  itself  in  a  tuxuriousncM  of  colouring  beyond 
what  even  youth  could  excuse.  Iinmetiiately.  as  the 
most  gentle  mode  of  conveying  his  oj>inioti.  he  Mil 
down  and  addressed  (i>  Lord  Uyroit  &oiiie  ex^KiNtulu 
tory  vcncsoa  the  subject,  to  which  on  answer,  aL-^o 
in  veme,  was  rctumctt  by  the  iioWe  poet  ns  prnniptly, 
— with,  at  the  snnie  time,  a  oote,  in  plain  prose,  to 
Nuy,  that  he  felt  fu!lj  the  justice  of  his  reverend  friend's 
cenifure,  and  Ihnf  mlhcr  tlinn  allow  the  poem  in 
ipiestion  to  be  riri'ulnted,  he  would  instantly  recall 
all  the  copies  that  bad  been  sent  out,  and  cancel  the 
whole  imprewoa.  On  the  very  Mmc  evening  thi» 
prompt  sacrifice  wits  carried  into  cflcct ; — Mr  Bouher 
saw  every  copy  of  the  ediiion  burned,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  that  which  he  rriained  in  his  own  poiaea- 
sion,  and  another  whi<:h  had  been  di<fpatcbed  to 
Edinburgh,  and  could  not  hv  re<~alled. 

This  trait  of  the  young  poet  iipeakf  sufficiently  for 
itself; — tbc  scn.sibility,  the  temper,  the  ingenuous 
pbablenegs  which  it  exhibits,  ^how  a  dis]>osilion  ca- 
pable by  nature  of  cveiy  thing  we  most  reapaol  and 
liOTe. 

Of  no  less  nrauvble  character  were  the  feelings 
(hat,  oboul  this  time,  dictated  the  following  letter; — 
a  letter  which  it  is  impomlile  to  peruse  without  ao- 
bnowled^inK  the  noble  caudour  and  conscicntiouaitMt 
of  the  writer: —

But,  while  (hu  defect  mu  iwcli  a  wurce  of  mortili- 
nlkn  to  hi*  ipirit,  it  wu  abo.  in  an  e<|iuit  d«fi«e, 
pefliapa,  a  ilirouhu  :— «iid  more  opccially  in  wbal- 
rftt  depended  npon  )>pr«onal  proweu  or  attractive- 
aeai,  he  sevmvd  to  Ti't'l  hinisi'lf  piqued  by  thia  stigma, 
nhich  oaturr,  aa  be  thought,  had  tet  upon  him^  to 
diatinguish  himtelf  aboTc  those  whom  ahv  had  en- 
dowed with  bef  more  "  fair  proportion."  In  pursuits 
of  gallanlry  he  wa>,  I  have  no  doubt,  a  good  deal  oe- 
luAlcd  by  thia  incentive ;  and  the  hope  of  aatooiahiag 
thr  world,  at  some  future  period,  aa  a  chieftain  and 
hrro,  mingli-d  little  lem  with  his  youni;  dKams  than 
the  prwpect  of  a  poet'*  glory.  "  I  will,  aoine  day  or 
other,"  he  used  to  say,  when  a  bey,  "  raiae  a  troop, 
— Ilie  men  of  which  nhall  bo  dr««>ed  in  black,  and 
ride  on  black  horwa.  They  afaall  be  calltid  '  Byrou'i 
BUcka,'  and  you  wiU  hear  of  their  perfonning  prodi- 
gie*  of  ralour." 

I  have  already  adverted  to  the  exceeding  eaf^er- 
neaa  with  which,  while  at  Harrow,  he  devoured  all 
korts  nf  lenming,— excepting  only  that  which,  by  the 
rt'Kimen  of  (he  achool,  waa  pretcribed  for  him.  The 
fame  rapid  and  mullifariou*  courm?  of  aludy  he  pur- 
sued during  the  holidays ;  and,  in  order  to  deduct  as 
Utile  a«  poaable  from  hi«  hotira  of  exerciae,  he  had 
given  bimaelf  the  habit,  while  at  homo,  of  reading  all 
dinner- time.*  In  a  mind  m  versatile  aa  bin.  every 
noveliy,  whether  aerioua  or  light,  whether  lofty  or 
Indirrous^  found  a  welcome  and  an  echo ;  and  I  can 
eaaily  conceive  tlie  glee — cu  a  friend  of  hia  once  de- 
acribrd  it  to  me-  with  which  be  brought  to  her,  one 
evening,  a  copy  of  Mother  Gooae'*  Talea,  which  he 
bad  boDgfal  from  a  hawker  that  morning,  and  read, 
(or  the  drat  time,  while  he  dined. 

I  thall  now  give,  frani  a  mmiorandiim-book  begun 
by  him  thia  year,  the  nrrouut,  aa  I  find  it  haclily  aud 
priMniaeiiously  iirribhied  out,  of  all  the  booka  in  Ta- 
riouadcparimeiibof  knonlfdgp,  which  be  had  already 
pcfttawl,  at  a  period  of  life  when  few  of  hiatcbool- 
feflowa  bad  yet  Iruvclla-J  beyond  their  lonpt  and 
thorti.

nature,  considerably  dimiuiiilied.  'Tlic  sajne  vanity 
or  diuing,  which  may  hove  prompted  the  youthful 
M-cptio'g  opitiioos,  will  lead  bim  likewise,  il  is  pro- 
bable, rashly  and  irreverently  (o  avow  them,  wi(houi 
regard  cither  lo  (he  eifect  of  his  example  on  thoae 
around  him,  or  to  the  odium  vrhich.  by  lucb  an 
uvowal,  he  entails  irreparably  on  himidf.  But,  al  a 
riper  age  these  conaequences  ore,  in  general,  more 
cautiounly  weighed,  llie  infidel,  if  al  all  cunsiderale 
of  tlie  happiness  of  olhen,  will  nnturally  pause 
before  he  chases  from  their  heart  a  hope  of  which 
his  own  feels  the  waat  so  desolately.  If  rejrardfid 
only  of  hiniM'lf,  he  will  no  less  naturally  shrink  from 
itic  promulgation  of  opiriioiu  which,  in  no  ngc,  have 
inen  uttered  with  impunity.  In  either  case  there  b 
a  (olcrably  good  uecurily  for  liis  silence  ; — for,  should 
benevolence  not  restrain  him  from  makini;  converts 
of  otheP),  prudence  may,  at  least,  prevent  him  from 
making  a  martyr  of  hinMcir. 

Uofortuiuitely,  Lord  Byroo  was  an  exception  to 
the  usual  courae  of  such  Upses.  With  him.  the 
cnnkcr  showed  iLielf"  in  the  moru  and  dew  of  youth," 
when  the  effect  of  such  "  l)kstnient!i"  is,  for  erery 
reason,  mo^l  fnuil. — aii'J,  in  sdditioa  to  llie  reol  mis- 
forlime  of  being  «u  iinhcliever  at  auy  a5e,  he  cx- 
hibilcd  Ihe  rare  and  melancholy  s|)cctacfe  of  on  un- 
believing schoolboy.  The  name  prematurity  of  rle- 
vdopment  which  brought  his  jiasiiions  and  geniuit 
BO  early  into  aclicm.  enabled  him  otno  lo  antici|>ate 
tliis  woral,  dreariest  result  of  reason;  and  at  the 
very  lime  of  life  when  a  spirit  and  Icmperameiil  like 
ha  most  required  control,  iho^  checks,  which  re- 
ligious prepoaiesaions  best  supply  ■  were  almost 
wholly  wauling, 

VVe  have  seen,  in  those  two  Adresses  lo  Ihe 
Deity  which  1  hare  selected  from  among  his  un- 
publithed  Poems,  and  still  more  strongly  iu  ajMissage 
of  the  Catalogue  of  his  studies,  at  witat  a  boyi«h  age 
the  ttuthorily  of  all  systems  and  sects  was  avowe<tly 
shaken  off  by  hi!>  inquiring  spirit.  Vet,  even  in 
these,  there  ii  o  fervour  of  ndoraiinn  min^jled  with 
his  dtfiaooe  of  er«>cds,  through  which  the  piety  im- 
planted in  his  nature  (as  it  is  deeply  in  all  poetic 
natures)  unequivomlly  shows  itself;  and  bad  he 
then  fallen  within  the  reach  of  soch  giridanoe  and 
example  as  would  lu»*c  seconded  and  fostered  the»e 
natural  dispositions,  the  licence  of  opinir>ii,  into 
which  he  aricrwardii  broke  loose,  might  hove  been 
nrcrted.  Hi*  scepticism,  if  not  wholly  removed, 
miftht  hove  been  soflened  down  into  lliat  humble 
doubt,  which,  so  far  from  l>cing  inconsi«iloiit  with  a 
religious  spirit,  is,  perhap*,  its  best  guard  ogajaat 
presumption  and  iincbarilnbleiicss ;  and,  at  all 
events,  even  if  his  own  views  of  reliijion  had  not 
been  brightened  or  ele»ated,  he  wnuld  have  learned 
not  wantonly  to  cloud  or  di^lurh  those  of  othrn 
Rut  (here  was  no  such  monitor  lu-nr  him.  After  his 
departure  from  Southwell,  he  had  not  a  sin;^e  friend 
or  relative  to  whom  he  could  look  up  with  respect ; 
bnl  was  thrown  olonc  on  the  world,  with  his  po-sMnns 
and  his  pride,  lo  revel  in  (ho  falnl  dispovcry  whicli 
he  imagined  himself  to  have  made  of  the  iiDthimrne.s» 
of  the  fiitiin-,  and  the  ttil-paramounl  claims  of  (he 
present.  Hy  singular  fll-fartune.  too,  the  individual 
who,  among  all  his  college  fticnds,  hnd  lokoo 
the  irtfongest  hold  ou  lus  adniiratioa  niid  ulfectian 
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tjnd  AAfhoiM.'  IomIic  aficrwartla  lanienk'd  with  brothcrlj 
Icmk-ruest,  wan  to  tbo  name  exu-nt  as  kunavlf,  if 
not  more  ftrongty,  »  »«»ptio.  Of  this  rcmarkahii? 
jfoung  man,  Matthews,  who  wa«  to  earlj  matched 
away,  and  whoae  career  in  after-life,  had  it  been  at 
all  answerable  to  the  rxtraordinary  promise  of  hi* 
yo«ilh,  must  have  placed  him  upon  a  lerei  with  the 
fint  men  of  hu  day^  &  Memoir  wai.  at  oae  time,  in- 
tended to  b«  publithed  by  hi*  relatires  ;  and  to  Lord 
Byron,  amOBf  ci4hcn  of  hi*  collpge  frieuili,  applica- 
tion for  aaaiitance  in  the  tatk  wan  addrcsaed.  The 
letter  which  this  cireumilanrc  drew  forth  from  the 
noble  poet,  beaidcii  coolaining  many  amunint;  Iraiti 
of  Wu  friend,  aJTonU  auch  an  insight  into  liis  own 
habits  ofUre  at  liitii  period,  thai,  though  infringintr 
upoa  tbe  cbronotogical  ordur  of  hu  corrcKpoudeDce,  I 
iImH  inaeit  it  bere.

"  ^Vhat  you  said  of  the  laic  Charie*  Skinner  Mat- 
ihew.i  hiu  cet  tne  In  my  ri.-collrclion!) ;  but  I  have  not 
been  able  to  lum  up  any  thing  which  would  do  for 
the  purjioced  Memoir  of  hia  brother, — eren  if  he  had 
prc«ioU!>ly  done  enough  during  hia  life  (o  (ancltou  the 
introduction  of  anocdotca  m  roere^jr  penonal.  He 
wa«,  howcfer,  a  very  extraonjinury  mail,  and  would 
hare  b««n  m,  great  ao«.  No  one  ctct  succeeded  in  a. 
more  mofumag  degre*  Ihnn  he  did,  (u  far  as  he 
went.  He  waa  mdolmt  too ;  but  whenercr  he  xlripped 
he  overthrew  all  antagonists.  His  eonqoeiaa  will  be 
fouud  registered  at  Cnmbn<l|;e,  particularly  his 
Dotening  one,  which  was  hotly  and  highly  eontesled , 
and  yet  easily  leoa.  Hobhouso  was  his  mo!>l  tnumale 
friend,  and  can  tell  you  more  of  him  than  anf  man. 
William  liankrsalsoa  greal  deal.  I  myself  n-collert 
more  of  his  oddities  than  of  hu  academical  quaUiim, 
for  we  lived  most  log«1ber  at  a  rrry  idle  period  of  my 
life.  When  I  went  up  to  Trinity  in  18(16.  at  the  age 
of  aeTenteen  and  a  half,  I  was  miserable  and  un- 
toward lo  a  degree.  I  was  wretched  at  leaving  liar-

troop.  8o  lliat,  although  I  knew  Mntthew»,  and 
■Ml  him  often  Iken  at  E)anke«'s  (who  was  mj  colW- 
giU*  pMlor,  and  master,  and  patrouj.  and  at  Rhode's, 
MHaMf^  Price's,  Dick's,  Mvnainara's,  Forrell'*, 
Galey  Knight's,  and  others  of  (liat  tt  of  cotempo-

Lord  Bjrron  hud  begun  lo  bewOdct 
hifn«-lf  in  llic  mazi-s  of  sctpliclsm.  it  would  he  unjust 
to  UBput«  to  lliM  gcntleaisui  any  further  sliare  in  the 
fofBMtioa  of  hi«  nohle  friends  opinions  than  what 
•me  from  Ibe  natural  influence  of  eTAtnple  and 
(jmpalhjr;— lui  influence  which,  an  it  WM  felt  per- 
haps equally  on  both  wdes,  rendered  ibe  conlapon 
of  their  doctrines,  in  a  great  rawuiure,  reciprocal.  In 
addition,  too,  lo  ihb  comniunily  of  sentimeot  on  «ich 
•ubject*,  they  were  both,  in  no  ordinaty  degree,  po»- 
■cMed  by  that  dnngeroua  »pirit  of  ridkufe,  whose 
inpube*  eien  the  pioua  eoiuot  always  re»tr«iB,  and 
which  dniw»  the  mind  on,  by  a  *ori  of  irrcsialiblc 
fjudnalion,  lo  disport  itself  mort  wantonly  on  the 
britdi  of  All  that  is  most  Holenm  and  awful.  It  is  not 
wonderful,  therefore,  that,  in  »uc.h  society,  the  opi- 
tiiaitt  of  the  noble  poet  should  hare  been,  at  least, 
acoelenilcd  in  that  direciton  lo  which  their  biaa  al- 
rcaily  leaned ;  and  though  he  eanno*  be  Mid  lo  have 
become  thus  confirmed  in  these  doctrines— as  neilli»>r 
DOW,  nor  at  any  time  of  his  life,  was  he  a  confirmed 
oiibelieTer,— he  had  undoubtedly  learned  lo  feel  lew 
uncAiy  under  hk  teepticiam,  and  even  to  mingle 
wmicwhat  of  boast  and  of  leriiy  with  hu  cKpresaion 
of  it.

lliat,  hut «  year  before,  hi«  pea  lisd  Ireccd. 

Here,  again,  however,  we  should  recolleot,  there 
must  be  a  coondcrable  share  of  allowance  for  his 
usual  tendency  to  wake  the  most  and  the  wc>rst  of 
(lis  own  obliquities.

Thoui^h  iiioh  was,  doubtless,  ihp  general  m.<!t  of  his 
opinioii.<i  at  this  time,  it  inuji.t  be  recoUecleil.  before 
we  attach  any  particular  importance  lo  the  details  of 
his  creed,  that,  in  addition  to  the  temptation,  never 
eanly  resisted  by  him,  of  disiplaying  his  wit  at  the 
expense  of  his  character,  ho  was  here  addreMung  • 
penon  who,  though,  no  doubt,  well-meaning,  wa* 
evidently  one  of  those  officious,  self-satisfied  adviaera, 
whom  il  was  the  delight  of  Lord  Byron  at  all  limes 
10  astonish  and  myttify.

ceived hinMclf  to  have  been  treated  by  his  guardian, 
Lord  Carlisle.  The  rclntiona  between  this  nobleman 
and  hi*  ward  had,  at  no  time,  been  of  such  a  nature 
0J«  to  aBbrd  opportuuilics  for  the  cuhivation  of  much 
friendlineas  on  either  side  j  and  lo  the  tenii>eT  and 
iiiHuenec  of  Mn  Byron  must  mainly  bt  attributed  the 
blonie  of  widening,  if  not  of  producing,  ihu  sstninge- 
mcut  between  thcin.  The  coldoeaa  with  which  Lord 
Carlisle  had  received  the  iledicalion  of  the  young 
poet's  first  volume  wa<,  as  we  have  seen  from  ooe  of 
the  letters  of  the  latter,  fell  by  him  most  deeply .  I  le, 
boiWTcr,  allowed  himself  (o  be  so  (ar  governed  by 
pnidt-ntial  ctnnHidcriitions  as  not  only  to  stifle  this 
displeasure,  but  even  to  introduce  into  hin  Satire,  as 
originalty  intended  (or  the  press,  the  fallowing  com- 
pliment (o  his  guardjiui : — 

On  one  alone  Apollo  ieigtxt  to  (mile, 
And  crowns  *  new  Roacammon  in  Osrlisle. 

The  crown,  hovscver.  thus  generously  avrarded, 
did  not  long  remain  where  it  had  been  placed.  In 
the  interval  between  the  inditing  of- this  couplet  and 
the  di-liTery  of  (he  nisouseript  lo  the  press..  Lord 
Byron,  wilt  the  natural  hope  that  his  gtiardiaa  would, 
of  himself,  tnalie  na  offer  lo  introduce  hini  to  the 
HouKe  of  Lordk  on  hu>  iirat  taking  his  seal,  v;ni:it  lo 
remind  his  lordship  that  he  should  be  of  age  at  the 
commoni'eraenl  of  the  iiesaioo.  lostead,  however,  of 
the  eourk'Hy  whii'h  he  had  thus,  not  unfeasoDably, 
counted  upon,  a  mere  formal  reply,  acquainting  him 
wiih  the  tecliiiicul  mode  of  procvedlngousuch  occa- 
Hionji^  was  nil  thul,  it  appears,  in  return  lo  this 
application,  he  received.  It  is  not  wonderful  there- 
fore that,  disposed  as  be  had  been,  by  preeeding 
cin.-unisiaoces,  lo  suspect  hia  nobhi  guardiao  of  no 
very  friendly  iuclinatioas  towarda  hiraf  such  hack- 
wafdness,  at  a  moment  when  the  oountcMtnoc  of  to 
itear  a  connenioa  might  have  been  of  service  lo  him, 
should  have  roused  in  his  sensitive  mind  a  strong 
feeling  of  (vsentrnent. — The  indignation,  thus  excited, 
faviod  a  vent,  hut  too  ti-ra|ilingly  at  bond ; — the  laud- 
olorj  coupltt  I  hove  ju«l  cik'd  vt^as  inslanlly  ex- 
punged, mid  bis  Satire  wi'Ut  forth  charged  with  those 
vitupprative  verses  against  Lord  Cariiiile,  of  whielr, 
cmtifyiug  as  they  must  have  been  lo  hi»  revenge  at 
(be  inomcntr  be,  not  long  after,  with  tbe  placabilily 
so  inhcFCDt  in  his  gencroua  nature,  repented.* 

During  the  progrew  of  hia  Poem  through  the 
prt-as,  he  increased  its  length  by  more  than  a  hundred 
lines ;  and  made  aeveral  alleiatioas,  one  or  (wo  of 
which  iTuiy  he  ineutioneil,  as  QluKtrslive  of  that 
jirompt  suscejilibtlily  of  new  impreasions  and  inflii- 
f nee«  vvliich  rfiidt-red  both  hia  judgiuent  and  feeting» 
«o  variable.  In  the  Satire,  at  it  originally  stood, 
was  tbe  foUuwiug  cou]>U.-t : —

Anoof  the  pamgri  addt>d  to  the  Poem  during  its 
progresc  Ihrough  the  press  were  those  liites,  driifruno 
ing  the  lioenliouiioeu  of  the  Opera,  "  Tbea  let 
AosOBU,  &C.''  which  the  jming  satirist  wrute  ooe 
night,  after  retuming,  brimfu]  of  mor&liljr,  from  the 
Opera,  and  aeat  them  earlj  next  noruiiij  to  Mr 
Dikllaa  fat  iMertiaa.  Tb«  juat  aud  animated  tribute 
to  Mr  Crabbe  was  also  among  the  after-thoughts 
with  which  his  I'oom  was  adorned;  aor  can  we 
doubt  that  both  this,  and  the  equally  merited  eulogy 
on  Mr  Kogcn,  wore  iho  disinterested  and  deliberate 
rcaolt  of  the  young  poet's  judgment,  as  he  had  ucTcr 
•i  that  period  seen  either  of  these  diatinguisbed  per- 
mam,  and  lb*  cpinioa  he  then  expreased  of  their 
ganina  mnaiaed  imehanged  through  hie.

To  this  account  of  a  crrcmotiial  so  trying  to  the 
proud  spirit  engaged  in  it,  and  bo  little  likely  lo  abate 
Ihc  hitter  feclin;^  of  misanthropy  now  growing  opon 
him,  I  am  enabled  to  add,  from  his  own  rcjiort  in  one 
of  hin  nolc-bi>ok»,  the  pnrtindara  of  the  short  Mnvir- 
sation  which  he  held  with  the  Lord  Chaoceltor  on 
the  occasion : — 

"  When  I  fame  of  age.  some  delayx,  on  nccount  of 
some  birth  and  marriage  ccrlificatcs  from  Cornwall, 
occasiooed  me  not  to  lake  my  seat  for  several  wccis.

I  own.  to  be  qucationcd  whether,  even 
under  the  mo«l  faraurBbtc  pir<tiimiiturioc«,  a  di>|iosi- 
(ioii  auch  a*  I  tiuve  htre  deitcribed  could  have  escaped 
ultimate  dinppoiotaient,  or  found  uoywhere  a  re«l- 
ing-plaoe  for  ita  inogininga  and  deaircs.  But,  iu  the

In  (peaking  of  hia  early  day*  to  a  frirod 
at  Genoa,  a  short  lime  before  bb  departure  for 
Grct>ce,  hi-  Irsct-d  the  6ret  feelings  of  pain  and  humi- 
Itatioo  he  had  e\er  known  lo  the  ctridneaa  with  which 
hi*  mother  bad  rrceited  hia  eareaae*  in  infancy,  and 
ihc  frc-qucnt  taunt*  on  hia  pcnona!  duformily  with 
which  the  had  wounded  him. 

Tbe  tympathy  of  a  ti*l«r'>  knre,  of  all  iDfluencn 
on  the  miod  of  a  youth  the  moat  stoflening,  wna  aluo, 
iu  hi*  early  day*,  denied  to  him, — his  sister  Augusta 
and  he  haTiog  aceo  but  little  of  each  other  while 
young.  A  Jtmi  through  ibe  calin  channel  of  doncatic 
affeetioaa  might  bate  bronght  down  the  high  current 
of  hi*  feeling*  to  a  level  nearer  thnt  of  the  world  he 
had  lo  trnveme,  and  thui  iavp<l  them  from  the  tu- 
BUlltlWQa  rapid*  and  fnlU  to  which  lhiii«arly  eleva- 
ligo,  Iq  Ibeir  aftcrrourM-.  exposed  ihein.

That  rharm  with  which  the  fancy  of  youth  invpxl^t 
an  unln(>d  world  v/sa,  in  hix  caw*,  soon  diiuiipaled. 
Hit  {lO-Htiioiit  had,  at  ihe  very  oniMrt  of  their  eareer, 
foniiLalWd  llur  futures ;  and  tlie  blank  void  that  fol- 
loned  WB<i  by  hiinitelf  considered  lu  one  of  the  cause* 
of  thai  niilaiicholy,  which  now  settled  w  de<-ply  into 
bin  character. 

".My  passiofu "  (he  aays,  in  his  "Detached 
Thou(tlitii,"}  "  were  developed  very  enrly — »o  early 
that  fLW  would  believe  me  if  I  were  to  stale  the 
pcnod  Htid  llie  facts  which  accompanied  it.  Ferbajw 
this  wa^i  line  of  jlie  reoAoni  which  caused  the  antici- 
paled  inulauclioly  of  my  thouehUi, — hairing  antici- 
paled  life.  My  earlier  pncniN  are  the  thoughts  of  one 
at  Ipo^t  Icn  years  older  than  tlie  o^e  al  which  they 
were  wrillen, — ^l  doii'l  iiieiiu  for  their  uilidily,  bill 
ihi'ir  exiicrience.  Tlie  two  first  Canton  of  LMde 
Harold  were  completed  at  Iweuly-two;  and  ihey  are 
wrillen  ns  if  by  a  man  older  than  I  shall  probably 
eviT  be." 

Tbougli  the  allu/iioaB  in  the  first  sentence  of  llii* 
exlrttct  have  referenue  to  a  mufh  earliei  period,  they 
afford  an  opportunity  of  remarking,  that  however  41*- 
Nipaled  mny  liave  been  the  life  whicli  be  led  during 
the  two  or  lliree  years  previouai  to  libt  departure  on 
liL»  Inivels,  yet  the  notion  caught  up  by  many,  from 
hi»  own  allusions,  in  C'iulde  llaruld,  lo  irre^laritie-i 
and  orgies  uf  which  Ncwslead  had  beeu  (he  scene, 
is,  like  most  other  imputations  ngainst  biin,  founded 
on  his  own  tesliniouy,  jjreully  exaggerated.  lie 
deitcrihes,  it  is  well  known,  the  home  ofhit  poetical 
representative  ns  a  "  monastic  dome,  condemaed  lo 
uses  vile,"  oud  llieii  adds, — 

WliiMT  mpeTstlimn  once  bad  maile  ber  deo, 
Now  Papblsn  lirli  were  kaownto  siaf  and  onSe, 

Mr  Dallas,  loo,  giving  in  lo  the  same  strain  of  cx- 
n^i;eralion,  nayM,  in  speaking  of  the  paeCN  |>repara- 
linns  for  lits  rleparlure,  "  already  salialed  with 
pleasure^  and  di>ii;iiAliMl  with  those  companions  who 
have  no  other  rcMjurce,  hL'  bad  resolved  on  mastering 
his  aiipetites : — he  bruke  u|)  his  hammx."  The 
irulh.  however,  is  that  ttie  narrowness  of  Ixird 
Hyron's  means  would  alotie  have  prevented  such 
oriental  luxuritw.  The  mode  of  bis  life  at  Newstead 
was  simple  and  «nex|)ensire.  His  companions, 
thatigh  not  aTerve  lo  convivial  indulgences,  were  of 
linbiN  and  tailes  loo  iiilelleetual  for  mere  viilRur  dc- 
Iwiichcry  ;  and,  wilh  res|-it>ct  to  llie  allefi'd  "  ha- 
raina,"  il  appears  rertmn  ihat  one  or  two  suspected 
"  Subinlrudii^l/e"  (aslheancicnl  monkiof  the  .Abhej 
would  have  slyled  them),  and  lliose,  too,  among  the 
ordinary  meninls  of  the  establishment,  were  all  that 
even  tcandal  iliM-lf  could  ever  fix  upon  lo  warrant 
sU"'h  an  assumption. 

That  paniiiig  waw  among  his  follies  at  this  period, 
he  himself  tt-llsus  in  the  Journal  I  have  just  cited  : —

faro.  Wbni  nwcco  (or  wkatoTi-r  ihey  »ipfU  it)  was 
introduced,  I  gare  up  the  whole  thing,  for  I  lovi^d 
and  raiaird  tbp  ra</&'  and  dath  of  the  box  and  diri>. 
a.iMl  Ihc  gkiriouM  unrerlainl; .  not  onlj  of  good  luck  or 
bad  luck,  but  of  any  ^dlr  at  all,  as  one  had  ■omc.-liiiiei 
10  throw  often  to  decide  at  all.  I  Hbtc  throtfa  as 
many  *>  fourtHn  maiiM  running,  and  carried  off  ail 
the  oaab  upon  tke  table  oocasioiiallj ;  but  I  had  no 
roohnii,  or  Judgment,  or  calculation.  It  wo*  the 
de%hl  of  the  thing  thai  pleucd  mc.  Upon  the 
whole,  I  left  off  in  time,  without  being  much  n  win- 
ner or  loner.  Since  one-and-lwenly  year*  of  age  I 
playnl  but  lidlo,  and  then  nerer  above  a  hundrvd,  or 
two,  or  ihree."

(old  me  to  coniuder  him  aa  a  father  whilst  I  waa  in 
Turkey,  and  said  he  looked  on  me  aa  bia  *on.

margin  where  we  were  seated,  filled  up  the  pauses  of 
the  song  with  a  milder  and  not  more  inonolODOti* 
miuic.  The  mght  was  rery  dark,  but  by  the  flaahes 
of  ib«  6re«  we  caught  a  glimpse  of  the  woods,  the 
rocks,  and  the  lake,  which,  lofetber  with  the  wild 
appearance  of  the  dancers,  preMOted  us  with  a 
scene  that  would  hare  made  a  fine  picture  iti  tJir 
hand*  of  such  an  artist  as  the  author  of  the  Mystcric* 
of  Udolpho." 

Having  trsTcrsed  .\raniania,  the  trarellers  puMd 
to  the  JBlolian  side  of  the  Acheloas,  and  on  the  3]  si 
of  Norcni her  reached  MiMolaa^.  And  here, — it  is 
impossible  not  to  pauae.  and  wad  a  mournful  thought 
forward  to  the  visit  which,  fifteen  years  after,  he  pniif 
to  thtsaune  spot, — when  in  the  full  meridian  both  of 
his  age  and  fame,  he  came  to  lay  down  hin  life  aa  (he 
cliampioD  of  thitt  knd  through  which  he  now  wan- 
deri'd  a  stripling;  and  a  stranger.  Could  some  spirit 
hare  here  revealed  to  him  l)ie  event*  of  that  inlervnl. 
— have  shown  him,  on  the  one  side,  the  triumphs  that 
awaited  him,  the  power  his  raried  genius  would  ac- 
t{airv  over  all  licartB,  alike  to  elerale  or  depreits,  to 
darken  or  iCuniinate  them, — and  then  place,  on  the 
other  aide,  all  the  penalties  «f  thia  gift,  tiie  waste  and 
Wear  of  the  heart  through  the  imagiaatioii,  the  havoc 
of  that  perpetual  lin?  witlun,  which,  while  K  dazides 
others,  cnnsiumeii  the  pomessor, — the  invidiousneas 
of  such  an  elevation  in  the  eyes  of  mankind,  and  the 
revenge  thoy  take  on  bim  who  compels  them  to  look 
up  to  it, — Kouid  he,  it  may  be  asked,  have  welcomed 
g:lory  on  such  conditions?  would  he  not  rather  hare 
fL-lt  that  the  purchase  was  too  costly,  and  (hat  such 
warfare  with  an  ungrateful  world,  while  living,  would 
be  ill  recompensed  even  by  the  unraorloiity  it  migbt 
oMarrl  hbn  ofterwordi  t 

At  Mi«Boloaghi  he  dismiaaed  his  whole  bond  af 
Albanians,  with  (be exccpliMi  of  oine,  named  Derrish, 
whom  he  took  into  tiisMrrioe,  and  who,  with  BasiliuN, 
the  attandaat  allotted  him  by  Ali  l*acha,  ronliniiod 
with  him  dmiag'  the  remainder  of  hi*  stay  in  the  Eaul. 
After  a  resideitce  of  near  a  fortnight  at  Palras,  be 
next  directed  hiscounie  to  Vosti3Uca,^-on approaching 
which  (own  (he  snowy  peak  of  Pamassu!!,  towering 
on  the  other  side  of  the  Gulf,  Brst  broke  on  hia  eye* ; 
Had,  in  two  days  after,  among  (be  sacred  hollows  of 
Delphi,  the  Xaazas,  with  whiok  that  vision  had  in- 
spired him,  were  written.* 

It  was  at  this  time  thai,  in  riding  along  (be  sides  of 
Pamosmis,  he  saw  an  unuiaually  larige  flight  of  eagles 
in  the  air, — a  phenomenon  whidi  seems  to  hare 
affected  his  imagination  with  a  sort  of  poetical  super- 
stition, as  he,  more  than  once,  recurs  to  the  drcum- 
atanoe  in  Us  jouniaU.  Thus,  "Going  to  the  fouDlatn 
of  Detpfai  (Cascri)  In  1809,  I  saw  a  flight  of  twelve 
eagles  [H.  says  (hey  were  vultureii — at  least,  in  con- 
versation) and  1  Beixetl  the  omen.  On  the  day  before, 
1  composed  (he  Lines  to  ParnAMU*  [ia  Ohilde  Harold) , 
and,  on  beholding  the  birds,  bad  a  hope  that  A/>otU> 
had  avfeptcd  my  homage.  I  have  at  least  hsd  the

If  jou  hare  nolhiDi;  to  do,  and 
are  disposed  for  another  ramble,  I  «hnU  be  glad  of 
your  company.'  There  »ias  that  irresUlible  attrac- 
liou  in  hiK  manner,  of  which  those  who  have  had  (tie 
good  fortune  (o  be  admitted  into  his  iiitimac}-.  can 
alone  hacc  felt  the  fiower  in  hi<i  momenU  of  good- 
humour;  and  I  readilf  accepted  his  propocal.  We 
risilcd  again  more  of  the  most  remarkable  curiaailiea 
of  the  capital,  a  deacriptNo  of  which  would  here  be 
but  a  repetition  of  what  a  hundred  tratrllen  hare 
already  detailed  with  the  utmost  minuteness  and 
nrcuracy;  but  his  lordship  exprc««'d  much  disnp- 
liOLDtment  at  their  want  of  inicremt.  He  pniiwd  the 
picturesque  heautin  of  the  town  itwif,  and  its  sur- 
rounding scenrry ;  and  seemed  of  opinion  that  nothing 
eke  was  worth  looking  at.  He  spoke  of  the  Turk.s 
in  a  mauner  which  might  have  given  reason  lo  sup- 
pose that  he  had  made  a  long  residence  among  them, 
and  closed  hu  ob^rrations  with  these  words:— 
'  The  Gn^ks  will,  sooner  or  later,  rise  against  them ; 
but  if  they  do  not  make  haste,  I  hope  BuouaparU^ 
Mill  romr  and  drive  the  uselea  nucalt  away.' " ' 

During  his  «uy  at  Constanltnople,  the  English  mi- 
nister, Mr  Adair,  being  indisposed  the  greater  part 
of  the  time,  h&d  but  ft-w  op|)ortunilies  of  seeing  him. 
He,  however,  pressed  him,  with  much  hospitality .  to 
nccepl  a  lodging  at  the  English  palace,  which  l.,ord 
Byrou,  preferring  the  freedom  of  his  homely  iim,  de- 
clined. .\t  the  audience  granted  to  the  ambassador, 
on  his  Kkking  leave,  by  the  Sultan,  the  noble  poet 
attended,  in  the  liain  of  Mr  Adair,— having  shown 
an  .laxiely  as  to  the  place  he  was  to  hold  in  the  pro- 
ccaion,  not  a  little  clianuaerislic  of  his  jealous  pride 
[  of  rank.  In  vain  had  the  minister  assured  him  llmt 
no  particular  station  could  be  allotted  to  him  ;— that 
the  Turks,  in  their  nrratv;emcnU  for  iheccremoniuJ, 
considered  only  the  persons  coiuiected  with  the  em- 
baasy,  and  neither  attended  to.ornduMwIedged,  ide 
precedence  which  our  furma  aaiign  to  nobility  i>ecing 
the  young  peer  still  unconvinced  by  these  rcprcKciila- 
tioRs.  Mr  .\dair  was,  at  length,  obliged  to  refer  liim 
to  an  authority,  considered  ijjfulliWe  on  such  poinu 
of  etiquette,  the  old  .Austrian  Internuncio, — ou  con- 
nilting  whom,  and  finding  his  opinioat  agree  fully 
with  thoae  of  the  Eagbah  miwatcr,  Lord  Byron  de- 
clared himself  perfectly  satisfied. 

On  the  Wlh  of  July  his  fpllow-travellcr  and  him- 
self took  their  departure  from  Constanlinople  on 
boonl  the  Sattttte  frigates-Mr  Henhouse  wuh  the 
inlculionofaccomjMinyiiig  the  ambassador  to  Knghnd, 
and  Lord  Byron  will,  the  resolntioa  of  flMting  hk 
btloviKl  Greece  again.  To  Mr  Adair  he  app^vred 
at  this  time  (and  I  find  that  Mr  Bruce,  who  met  him 
aflrrwaids  at  .Athens,  conceived  the  same  impression 
of  him),  to  be  Ubouring  under  gn«l  dejection  of 
spiriu.  One  circumstnnoe  related  to  me,  as  having 
occurred  in  the  course  of  the  paaage.  ui  not  a  little 
striking.    Percririnf,  aa  he  walked  the  dock,  a  tmaB 
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jftliighnn.  or  Turkish  dagi^er,  un  Qii«  of  the  benches, 
he  look  it  up,  unnhealhisl  it,  and,  huTUig  Hlood  for  a 
few  mooienu  contcnijt'^'^Oj;  (be  blade,  wa»  hemrd  to 
Mjr,  in  aa  uodcr  Toic«,  "  1  should  like  to  know  how 
K  p«rwii  fed*,  afu^r  cofflmilling  a  murder  !"  In  thii 
suutling  apecch  me  mil;  delect,  1  think,  the  germ  of 
hi*  future  Giaours  and  Lara*.  This  iatenae  iriiA  to 
explore  the  dark  workinpi  of  the  pawinfiii  waa  what, 
nith  the  aid  of  imasioAttott,  at  length  genoialed  ih« 
peiTCT* ;  ami  that  Ctcultjr  which  enlilk-d  him  aflrr- 
wards  to  bt?  m  trul;  *tyled  "  the  M-an'hcr  of  dark 
iNNwms,"  may  be  irvried  to,  perhaps,  iu  earliest 
niirrijig*  in  the  aort  of  feeling  thttt  produced  ibcsc 
word*.

Having  landed  the  young  pilgrim  once  more  in 
Bngland,  it  may  be  worth  while,  before  we  acconi- 
]>aijy  him  into  the  scene:*  thai  awaited  him  at  home, 
to  consider  how  far  the  general  character  of  his  mind 
and  dis)HMitioa  may  have  been  affected  by  the  course 
of  tnnt'l  and  adventure,  in  nhicli  be  had  been,  for 
the  last  iwo  years,  cnir>iKed.  A  life  less  savourinf 
of  |>oelry  and  romance  thaji  that  which  he  had  pur- 
sued previou»ly  to  Jii»  departure  on  his  travels,  it 
would  be  dillicult  la  imajrinc.  In  ItU  childhood,  it  is 
true,  he  had  been  a  dweller  and  wanderer  among 
scenes  well  calculated,  according  lo  the  oplinary  no- 
tion, Id  implftBt  the  fintt  rudiments  of  poetic  feeling. 
But,  thow^  the  poet  may  afterwards  feed  on  the  re- 
colleclioa  of  nich  scenes  il  is  more  than  questionable, 
as  has  be«n  already  observed,  whether  he  ef  er  has 
beeti  formed  by  thetn.  If  b  chQdhood,  indeed,  passed 
among  mountainous  scenery  were  so  favourable  lothe 
awakening  of  the  imaginative  power,  both  the  Welsh, 
among  ourselves,  and  ihe  Swiss,  abroad,  ougllt  to 
rank  much  higher  on  the  scale  of  poetic  excellence 
ihan  they  do  at  present.  Dm,  pvpti  allowing  the  pjn- 
turesqueness  of  his  early  haunts  to  have  bad  lonie 
shore  in  giving  a  direction  (0  the  taney  of  Byron,  the 
actual  operation  of  this  influence,  whatever  it  nnay 
have  been,  ceased  with  his  childhood;  and  the  life 
whirh  he  led  afterwards,  during  his  schnxildays  at 
Harrow,  was, — as  nalumlly  Ihe  life  of  so  idle  aod 
daring  a  schoolboy  lau-st  be, — the  very  reverse  of 
poetical.  For  a  soldier  or  an  adtenlurer,  the  coumc 
of  traimng  through  which  he  then  paMed  would  have 
been  perfect; — bis  athletic  sports,  his  baCllei,  his 
lovi;  of  dangerous  enterprise,  gave  every  promiae  of  a 
Mpiril  fit  for  the  most  stormy  career.  But  to  the  me- 
(Sitalive  pur:>uits  of  poesy,  these  disposilions  seemed, 
of  all  others,  the  least  friendly ;  and  however  they 
might  promise  to  render  him,  at  some  future  lixiie,  n 
subjecl  for  bardit,  gave,  assuredly,  but  little  hope  of 
bis  shining  tirsl  among  bards  Iiimiiclf. 

The  habits  of  His  life  nt  the  university  were  even 
itill  lcN>  intellectual  and  lilcmry.  While  a  schoolboy, 
he  had  read  abundlantly  and  eagerly,  though  desitllo- 
rily ;  but  even  this  disdplijie  of  bis  inind,  irreguKr 
and  uiidirected  as  it  was,  he  had.  an  a  great  mea- 
sure, given  up.  after  leaving  Harrow;  and  among  the 
pursuits  thai  occupied  bi»  academic  hours,  those  of 
phtyJDg  al  hazard,  sparring,  and  keeping  a  bear  and 
hull-dog<<,  were^  if  not  the  mokl  ravaurito,  at  k-ont, 
perhaps,  the  most  iiiooeenl.  His  lime  in  London 
(inssed  t-i^ualiy  unmarked  either  by  tnenlal  cullivalion 
or  refined  amiisetnent.  Having  no  rewrarces  in  pri- 
vate society,  from  his  total  want  of  frieD;ds  and  000- 
nexions,  he  was  left  to  live  loosely  about  town  anon;; 
the  loungers  in  cofliiee-houses ;  and  lo  those  who  re- 
inenibcr  what  his  (wo  fiivounie  hauuts,  Limmor's 


and  StcvcDi'D,  were  ut  ihat  p<>riad,  it  it  nc«]le»  lo 
•aj  ihat,  wliAtert'r  pUc  may  have  bri-n  lht>  merils  of 
thcM>  FslablLibmrnlii,  thrjr  were  an;  tliiog  but  fit 
K'boola  for  Lhr  formation  of  poetic  churarlcr. 

Bui  however  incompatible  tiuch  a  life  must  have 
been  Kith  those  habits  of  i-nutcmjilatioii.  hf  n^iich, 
and  which  only,  the  racultirs  lie  luiit  alrcadjf  di»- 
pla)'<'d  could  be  ripeiU'd,  or  those  that  were  still 
latent  could  be  unfolded,  jrt,  in  another  point  of 
view,  the  time,  now  appArentljr  ii(|iiafidered  bj  him, 
was.  io  afier-dajs,  liirocd  nioiit  invaliuibljr  toarcount, 
By  ihua  ■wiii«<i"ng  him  into  a  knowledge  of  the  vnrie- 
tle*  of  human  character, — by  giving  him  an  ianight 
into  the  details  of  coriety,  iu  their  least  artificial 
form, — in  abort,  by  miung  him  up,  tbu»  early,  wilb 
the  world,  its  butinesaeii  and  its  pleniiuri-K,  bi»  l<on- 
don  life  hut  contributed  ila  abare  in  forming  thai 
wonderful  combination,  which  bin  mind  aflerwnrdn. 
exhibited,  of  th«  imaginative  and  llie  practical — lite 
heroic  aod  the  bumorous^-or  the  keeoeal  and  most 
disaccling  viewi  of  real  life,  with  (he  f^randesl  ftud 
nuMt  spiritualised  conceptions  of  ideal  graRd<-ur. 

To  the  itame period,  |K'rhaps,  another  predominant 
characteristic  of  hi»  niaiurer  mind  and  writingi  may 
\tt  traced.  In  thia  aaiicijinted  experience  of  the 
world  which  bi;»  early  mixture  with  its  crowd  gaTc 
him.  it  is  but  little  probable  that  many  of  the  more 
favourable  ipecimena  cX  bntnan  kind  should  have 
fnlU-o  under  hb  notice.  On  (he  contrary,  it  is  but 
(00  kkely  that  some  of  llie  lightest  and  least  ektiniablL- 
of  both  »exi«  may  have  Wen  among  the  models,  on 
which,  at  an  age  when  impreiiiiouii  sink  deepest,  hii 
eitrliesl  juilicmenl*  of  human  nature  wen?  funned. 
Henre.  prolwbly,  thoM  contcmptuout  and  debo-vin^ 
*iew>ol  humaoily.  with  which  he  was  so  often  led  to 
alloy  his  itoblrsi  tributes  to  tlie  lotcliuew  and  nu- 
jc«iy  of  general  nature.  Hence  llie  ooDlmst  that 
apprarrd  between  the  fruits  of  hi*  imgiMUioo  and 
of  Jtia  cxjicrieiior. — between  (bote  drMioa,  full  of 
bfWIly  MhI  kiBdUncti,  with  which  (he  one  teemed  at 
ii»  biddioK,  tad  Ihn  dbrk,  dcsolaliDg  bittcrncait  Ihat 
OTCfiowed  when  be  drew  from  the  other. 

UapromiwHE.  howercr,  as  wo*  hi*  youth  of  Iho 
ki|h  dcvliny  tliai  awaited  him,  ihere  wo*  one  unfuil- 
ii^  ehamctcristic  of  the  ima^inatiTe  order  of  minds — 
Ui  bvc  of  lolitude — wliirh  very  early  gave  signs  of 
iboae  Iwbila  of  aelf-atudy  and  iulro«pe<-lion,  by  which 
aloiM  the  "  diaxnood  (|uarrie»"  of  genius  arc  worked 
oaii  brought  to  li^t.  When  bul  a  boy  at  Harrow, 
he  liod  shown  this  dis|KMition  strongly, — being  often 
known,  U  1  b««e  already  mentioned,  to  wilbdmw 
bimavlf  tnm  bi*  pUymalm,  and  sittini;  alone  u|>oa  a 
lamb  ia  IW  churrhyHrd,  give  himself  up  for  hours  to 
ihoughl.  Aa  kw  iriind  began  to  disclose  its  resources, 
thk  frtlinf  trcw  u(K>n  him;  and,  had  his  foreign 
tmrd  dmte  no  more  tlian.  by  delar.hing  him  from 
Iba  diMmcttoo*  'if  ■m'u-ly,  to  enable  hiai,  •olitaril) 
m4  finely,  laeoaMDunr  with  his  own  spirit,  it  wouhl 
hlTt  been  U  •U-iin|)«rUiiil  aiep  ftained  towards  (he 
M  rxpMiMoa  of  bis  fnruUu-*.

It  is  (rue,  amid  all  ibia  •timiilaling  rariety  of  ob- 
jects, the  meLuicholjt  which  ho  had  brought  from, 
home  slill  tirn^ered  around  his  mind.  To  Mr  Adair 
and  Mr  Brurc,  as  I  haTc  before  mentioned,  he  gave 
(he  idea  of  a  person  labouring  under  lieep  dejection ; 
and  Colonel  Leake,  who  was,  at  thai  time,  resident  at 
foaimina,  conceived  rerjr  much  the  same  impresxiao 
of  the  state  of  hit  mind.*  But,  assuredly,  even  this 
melanchol;,  habiluidljr  a*  it  still  clung  lo  him,  must, 
under  the  slixriog  bjmI  bcklthful  iuflut-aci.'s  of  his  rov- 
ing life,  hate  become  afarmore debated  and  abstract 
feeling  than  it  could  have  expanded  lo  within  reach 
of  (hose  anno}'anccs,  whose  tendency  was  to  keep  it 
wholly  concentrated  round  self,  f^lad  he  remained 
idly  at  home,  be  would  have  sunk,  perhaps,  into  a 
querulous  satirisit.  But  as  bis  views  opened  on  a 
freer  and  wider  horixon,  every  feeling  of  his  nnlare 
kepi  pace  with  their  enlargcmcni ;  and  this  iubom 
sadness,  mingling  itself  with  the  cSiisions  of  his 
genius,  became  one  of  the  chii^  {'tinKliluent  charms 
not  only  of  their  pathos,  but  tlieir  gmndeur.  ("or, 
when  did  ever  a  sublime  thought  spring  u|>  in  lh<.- 
soul,  chat  melaiiclioly  was  not  to  be  found,  however 
lalcijl.  in  its  neighbourhood? 

VVe  hove  seen,  from  the  Icttem  writlcii  by  him  on 
hi*  pniwagn  hoinewonl,  how  fur  from  cheerful  or 
happy  was  the  state  of  mind  in  which  he  relumed. 
In  truth,  even  for  adtspnxilion  of  the  moat  sanguiut' 
cost,  tfacrc  was  quite  enough  in  (he  disfcomforts  ihiit 
DOW  awaited  him  in  England,  to  mddca  its  hopes  and 
check  its  buoyancy.  "To  be  happy  al  home,"  sa^s 
Johnson,  "  is  ihe  ultimate  result  of  all  ambition,  the 
end  lo  ithich  every  eiitcrprise  and  labour  tend*," 
Bui  Ijord  Hyron  lind  no  home, — at  leaiit  none  that 
deserved  this  endearing  name.  A  fond,  family  circk', 
to  accoDipany  liiin  with  tU  prayers,  while  away,  and 
draw  round  him  with  li^teaing  eagerness  on  his  re- 
turn, was  wlial,  unluckily,  he  never  knew,  though 
with  B  heart,  as  we  liMve  seen,  by  nature  farmed  for 
it.  In  the  aW-nce,  loo,  of  nil  llint  iiiighl  cheer  ami 
Kuslain,  be  hnd  every  Jhiag  lo  encounter  that  could 
dislresa  and  humiliate.  To  the  dreiuineai  of  ■  home 
wilhoiu  adecLioo,  was  added  Uie  burden  of  ui  cstab- 
Hiihrnenl  without  iiicau»,  and  he  had  thus  all  (he  im

To  Ibis  hilhful  old  forvuit,  jealous  of  the 
eukcitmt  honour  of  the  llyron*,  (he  night  of  the  notice 
of  ule,  [loatcd  up  on  the  abbey-door,  could  not  be 
othcrwiM!  than  an  unnighl]}'  and  intolerable  nuimaoe. 
Hflviug  enough,  however,  of  the  fear  of  the  law  before 
hia  ■■jrcs,  not  to  teat  Che  writing  down,  he  was  at  last 
forced,  as  his  only  coasolaiorjr  enpedient,  to  imrte  a 
large  piece  of  brown  paper  over  it. 

Notwithstanding  the  resolution,  so  recently  tx- 
preated  by  Lord  Byron,  lo  abandon  forever  the  roco- 
lion  of  authorship,  and  leave  ^  the  whole  Coslnlian 
■tale "  to  others,  he  was  hardly  landed  in  England 
wben  we  find  him  bititily  engaged  in  preparations  Tor 
the  publication  of  some  of  the  Poetns  which  he  bad 
produced  abroad.  So  eager  was  he,  indeed,  lo  prinf* 
that  be  hod  already,  in  a  letter  written  nt  Kca,  an- 
nounced himtdf  10  Mr  Dallas,  as  n-ady  for  (he  pn?>a. 
Of  this  letter,  which,  from  its  date,  ought  lo  have

Who 
this  fastidious  critic  waa,  Mr  l>alln»  hna  nol  men- 
tioned ;  but  the  sweeping  lone  of  censure  in  wliirli 
he  conveyed  hi*  remarks  wa!i  nich  nx.  at  any  poriodl 
of  hii  career,  would  hnvn  disconccrled  llie  juilgmpiit 
of  one,  who,  years  nflcr,  in  all  the  plfnitude  of  Iiis 
fame,  confessed,  thai"  the  depreciatiou  of  (lie  luwi<nt 
of  mankind  was  more  painful  to  bim,  thou  the  np- 
plausp  of  the  highest  was  pk-osiag."  f 

Though  on  every  thing  that,  after  bin  arrival  al 
the  age  of  manbood,  he  produced,  some  mark  or 
other  of  the  master-hand  may  W  Iraced,  yel,  lo  |>rint 
llie  whole  of  his  PamphrBSC  ofHoraix-,  which  extends 
lo  nearly  800  lines,  would  be,  at  llie  best,  bu!  a 
qurttionalile  compliment  to  bis  memory.  Thai  the 
rtader,  however,  may  be  enahled  lo  form  some  Ojii- 
nioii'uf  a  pcrforuioncis  which — by  an  error  or  caprice 
of  judgment,  unexampled,  perhaps,  in  the  annals  of 
lilerature — its  aulhor,  for  a  lime,  preferred  lo  the 
sublime  musings  of  Childe  Harold,,  I  shall  here  select 
a  few  such  paaaages  from  ibu  I'aniphra.He  as  may 
oeem  catrulaled  lo  give  aa  idea  as  weU  of  its  raerils 
as  its  defects.

"  I  did  all  I  ooold,"  lay*  his  adriser,  "  to  miae  his 
opinioo  of  this  oompOKilion,  and  1  soocecdcd ;  but  be 
taried  much  in  his  feelings  about  il,  nor  waa  he,  a* 
will  appear,  at  hi*  ease  aattl  the  world  decided  oa  its 
merit.  He  aaid  a^aio  and  agaia  that  1  was  gotng  lo 
get  him  into  a  scra[>c  with  hia  oU  tfmi«  i.  and  that 
nooc  of  them  would  rejoice  aiare  than  (be  EdinburKfa 
Reriewcra  at  an  opportunity  to  humble  htm.

without,  the  cirrle  of  relatioonhip,  he  wu  now 
•(owned,  within  •  short  ipace,  to  kc  the  moat  of  then 
■wept  away  by  death.*  BcMdea  the  km  of  his: 
mother,  he  had  to  mourn  over,  in  quick  miccewoo, 
the  untimt'lj  falalitirt  that  carried  olT,  within  *  few 
weclu  of  each  other,  two  or  three  of  ¥ir  mo«t  loved 
aod  valued  friendii.  "  In  the  short  s|>aee  of  one 
tnonlh,"  he  aaji,  in  a  note  on  Childe  Harold, "  1  hare 
loat  her  who  gave  me  being,  and  most  of  tho«c  who 
nad«  that  being  tolerable."  |  Of  the«e,  young 
Wingfield,  whom  we  hare  ■c<-n  hii;h  on  the  list  of 
liis  Harrow  hvourilea,  died  of  a  fever  at  Coinibm  ; 
and  Matthew*,  the  idol  of  his  admiratioa  at  college, 
wa*  drowsed  while  battling  in  the  waten  of  the  Cam. 
The  (bikiwing  lett«r,  wnttcn  inunedialely  after  the 
latter  ereul,  bean  the  impren  of  urong  and  rveu 
aifonized  feeling,  lo  luch  a  degree  aa  rendtin  it 
almost  painful  to  rcMl  it.

The  note 
upon  the  Litter  Poem,  which  had  been  the  lucLj 
origin  of  our  acquaintance,  was  withdrawn  in  this 
editioti,  and  a  few  words  of  explanation,  which  he 
bad  die  kindncM  to  submit  to  my  penual,  substituted 
in  its  place.

At  bis  door,  most  of  the  leading  names  of 
the  day  presented  thprnseirrs, — some  of  them  pef> 
soas  whom  be  hod  much  wronged  in  hb  Satire,  hut 
who  now  forgot  their  reacatxwiU  in  gaaeious  adni- 
raiioD.  Preoi  moniinf  till  qght  Iha  aost  latlering 
lestiinoiiie*  of  hia  wnrrw  crowded  his  laMt, — firom 
the  grave  tribalea  of  iha  stall  siiiiin  and  the  philoso-

Hie  copyright  of  the  Poem,  which  wus  purchased 
by  Mr  Munaj  for  /GOO.  he  presented,  in  the  most 
delicate  and  unostcntAliou»  manner,  lo  Mr  Dallas,* 
nying,  at  the  same  time,  that  he  "  netcr  Hould  re- 
ccife  money  for  bis  writings;'^ — a  resolution,  the 
mixed  result  of  generosity  and  pride,  which  he  after- 
wards wisely  abandoned,  though  boroe  out  by  the 
example  of  Swiftf  and  Voltaire,  Ihe  latter  of  whom 
gare  away  moat  of  his  copyrights  to  Prauk  and 
other  booksellers,  and  received  books,  not  money, 
for  those  he  disposed  of  otherwise.  Tu  his  young 
friend,  Mr  Harness,  il  bad  been  his  iaieatioa,  at 
first,  to  dedicate  the  work,  bul,  oa  fnilhtr  oonaide- 
ratioo,  be  relinquished  hia  design ;  aad  in  a  letter  to

Not  long  after  the  publication  of  Childc  Huold, 
the  nobli?  author  paid  mr  it  visit,  one  momiog,  ud, 
pulling  n  lettiT  into  my  hands,  which  he  had  jiul 
received,  rc(|ncatL-d  that  I  would  undertake  Id 
manage  for  him  wball>v«rprocl^ediags  it  ntight  render 
oectmuy.  This  Ictlpr,  1  (bund,  had  been  delivervd 
lo  him  by  Mr  Leckie  (a  gcDtlemon  well  known  b;  a 
work  on  Sicilian  afiairi],  and  eame  from  a  once  ac- 
tive and  popular  mcuib«r  of  the  Giahionable  world. 
Colonel  Grcville,— iu  purport  being  to  retiuire  of 
h)i>  lordship,  a»  author  of  "  English  Darda,  ficc.  " 
inch  reparation  an  it  was  in  his  power  to  make  for 
the  injury  which,  as  Coloucl  Greville  conceived,  cer- 
tain ponagcs  in  that  oklire,  reflecting  upon  his  coo- 
duct,  as  manager  of  the  Ai^le  Institution,  were 
calculated  to  inflia  upon  his  chancier.  In  the  ap- 
peiil  of  the  gallant  colonel,  there  were  some  expres- 
■iomof  rather  an  angry  caul,  which  Lord  Byron, 
thougli  fully  oonsrious  of  the  length  lo  which  be 
himself  had  gone,  was  but  little  inclined  to  brook, 
and.  on  my  reluming  the  letter  into  his  handu,  he 
said,  "  To  tuch  a  letter  as  that  there  can  be  but  one 
sort  of  answer."  He  agreed,  however,  to  truiit  llie 
mailer  entirely  to  my  discretion,  and  I  bad,  shortly 
after,  an  interview  with  the  friend  of  Colonel 
(Jreville.  Uy  this  gwilkmoa,  who  was  thco  aa 
utter  stranger  lo  ne,  I  was  received  with  nmcb 
COurteay,  and  with  ever;  dispocition  to  bring  lh« 
affair  iiitniited  lo  us  to  an  aniiiabic  iaaue.

lie :  '  I  dou't  think  the  negotiators  have  left  nny  thing 
else  for  us  to  do  ihiii  turn.' 

'^  In  the  debate,  or  rather  discussion,  afterwards 
in  the  House  of  Lords  upon  ihni  very  queHtion.  I 
sale  iinmcdiitlely  behind  I.>ord  Moim,  who  was  et- 
Iremtly  aniHiycd  at  Grej'n  speech  upon  the  tubjecl ; 
and,  while  Grey  was  «peakiiig,  turned  round  to  mo 
repeatedly,  and  asked  me  whether  1  agrre<l  wiih 
him.

Un  miMttioning  the  cirruni- 
lilnnce.  soon  nrter,  lo  Lord  Bjron,  and  deicribing  my 
siirjirisc  nl  llie  Mort  of  iuxuriou.'i  comfortji  with 
which  1  bud  found  the  "  wit  in  tbe  dungeon"  sur- 
rounded,— his  treltiiied  dower-jjarden  without,  and 
his  liookx,  buKts,  picture*,  and  piano-forte  witlitn, — 
the  noble  poet,  wboae  political  tiew  of  the  raite  coin- 
cided entirely  with  my  own,  expre«!M?d  a  idrung  winh 
10  pny  a  similar  tribute  of  res|icct  to  Mr  Hunt,  and 
accordingly,  a  day  or  two  nfler,  we  proceeded  for 
that  purjxise  to  the  prixon.

Our  day  in  tbc  prison  was,  if  not  agreeable,  at  Wast 
noTcl  and  odil.  1  bad,  fi>r  Lord  Byron's  sake,  slipu- 
lalcd  with  our  host  beforehand,  that  the  pnrty  should 
be,  as  noch  aa  poadble,  confined  lo  oiUiteJrcs;  and, 
as  Ikr  as  regarded  dinner,  my  wishes  hod  been  at- 
tended to  ;^bere  being  present,  besides  a  member 
or  two  of  Mr  Hiinl'i  own  family,  no  other  stranger, 
that  I  can  iccdlcct.  bat  Mr  Mitchell,  tbe  iDgenmu 
oanslator  of  Arislopbaac*.  Soon  after  dinner,  bow- 
erer,  there  dropped  in  some  of  our  bast's  litcfaiy 
frieikds,  who,  bcmg  utter  strangers  to  Lord  Byroa 
and  myself,  imther  disturbed  the  ease  into  which  we 
were  all  settling.  Anmg  iltew.  I  roDOibcr,  wm 
Mr  John  Scott,— <be  writer,  afkerwarda,  of  mme 
•ereiv  attack*  oa  Lord  Byroa;  mm!  it  is  pMrfbl  Ut 
think  that,  amoag  the  penoo*  lliea  —eabled  tvuad 
Ibe  poet,  there  sboald  baTc  beca  mm  ■•  wmm  to  atqi 
forth  Ibe  as«i3«it  of  has  bmg  bmt,  wUa  maaOUr, 
\na  maofid,  wouU  tatm  Ae  tadl  imom  tm  Ui 
grave. 

On  the  3d  of  Jaw,  in  preMniiag  a  petiiiaa  to  the 
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IImiH'  nr  Loriln,  he  made  liit  third  und  ]a»l  appear- 
ancv,  aa  an  orator,  in  that  aisiemblji.  In  bia  na; 
houte  friMn  Che  House  ihnl  day,  he  called,  I  rrwenibef, 
at  mj  lodfcin^^.  and  found  tnc  dressing  in  a  vt^ry  great 
hurry  for  dinner,  i  Ic  was,  I  recollect,  in  a  Hiatc  of 
miHt  humorous  cxnllatioo  after  bin  dixplay,  and, 
while  I  hastily  went  on  with  ray  Ca»k  in  the  drewug- 
room,  continued  to  walk  up  and  down  the  adjoining 
chamber,  qiouliag  forth  for  me,  in  a  tort  of  mock- 
bcroie  to««*,  detached  lenteiicc*  of  the  specrh  he  had 
jutt  been  delivering.  "  I  told  them,'"  he  said,  "  that 
it  was  a  mo«l  Haj:nvnt  Tiohition  of  the  ConHtiiutlon^ — 
that,  if  lueh  thingi  were  permitted,  there  was  nn  end 

of  RngUah  freedom,  and  that "  "But  what  waa 

Ihii  dreadful  grieranoe  7"  I  oitked,  interrupting  him 
in  hi*  ch»quence. — ^"The  grieranceJ"  he  repc*ted, 
paiuing  aa  iTto  oooaidor — "^Ob,  Ihal  I  forget."*  It 
i«  impoaaible,  of  coune.  In  convey  an  idea  of  the  dre- 
RMtlie  humour  with  which  he  gnve  ei&ct  to  these 
words;  ktit  his  look  and  manner  on  Ruch  oceasiDOi 
were  inresiKlilily  romir,  and  it  wok,  indeed,  rather  in 
Biirh'turM)  of  fun  fliid  oddify  th.-in  in  wiy  more  vtabo- 
late  exhibition  uf  wit  that  the  plca«antO'  of  his  con- 
lermttion  consiiiled. 

Though  it  i«  I'tidenl  that,  after  the  brilliant  unc- 
cen  of  Childe  Marolil,  he  had  eca<ied  to  think  (vf  Par- 
liament as  on  arena  of  ambition,  yet,  asi  a  tield  for  o(>- 
aerratioa,  we  umy  lake  for  granted  it  was  not  un- 
studied by  bim.  To  a  mind  of  nueh  quirk  and  variont 
Tiewi,  erery  place  and  pursuit  presented  some  lupect 
of  interest ;  and  whether  in  the  ball-roooi,  the  boxing- 
tchool,  or  the  tennle,  all  muii  have  been,  by  genius 
like  his,  turned  to  profit.  The  following  ore  a  few  of 
the  rccollcclioiia  and  imprcssioiM  which  I  fiml  rr- 
uordfd  by  himself  of  his  short  |iarliAmriitary  earei-r

W  hitbreed  waa  the  Denoa- 
thenea  of  bad  taste  and  vulgar  Tebemence.  but  ■tnng, 
and  Englinh.  IloUand  is  impreanve  from  aeitse  and 
xincerity.  Lord  Lansdowoe  good,  but  dill  a  di-bnler 
mdy.  Orenvitle  I  like  vastly,  if  he  would  prune  his 
speeehnt  down  to  an  hour's  delivery.  Burdelt  b  sweet 
and  silvery  as  Belial  himself,  and  I  think  the  greatest 
favourite  in  Pnndemoniuin,  at  least  I  always  heard 
the  country  gentlemen  and  the  ministerial  devilry 
pmise  his  sp<'eches  up  stairs,  and  run  down  from 
li<-tlnmj  *  when  be  was  upon  bit  legs.  I  bcArd  Bob 
Mdiin  make  his  srcand  cpeei'h ;  it  made  do  imprc*- 
•ioii.  I  like  Ward — studied,  but  keen,  and  som''- 
timrs  elcMjuent.  Peel,  my  school  and  form-fellow  (wo 
sate  within  two  of  each  other},  stranjce  tu  say.  I  hace 
never  brard,  though  I  often  wished  to  do  so;  but 
froai  what  I  remember  of  him  at  Harrow,  he  u,  or 
iHmM  be,  ■flMog  the  best  of  them.  Now.  1  do  iujI 
•dmiM  Mr.  Wilbvrforce's  speaking;  it  i»  notbing  but

Hnving 
KUid  thus  much  as  to  facti,  1  cannot  but  express  my 
(■urprisc  that  il  lihould  ever  he  deemed  u  matter  of 
reproach  that  he  should  ajvpropriale  the  pecuoinry 
returns  of  bis  works.  Neither  rank  nor  fortuiu>  seems 
to  me  to  plnee  any  man  ubote  tbii  ;  fur  what  dif- 
ference does  it  make  in  honour  ntid  noble  feeliags,

to  be  expected  that  an  imagination  of  such  nuigo  and 
])Ower  should  tuive  been  so  early  developed,  oncl 
unreilntinrdly  iiidutKcd,  without  producijif ,  at  last, 
some  of  thCMHT  eCects  upoa  the  heart  which  hnve  in- 
variably bt-cii  found  atteudanL  ou  such  a  preilo- 
niinance  of  this  faculty.  Il  must  have  htxa  observed, 
uidecd,  that  (h«  pitrioi)  nvhen  hLs  imlural  uifts-lioiu 
flourished  inoi>t  healthily  was  before  he  had  yet  or- 
riicd  at  the  full  consciouaneaa  of  his  genius, — before 
Imugiitation  liadyct  ftccuitomed  bim  lo  ihoae  glowing 
liiclures,  after  t^i^zing  upon  which  oil  else  appeared 
cold  and  colourless.  Prom  the  mament  of  Ibis  ini- 
liulion  into  the  wonders  of  his  own  mind,  a  disMsta 
for  the  realities  of  life  began  lo  grow  upuu  biin.  Not 
even  that  intense  craving  after  aflcctiou,  which  oalure 
bad  im|ilanted  in  him,  could  keep  his  ardour  still 
nli^e  in  a  pursuit  who»e  results  fell  so  sborl  of  his 
"  imafttnings ; "  and  thouf(h,  froni  time  to  time,  the 
combined  wanntli  of  hit  faiu-y  and  lemperanient  was 
able  to  call  up  a  feeling  which  lo  his  eyes  wore  ihe 
senibhince  ot  love,  it  may  be  iiuestioaed  whether  bis 
heurt  had  over  much  share  in  such  pisstnns,  or 
whechtT,  afu-r  bis  firsL  bunch  into  the  boundless  sea 
of  imaginatioD,  be  could  ever  have  been  brnughl 
liack  Hud  fixed  by  any  hiscing  allachnK-ol.  Aclual 
objecis  there  were,  in  hut  too  gnvt  nunilier,  who, 
<ift  long  as  the  illusiua  continued,  kindled  up  his 
ihoughls  uad  were  the  themes  of  bis  soa^  But  they 
were,  after  all,  lilile  more  than  mere  dreams  nf  the 
hour  ; — the  qualities  with  which  he  invested  thein 
were  almost  all  ideal,  nor  could  have  stood  the  lesl 
of  a  month's,  or  even  week's,  cohabilalioo.  Il  was 
but  the  reHeclioa  of  bia  own  bright  poDoeptiooa  that 
he  saw  in  ciicb  new  object ;  and  while  pcnuadiag 
himself  thai  they  fumishei)  (he  models  of  his  heroines, 
lie  was,  on  the  contrary,  but  foucying  that  he  belield 
liu  heroines  ia  lliem. 

There  needs  no  stronger  proof  of  the  predominance 
of  imagination  in  these  allachmcals  than  bis  own 
!>ergoux  avowal,  in  (he  Journal  already  given,  that 
often,  when  iu  the  company  of  the  woman  he  most 
loved,  he  found  himself  secretly  wiahijig  for  the  i«>li- 
lude  of  his  own  study.  It  vmalhtre,  indeed, — in  the 
uleace  and  abtlmclioa  of  thai  study, — that  ihe  chief 
M:coe  of  bis  mistress's  empire  and  glory  by.  It  wai 
there  Ihat.  unclim-ked  by  reality,  and  withoui  any 
fear  of  the  dt»enchantmeots  of  truth,  he  could  view 
her  thnmgh  die  medium  of  his  own  fervid  fancy,  en- 
lUDottr  himaelf  of  an  idol  of  his  own  creating,  aod  out 
III  a  brief  delirium  of  a  few  day*  or  weeks  send  forth 
a  dream  of  beauty  and  passioa  through  all  age*. 

While  stri-h  np|M>arM  to  have  been  the  imagiitalire 
chantcirr  of  hi«  love*  (of  alt,  i-xcept  the  oue  ifial  Bred 
uni|uenched  lliriiugh  all),  his  friendships,  though,  at 
course,  fiir  less  subject  to  (be  influence  of  fanry, 
could  not  fail  to  exhibit  also  some  features  cba- 
racleristic  of  the  peculiar  mind  ia  which  (hey  sprung. 
Il  was  n  usual  saying  f  hi*  own,  and  will  b<-  fnuiid 
repeated  in  some  of  liis  Icders,  thai  he  had  **  no 
genius  for  rriend.<hip,"Biid  that  whatever  capacity  be 
might  once  have  p9S4essed  fi>r  tlial  seaiutvenl  hud 
vanished  with  bis  youlh.  If  in  saying  tbii>  he  shaped 
his  notions  of  frieudahip  according  to  tbi>  rumaiilic 
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itandnrd  of  Win  boyhood,  tbc  fact  nugt  be  admittnl ; 
but  as  far  as  ihe  asierlioti  was  meitnt  to  im]A}f  ihat 
he  had  iM.'i^ino  iacapablc  of  a  wnrin,  innni)-,  nt«l 
lasting  rricutlship,  such  a  cliarge  a^aiiuil  fiijiiiielf  woji 
UDJuit,  and  1  am  not  the  otil;  liviu);  teatiinoay  of  iu 
injiiHticc. 

To  a  certain  degree,  however,  even  in  his  friend- 
«hipa,  l!ic  efieots  of  a  too  virid  imagiiialioii,  in  li'a- 
qiinlifyiiif;  (lie  mind  for  (he  cold  conlact  of  rualilj, 
were  Ti«iWe.  We  are  told  that  Pelrarch  (who,  in 
ihix  reitpecl,  oa  in  mosl  othen,  may  be  ri-garde<l  as  a 
gpoainc  repn>sentaCiTC  of  ihe  poetic  chanusier)  ab- 
■dnined  purposely  from  a  too  frequent  iulercoune 
with  hi*  nearnt  friends,  le«(,  from  the  sennttivciie'U 
he  was  ao  aware  of  in  himself,  there  should  occur  any 
(hiog  that  might  chill  bi«  rcgmrd  for  ihem ;  *  and 
though  Lord  Byrou  waa  of  a  nature  too  full  of  foeial 
and  kindly  iinpulaoa  ever  to  think  of  surh  a  pre- 
<:aulion,  it  Lt  a  fact  cooliniialory,  at  Seaitt,  of  Ihe 
immiipie  on  which  h'u  brother  poet,  Pelrar<A,  acted, 
that  the  friends,  whether  of  his  youth  or  manhood,  of 
whom  be  tiad  t«en  lea<l,  through  life,  were  thane  of 
whom  he  always  thought  and  «poke  with  the  jiio«t 
warmth  and  fondness.  Being  brought  Icsa  often  to 
the  loucliKtone  of  bmiliar  intercoume,  they  stood 
natnmlly  a  better  chance  of  being  adopleil  as  the 
(avciiriles  of  his  imnginalioa,  and  of  sharing,  in  con- 
•«queuc«,  a  portion  of  (hat  bright  colouring  reverted 
for  all  that  gave  it  interest  and  plcaaurc.  Next  (q 
the  dead,  ihcrefori',  whose  hold  ii|>on  hia  fancy  liad 
been  placed  b<>)  o  iid  »M  risk  of  wreiance,  Iboae  friends 
whom  he  but  saw  ocrnaioMlly,  and  by  such  favour- 
able glinpae*  a*  only  ronewed  (he  6nt  kuirdl>  impression 
they  had  made,  were  the  fureat  to  lire  unchangingly, 
■ml  without  shadow,  in  his  memory. 

To  Ihe  sauie  cause,  there  is  little  doubt,  hii  lore 
for  ha  »isler  owed  much  of  its  devoledue«s  and 
fcnrour.  In  a  mind  seuuiivc  and  venatile  as  his, 
kMtg  liubib  of  family  intercourse  might  have  cktmnged, 
or  at  least  dulled,  his  natural  affection  for  her ; — but 
their  separation,  during  youth,  left  this  feeling  fresh 
and  untried. t  Hii  very  inexperience  in  such  liea. 
made  tbc  smile  of  a  sister  oo  leas  a  novelty  thao  a 
charm  to  him,  and  befoa-  the  first  glos*  of  thi*  ttewly 
awakened  sentiment  had  lime  to  wear  off,  they  were 
agnia  acparalcd,  and  for  ever. 

If  the  portrait  which  I  (wve  here  ntlempledof  the 
gmenU  (-haracter  of  those  gifted  with  high  genius  he 
allowed  to  bcAr.  in  any  of  its  features,  a  resemblance 
to  liut  onginali,  it  can  no  longer,  I  think,  be  nuitt4-rof 
qvMtiwt  whether  a  dass  so  set  apart  from  the  track 
of  ordinary  Ufe,  m  removcdj  by  their  very  elevntiom, 
out  of  the  inllucucca  of  our  common  almotphore,  are 
at  all  likely  to  fumisfa  tractable  aubjects  for  that  moat 
trying  of  all  aoeial  cxperimenla,  matrimony,  lo 
rev iewing  the  great  OAinef  of  philosophy  and  icienoe, 
m  ihall  find  that  all  who  have  most  iliatiogaished 
Ihi—iliiii  in  Ihoie  waJka  hare,  at  leait,  rirtually

"  Lord  Bjron'd  reading  did  not  seem  to  me  to  hate 
heen  very  cTtensive  either  in  poetry  or  hiitlory.  Haimg 
the  adrantage  of  him  in  that  respect,  and  possess- 
ing a  good  competent  share  of  such  reading  as  is 
tittle  reed,  f  was  sometimes  able  to  put  under  hi«  eye 
objects  which  had  for  him  the  interest  of  noretty.  ( 
remember  particularly  repeating  to  him  the  Hue  poem 
of  (lardyknute,  an  imitation  of  the  old  Scottish 
Ballad,  with  which  he  was  so  much  afrcted,  that 
■otnc  oae  who  was  in  the  same  apartment  asked  rae 
what  1  could  possibly  hare  been  tellia^  Byroa  b/ 
which  he  was  so  much  agitated. 

"  I  saw  Byron,  for  the  last  time,  in  1816,  afl«r  t 
returned  frum  Fraoce.  He  dined,  or  lunched,  with 
me  at  Long'*,  in  Bond-street.  I  aerer  saw  hini  so 
fnU  of  gaiety  and  good-bmoonr,  to  which  the  pre- 
sence of  Mr  Matthew*,  the  eooMdian,  arlded  not  a 
Litde.  Poor  Terry  was  alao  preaeni.  Afker  one  of 
the  gayest  parties  I  erer  «M  praseot  at,  my  felknr- 
trareller.  Mr  Scott  of  Gab,  and  I,  seC  otT  tor  Scot- 
land, and  I  nerer  saw  Lord  Byroa  again.  Sereral 
letter*  passed  between  as— one  perhaps  erery  half 
year.  Like  the  old  beroea  ia  Honer,  we  ntdiaaged 
gifts:— I  gare  Byroa  a  beaulifiil  daggtr  tMOBIed  wilb 
gold,  wbicb  bad  been  ibe  properTy  of  ibe  redoabtcd 
Elt  Btry.  BdI  1  was  to  phy  the  part  of  Dkamed,  ia 
tbe  Iliad,  for  Bjnm  tent  me,  tome  time  after,  ■  krfv 
sepukfaral  rase  of  stiver.  It  vma  full  of  dead  meat 
boon,  aad  liad  iMcriptkiM  on  two  adea  of  Ibe  base.

the  ToriouH  pauses  he  had  heard  alleged  for  the  se- 
[HiratinD,  llie  iiuble  poet,  who  hud  aeoDed  mueh 
omuiied  with  their  absurdity  and  fidaahood,  aaid, 
after  lislt'oiDg  lo  them  all, — "  the  causes,  my  dear 
sir,  were  too  itiniple  to  be  easily  found  out." 

In  truth,  the  circumstances,  so  unexampled,  (hat 
Ddcnded  their  separation,— the  last  words  of  the 
porting  wife  to  the  biubaod  being  those  of  the  most 
playful  affectiou,  while  the  language  of  the  deverled 
bibboud  towards  the  wife  was  in  a  strain,  as  the 
world  knows, of  tenderest  eulogy, — are  in  ihcinnclvcs 
a  .luEBcicnt  proof  that,  at  the  lime  of  Ihtir  )iariing, 
there  oould  hare  be«a  no  very  deep  tdkne  of  injury 
on  either  aide.  It  was  not  till  afterwards  thai,  in 
both  boaoms,  the  repulsire  force  came  into  operation, 
— whfD,  to  the  party  which  had  taken  the  iirst  dr- 
cistre  step  io  the  strife,  it  became  naturally  a  point  of 
jiride  to  pen>evere  in  it  with  dignity,  and  this  on- 
bt'mliiignitis  provoked,  a«  naturally,  in  the  haugbif 
apirit  of  the  other,  a  strong  feeling  of  resoDtmeat 
which  overflowed,  at  last,  io  acrimony  ood  tconi. 
If  (here  be  any  truth,  however,  in  the  principle  llial 
they  "  never  pardon  vtbo  have  done  the  wrong," 
Lord  DyroD,  who  was,  to  the  last,  disposed  lo  recou- 
ciliatioo,  proved  so  liir,  at  least,  bis  conscience  to  have 
been  unhaunted  by  any  very  dutiurbiog  coo^ciounoes!, 
of  aggn>!niion. 

But  though  il  would  have  been  dilEcuIt,  perhaps, 
for  the  victims  of  this  strife,  ihemM'lvcs,  to  have 
pointed  out  any  single,  or  definite,  cause  for  tbeir 
disunion, — beyond  thot  general  incompatibility  which 
La  the  ranker  of  all  sitch  roarriagek, — the  pubUc, 
which  seldom  allows  itself  lo  be  at  a  (ault  on  these 
occasions,  was,  as  usual,  ready  with  an  ample  sup- 
ply  of  reasons  for  the  breai'li, — all  leuding  to  blacken 
the  already  darkly  painted  cbarar.ter  of  the  poet,  and 
representing  him,  in  short,  as  a  finished  monster  of 
cruelly  and  deprarity.  The  repulalioD  of  ihe  object 
of  his  choioe  for  ercry  poasible  virtue  (a  reputation 
which  had  been,  I  doubt  not,  one  of  hit  own  chief 
isceoljvea  lo  the  muriagc,  from  the  vanity,  repro- 
bate as  ha  knew  he  was  deemed,  of  being  able  lo 
win  such  a  paragon),  was  now  turned  against  him 
by  hi«  assailants,  not  only  in  the  way  of  eontrast  with 
his  own  character,  but  as  if  the  excellences  of  tlie 
aife  were  proof  positive  of  ereiy  caoraiit}  they 
chose  to  charge  upoo  the  hmhand. 

Meanwhile,  ihe  UDinOf  ed  aileaoe  of  the  lady  her- 
■elf  (ban  motives,  il  is  but  fair  to  suppesr,  of 
geaefoaity  aad dclicacyj,  under  the  repeated  demaads 
made  hf  a  ^lecificalina  of  her  charges  agaiast  him, 
left  10  malioe  and  iwaginatioB  the  ftdesl  laage  far 
their  oomfaiacd  iadiistry.  It  wa>  aorofdiagly  alatcd, 
and  aloiaat  iiflirei«al|y  believed,  that  the  noUe  lord's 
aecond  propoaal  lo  Miss  Milbaoke  had  bMM  bat  with 
a  view  lo  revenge  hinitrlf  fnr  t>ve  tfight  Hftslid  by  bar 
refusal  of  Ihe  first,  and  itiat  be  hitMdf  hai  eonfiasad 
ao  much  lo  b«r,  on  their  way  from  ehurdb.  At  the 
time  when,  aa  the  reader  baa  aeea  from  his  owa 
honey-moon  letter*,  be  wai,  with  all  the  gDodH«9  ia 
the  world,  imagiaiaghiaaelfiBtohappiDCsa.aadetai 
boasiiag,  ia  the  prkle  af  hi*  faac?.  ihni  if  marriage 
irere  to  be  upoa  icasr,  be  nvold  sksdiy  renew  his 
owa  far  a  lenn  of  aiaety-ame  years, — at  this  triy 
tiaie,  aeoordiag  lo  ihrar  veracioaa  cbraatdcrva  be 
wascniployad  ia  duMr  faDowiag  ap  Ibe  afatiMiJ

k,  at  the  amc  lime,  yerj  fai  from  my  inlcntinn  to 
■liege  that,  in  tlie  course  of  the  noble  poet  a  luler- 
course  with  the  theatre,  he  wa«  not  aomctimes  ted 
into  a  line  of  acquaintance  and  convene,  uiibe- 
Glting,  if  not  danE^erooi  to,  the  steadineMi  of  mmrKed 
life.  But  tiie  ijnputatiooa  againxt  htm  on  thi:i  head 
were  (aa  far  <ut  afle-r.'ed  his  conjugal  chamcCerj  not 
the  leas  unfounded, — an  the  itole  (^hc,  in  whii^fi  he 
aflbrticd  any  thing  like  reai  grounds  fur  kuch  no 
oocuaatton  did  not  take  place  tili  a/ler  the  period  of 
ibc  tepBration. 

Not  ronienl  with  such  ordinary  andi  langible 
charges,  the  tongue  »f  rumour  was  imboldened  to 
proceed  slill  further  ;  and,  presumiug  upon  the  tnys- 
leriouB  silence  maiulaioed  by  one  of  the  ftarlies, 
ventured  to  throw  out  dark  hints  and  vajrue  iu'tiauA' 
lions,  of  wkieh  the  fancy  of  every  hearer  wa*  left  tu 
fin  up  (he  outline  ai  be  pleated.  In  eonscijUL-ncc  of 
all  Ihla  exaggeration,  such  no  outery  was  now  raised 
agaisft  Lord  Byron  as,  in  no  case  of  private  life, 
perhaps,  was  ever  K-fore  witnessed;  nor  bad  (he 
whole  amount  of  fame  whirh  he  bad  gathered,  in  the 
coartie  of  tiic  but  four  yean,  much  cxrccded  in  pro- 
portioa  the  reproach  nnd  oblmiuy  (hat  were  now, 
within  the  space  of  a  few  weeks,  showered  upon 
liim.  Id  addition  to  the  many  who  coa«cicnl)ou<ily 
believed  nni!  reprohated  what  they  had  hut  too  much 
right  lo  consider  credible  cxces«e»,  whetlier  riewing 
him  as  poet  or  man  of  fjuhion,  there  wire  also 
actively  on  the  alert  that  kirgc  cLasa  of  pcr\ori>i  who 
seem  to  hold  violence  against  the  rices  of  otlien  lo 
be  equivalent  to  virtue  in  themselves,  together  with 
aU  those  natural  haters  of  sueeesit  who,  having  long 
■ickened  under  the  splendour  of  the  poet,  were  now 
able,  in  (be  guise  of  ehampinns  for  innocence,  lo 
wreak  their  spite  on  the  man.  In  every  varioiu  fonn 
of  paragm|)h,  ]>ainplilel,  and  caricature,  both  hi« 
charaoler  and  person   were  held  up  to  odium  ;| —

To  KO  fery  low  an  ebb  liad  the  iadiistry  of  his  as- 
Kiitaiits  now  tucceedefi  in  rcdiiring  his  priiale  cha- 
racter, that  it  required  no  Hmall  degree  of  couraare, 
eveu  amou;;  tliat  clan  who  are  tuppoied  to  be  the 
OMwt  tolerant  of  donicatic  irre(pdariliei,  to  iuTilc  him 
into  (heir  society.  One  (listinc^uiahed  Udy  of  fashion, 
however,  vculured  so  far  as,  ou  the  eve  of  tiis  depar- 
ture from  Rnglund,  to  nwke  a  party  for  liini  eiprewly ; 
and  ODlliiiig  short,  perhnpo,  of  that  high  station  iii  so- 
ciety which  a  life  a.',  bUuielen  a.s  it  ia,  brilliant  lioa  se- 
cured to  her,  could  hare  placed  beyon<il  all  reach  of 
mtBr«prcaenlatioD,  at  that  moment,  nich  a  compli- 
ment to  one  marked  with  the  world's  ccnaure  SO  deeply. 
At  thit  aMcmbly  of  Lady  J^*  'i  he  made  his  l&sl 
appearance,  publicly,  in  Eogland,  and  the  aiausing 
account  {iren  of  tome  of  the  company  in  bin  Meino- 
rmnda, — of  the  variuiiii  and  chomcterisLic  wttys  in 
which  the  temperature  of  their  manner  towards  him 
waa  aOected  by  the  cloud  uuder  which  be  now  ap- 
peared,— was  one  of  the  passages  of  that  Memoir  it 
would  have  been  most  desirable,  perhaps,  to  have 
prp««rYed  ;  though,  from  bring  a  gallery  of  sketcbea, 
all  peraooal  and  ouiny  aatirictil,  but  a  unoU  portioo 
of  it,  if  any,  eoold  hurt  been  presented  to  tlic  public 
till  the  orifrinab  had  kmg  left  the  aceae,  and  nay 
interest  tbey  niiftht  once  bare  excited  was  ^nc  with 
tbeniielves.  Beside*  tite  noUe  hostcaa  herself,  whose 
kindne*  to  him,  on  this  occasion,  he  ucver  forftol, 
there  waaalso  one  other  penoo  (then  .Miss  il  *  *, 
now  Lady  K  *  *j  whose  frank  and  fearless  cordiality 
to  him  on  that  evenin;^  he  most  gratefully  commemo- 
rated,— adding,  in  acknowledgnient  of  a  Mill  more 
generous  serrice,  '^She  is  a  hii;h-niinded  woman, 
and  showed  me  more  friendship  than  I  deserved  from 
hrr.  I  heard  also  of  her  having  defended  me  in  a 
large  cumpaoy,  whicit  »l  that  lime  required  more 
«ounge  and  Innites*  than  most  womea  poiesi." 

As  we  are  now  approaching  so  near  the  close  of 
his  London  life,  I  ihall  here  throw  together  the  few 
remaining  recollections  of  that  period  with  which  the 
gleaoiugi  of  his  Memorandum-book,  so  often  referred 
to.  furnish  me.

man  and  the  book.  Went  again  as  far  as  Chilbn,  to 
revisit  the  little  torrent  from  the  hill  behind  it.  Sun- 
set reflected  in  the  lake.  Have  to  get  up  at  five  to- 
morrow to  cross  the  mountains  on  horseback ;  car- 
riage to  be  sent  round;  lodged  at  my  old  cottage — 
hospitable  and  comfortable ;  tired  with  a  loogish  ride 
on  the  roll,  and  the  sub'iequent  jolting  of  the  char  a- 
banc,  and  my  scramble  in  the  hot  sun. 

"Mem.  The  corporal  who  showed  the  wonders 
of  Cbillon  was  as  drunk  as  Biucher,  and  (to  my 
mind)  as  great  a  man ;  he  was  deaf  also,  and  think- 
ing every  one  else  so,  roared  out  the  legends  of  the 
castle  so  fearfully  that  H.  got  out  of  humour.— How- 
ever, we  saw  things  from  the  gallows  to  the  dungeons 
(the  polenee  and  the  cachott),  and  returned  to  Cb- 
rens  with  more  freedom  than  bekniged  to  the  fifteenth 
century.

**  Rose  at  fire.  Crossed  the  mountains  to  Mont- 
bovon  on  horseback,  and  on  mules,  and,  by  dint  of 
scrambling,  on  foot  also;  the  whole  route  beautiful 
as  a  dream,  and  now  to  me  almost  ax  indistincL  I 
am  so  tired; — for  though  healthy,  I  have  not  the 
strength  I  posses'tcd  but  a  few  yean  ago.  At  Mont- 
bovon  we  breakfasted ;  afterwards,  on  a  sleep  ascent, 
dismounted  ;  tumbled  down  ;  cut  a  finger  open ;  the 
baggage  also  got  kxMe  an<l  fell  down  a  ravine,  till 
stopped  by  a  large  tree ;  recovered  baggage ;  horse 
tired  and  drooping;  mounted  mule.  At  the  approach 
of  the  summit  of  Dent  Jument  *  dismounted  again 
with  Hobhouse  and  all  the  party.  Arritcd  ata  lake 
in  the  very  bosom  of  the  mountains;  left  ourqiiatlru- 
peds  with  a  shepherd,  and  akcended  farther;  eanic

I  «ikw  a  eo^v  strayed  ;  am  told  that  they  often  break 
their  neck«  on  and  oier  the  cra^.  Descended  to 
Monlbovoa  ;  pretty  tciAf;^-  lilUiRe,  with  a  wild  river 
and  a  wooden  bridge.  Ilobtiou&e  wuni  to  fish — c:\ught 
ODC,  Our  carriage  nut  come ;  our  hur««8,  mules,  8cc. 
knocked  up  ;  oursehes  fatigued  ;  but  60  much  the 
belief — I  shall  ulcep. 

"  The  view  from  Ihe  bigbc&t  poioUi  of  to-day's  jour- 
ney comprised  on  one  aide  the  greatest  part  of  Laka 
Leman  ;  on  the  other,  the  valleys  and  mountain  of 
the  Cnuton  of  F'ribouri;,  and  an  immense  plain,  wilb 
the  lakea  of  Neuchatel  and  Mural,  and  all  nhieh  the 
borden  of  the  Lake  of  Geneva  inherit ;  we  had  bntti 
•ides  of  ihe  Jura  before  u»  in  one  point  of  view,  witb 
AljH  in  plenty.  In  passing  a  ravine,  the  guide  re- 
eomntcDded  strenuously  a  (luickeniog  of  pBc«,  as  the 
•tones  Call  with  great  rapidity  and  occosiooal  damage ; 
Ihe  advioo  Li  excellent,  but.  like  most  good  advice, 
ifflpraclicAble.  the  road  being  wi  rough  that  neither 
mules,  aor  mankind,  nnr  horses,  can  make  any  vio- 
lent progress,  Hashed  without  fnictures  or  OMoaoe 
thereof. 

"  The  mitvie  nf  the  oirws'  balk  (for  their  wcalUi, 
like  tlie  |Nitriarch»',  is  cattle)  in  the  pastures,  which 
reach  to  a  hrighi  fur  above  any  mauniainii  in  Britain, 
and  the  shepherds  shouting  to  us  from  emgtu  rrag. 
anil  playing  on  their  reed*  where  the  steeps  apftearcd 
alinosi  innccemible,  with  thf  surrounding  aceoery, 
realized  all  llial  1  hare  ever  heard  or  imagined  of  a 
pastoral  existence : — iiiurh  more  «o  tltuu  Greece  or 
Aaia  Minor,  fur  there  we  are  a  little  too  much  of  the 
Mtbrc and  musket  order,  and  if  there  is  a  rrotik  in  one 
hand,  you  are  sure  (o  see  a  gun  in  the  other  : — but 
thiv  WB*  pure  and  unmincd — •olitary,  mvagc,  and 
patriarchal.  As  we  went,  they  phiyed  the  'Han* 
de^  Vacbi-s'  and  other  airn,  by  way  of  farewell.  I 
biivc  klely  repeoptcd  Dty  iniud  with  nature.

[tut  as  the  wild  part  of  uur  tour  is  liuithed,  it  dou'i 
matter  to  us ;  in  all  the  desirable  |>art,  we  hnvo  been 
most  lucky  in  warmth  and  ch^ruess  of  atmosphere.

"Passed  through  a  fine  and  flourishing  country, 
but  not  mountainous.  In  the  erening  reached  Au- 
bonne  (the  entrance  and  bridge  something  like  that 
of  Durham),  which  commands  by  far  the  fairest  view 
of  the  lake  of  Genera :  twilight ;  the  moon  on  the  lake ; 
a  grore  on  the  height,  and  of  rery  noble  trees.  Here 
TaTemier  (the  eastern  traveller]  bought  (or  buDt]  the 
chateau,  because  the  site  resembled  and  equalled  that 
of  £riran,  a  frontier  city  of  Persia;  here  he  finished 
his  Toyages,  and  I  this  little  excursion, — for  I  am 
within  a  few  hours  of  Diodati,  and  have  little  more  to 
see,  and  no  more  to  say." 

With  the  following  melancholy  passage  this  Journal 
concludes : — 

"  In  the  weather  for  this  tour  (of  13  days),  I  have 
been  very  fortunate — fortunate  in  a  companion 
(Mr.  H.)— fortunate  in  our  prospects,  and  exempt 
from  even  the  little  petty  accidents  and  delays  which 
often  render  journeys  in  a  less  wild  country  dis- 
appointing. I  was  disposed  to  be  pleased.  I  am  a 
brer  of  nature  and  an  admirer  of  beauty.  I  can  bear 
fatigue  and  welcome  priration,  and  hare  seen  some 
of  the  noblest  views  in  the  world.  But  in  all  this— 
the  recollection  of  bitterness,  and  more  especially  of 
recent  and  more  home  desolation,  which  must  accom- 
pany me  through  life,  hare  preyed  upon  me  here ; 
and  neither  the  music  of  the  shepherd,  the  crashing 
of  the  aralanche,  nor  the  torrent,  the  mountain,  the 
ghicier,  the  forest,  nor  the  cloud,  hare  for  one  mo- 
ment lightened  the  weight  upon  my  heart,  nor  enabled 
me  to  lose  my  own  wretched  identity  in  the  majesty, 
and  the  power,  and  the  glory,  around,  abore,  and 
and  beneath  me 

Among  the  inmates  at  S^chcron,  on  his  arriral  at 
Genera,  Lord  Byron  had  found  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sliel- 
ley ,  and  a  female  relative  of  the  latter,  who  had  about 
a  fortnight  before  taken  up  their  residence  at  this 
hotel.  It  was  the  first  time  that  Lord  Byron  and 
Mr.  Shelley  ever  met;  though,  long  before,  when  the 
latter  was  quite  a  youth, — being  the  younger  of  the 
two  by  four  or  five  jcan, — he  had  sent  to  the  noble 
poet  a  copy  of  his  Queen  Mab,  accompanied  by  a 
letter,  in  which,  after  detailing  at  full  length  all  the 
accusations  he  had  heard  brought  against  his  cha- 
racter, he  added,  that,  should  these  charges  not  have 
been  true,  it  would  make  him  liappy  to  be  honoured 
with  his  acquaintance.  The  book  alone,  it  appears, 
reached  its  destination,— the  letter  having  miscarried.

lonrpMUM,  he  eouJd  notwilhutonding  coalrmplale 
>•  chang*  is  the  relations  of  the  seicii,  which  would 
Imsvc  led  to  rcaults  fully  as  groos  as  hu  arguments  fur 
it  were  faktidious  and  refined ;  and  though  benevolent 
■usd  generous  to  on  exteul  that  toeined  to  exclude  all 
idea  of  selfiihoeas,  he  yet  scrupled  not,  in  the  pride 
of  *}*l<-m.  to  dialurb  wantonly  the  faith  of  his  fellow- 
tnra.  oiiil,  witltout  xubstitutiog  any  e<)uivalent  gmut 
M  iu  place,  to  rub  the  wretched  of  a  hope,  which, 
«Tefl  if  iaita,  would  be  worth  all  this  world'*  best 
Irutba. 

Upon  no  point  were  the  oppotjte  teodeiicica  of  the 
two  friends, — to  long  r»labl»hed  opinions  and  matter 
Mfact  oafitie  side,  and  tu  all  that  was  roost  innovat- 
ing and  visionary  oo  the  other, — more  obH-rvaiile 
than  in  their  notions  on  philosophical  nibjctbi ;  Lord 
Byron  being,   with  the  great  built  uf  maniiud,  a 

Pnrer  in  the  existence  of  Matter  and  K«il,  while 
ley  so  Ear  rcfuied  upon  the  theory  of  Berkeley  h> 
Only  to  resolte  the  whole  of  Creatioa  into  spirit, 
Mt  tu  aild  also  to  this  immaterial  system  some  j>er- 
tvilius;  principle,  MDie  absirptnoo-«ntity  of  Lu»eand 
Beaui) ,  of  which — as  a  substitute,  at  least,  for  Deity 
— Ilie  |-tiilo«opltio  biabop  bad  iwver  dreamed.  Oo 
•ucfa  •iilijocts,  and  on  poetry,  their  conversation 
girnerally  lumcd ;  and,  as  might  be  CKprctt-d  from 
Lard  Byroa's  facility  in  rcc«ituig  new  imjitcsuoiu. 


the  opinions  of  Ids  companion  were  not  altogether 
withoutsoine  infiuence  on  bis  mind.  Hcreand  there, 
among  those  fme  burats  of  passion  and  description 
thttt  abound  in  the  Third  Canto  of  Childe  Harold, 
may  be  discovered  traces  of  that  myiticism  of 
meaning, — that  sublimity,  luidag  itself  in  its  own 
TAgueness,  —  which  so  much  characterized  the 
writings  of  his  extraordinary  friend  ;  ati<l  in  oue  oflhc 
notes  we  find  Shelley's  favourite  Pantheism  of  Love 
thus  glanced  at  -.—"But  ibis  ia  not  all :  the  feeling 
with  which  all  around  Clarena  and  the  opposite  rocks 
of  Meillerie  is  iuvejited,  is  of  a  still  higher  and  moro 
eoniprcheniuvc  order  than  the  mere  sympathy  with 
individual  piusioD ;  it  is  a  sense  of  the  exi!>tcnee  of 
love  in  its  most  extended  and  tublimc  capacity, 
and  of  our  own  parucjpaiioo  of  its  good  and  of  its 
glory :  it  ia  the  groat  principle  of  the  universe,  which 
is  there  more  condensed,  but  not  le&s  mamfealed ; 
and  of  which,  though  knowing  ourselves  a  part,  wo 
lose  our  individuality,  and  mingle  in  the  beauty  of 
the  whole. " 

Another  proof  of  the  ductility  with  which  he  fell 
into  his  new  friend's  tastes  and  predileclioni,  nppears 
io  the  tinge,  if  not  something  deeper,  of  the  manner 
and  cast  of  thinking  of  Mr.  Wordsworth,  which  ii 
traceable  through  so  many  of  his  ma^t  tx'autiful 
stanzas,  Being  oaturally,  from  his  love  of  the 
abstract  and  imaginative,  an  admirer  of  the  great  fioet 
of  the  Lakes,  Mr.  Shelley  omitted  no  opportunity  of 
bringing  the  beauties  of  bis  favourite  writer  under 
the  notice  of  Lord  Byron;  and  it  is  not  surprisiog 
that,  onco  persuaded  into  a  fair  perusal,  the  mind  of 
the  Dobte  i>oet  should — ^in  spite  of  dome  peptonni  niid 
|>olitical  prejudices  which  unluckily  xurvived  this 
short  access  of  admiration— not  only  feel  the  inllueuee 
bul,  in  some  degree,  even  reflect  the  hue*  of  one  of  the 
very  few  real  and  original  poeU  that  this  age  (ft  rtilu 
as  it  is  in  rhymer*  qwiUii  rgott  Cluvienun)  ha*  had 
the  glory  of  producing. 

When  Polidori  was  of  their  party  (which,  till  he 
found  attractions  riaewbere,  was  generally  the  eaae), 
their  more  elevated  subjects  of  conversatian  were 
abnosi  always  put  to  flight  hy  the  strange  rallies  of 
this  eccentric  young  man,  whose  vanity  made  him  a 
constant  butt  for  Lord  Byron's  sarcasm  and  menri' 
ment.  The  sod  of  a  highly  respeciable  llntinn 
genitnnan.  who  was  iu  early  life,  I  undeniand,  the 
tcrreliiry  uf  .VIQeri,  Polidori  seems  to  have  po^sesscl 
both  talents  and  di>po»itions  which,  had  he  Itved, 
might  have  rendered  him  a  useful  memlR-r  of  has 
profession  and  of  society.  At  the  time,  however,  of 
which  we  are  ipeaking,  his  ambition  of  distinction  far 
outwent  both  his  powers  and  opportunities  of 
atuiining  i(.  His  mind,  accordingly,  between  ardour 
and  weaknesa,  was  kept  iu  a  constBot  hectic  of 
vanity,  and  be  soema  lo  have  allernately  pnjvoked 
nud  amused  bis  noble  emjikiyer,  leaving  him  seldom 
any  escape  from  anger  but  in  laughter,  .\inung  other 
preleusiona,  he  had  «el  lu's  heart  upon  shuiiiig  as  aii 
author,  and  one  evening,  at  Mr.  Shelley's  prmluoiug 
a  tragedy  of  his  own  wriliug,  insisted  that  they  should 
uoderito  ihe  o|>eratioa  of  bearing  it.  To  lishlcn  (he 
inflii-lioii.  Lord  ByrOQ  took  opon  himself  the  la<k  uf 
reader;  ajod  tla-  whole  scene,  from  the  deseriptiun 
I  liave  heard  of  it,  must  have  been  oot  a  little  tr^iug 
to  gravity.     In  ^pile  of  the  jealuus  walch  kept  upon 
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erery  counlcoance  by  Uie  «athor,  it  wa»  impanible 
la  witlmtand  the  Muile  lurking  io  ihe  «ye  of  the  reader, 
whtHConly  re«ource  s;:aui«(  the  uutlirfak  of  lii»  own 
lalij^tiCcr  Ibj  ia  iautling,  from  tinit^  to  time,  most 
Tehi-mcnlly,  the  mblijnity  of  llic  »erst«; — particula/ly 
iDBie  ttiat  bcguu  "  '  I'lii  thusi  the  goiler'd  idiot  of  lh« 
Alpi" — and  then  oddiog,  at  the  clow  of  ercry  such 
eiitogy,  *' I  assure  you,  when  I  was  in  the  Drury- 
tiue  Committee,  much  wor>i«  things  were  offered  to 

B»." 

After  poKing  a  fortnij^ht  under  the  Hmc  roof  with 
Lord  Byroa  at  S4.-cheroQ,  Mr.  and  Mn.  Shcllc7 
raoioved  to  a  mnall  houite  on  the  Moni-lJljiiic  siilv  ol 
the  Lake,  vf  ithio  about  ten  niiaatcs'  walk  of  the  vi!la 
which  their  noble  frirud  had  taken,  UfKia  the  Ingh 
banks,  called  Ik-lle  Rive,  that  roic  immediati-ly  be- 
hind Ihcjn.  During  the  fortnight  that  Lord  ilyruo 
ouutaid  them  at  t^cheroo,  though  the  weather  had 
changed  and  was  become  wiudy  and  cliruJj ,  he  efery 
evening  crossed  the  Lake,  with  PolidDri,  to  visit 
them;  and,  "as  he  returned  aguio  (iiays  my  ia- 
formoot)  over  the  darkened  waters,  the  viind,  from 
for  acroas,  bore  us  liis  voice  singing  your  Tyrolno 
Song  of  Liberty,  which  I  then  first  heard,  and  which 
bio  me  inextricably  linked  with  his  rumcmbnuice." 

lo  the  mean  lime,  Pulidori  had  become  jealous  of 
the  (growing  ioli  nncy  of  his  noble  patron  with  Shelley ; 
and  ihc  plan  which  be  now  understood  them  to  have 
formed  of  making  a  tour  of  the  Lake  without  him 
cumpleted  hi*  mortificatiuu.  to  the  wireocss  of  hi* 
feeliiigk  00  this  subject  he  indulged  in  some  intem- 
lierAtc  remonstrances,  which  Lord  Uyron  iudigoanlly 
resented ;  and  the  uaiial  bounds  of  courtexy  being 
pacicd  00  both  ttides,  the  di&miual  of  PoLdori  ap- 
peared, even  to  himself,  inevitable.  Witli  this  prus- 
pect.  which  he  coiii>idered  nothing  leu  than  ruin, 
before  hi^  eyes,  the  poor  young  man  was,  it  seems,  ou 
the  jioiut  of  eomtnilting  that  fatal  act  wliich,  two  or 
three  years  afterwards,  he  actually  did  perpetrate. 
Retiring  lo  hit  own  room,  he  hod  already  drawn  i<)nh 
the  iioison  from  hi*  medicine  chest,  and  wa»  pauxing 
to  consider  whether  he  should  write  a  letter  bvfurc  he 
took  it,  when  Lord  llyron  (without,  however,  the 
least  suspicion  of  his  intention)  tapped  at  the  dijormid 
entered,  with  his  hand  held  forth  in  sigo  uf  recon- 
ciliation. The  sudden  revuUtoii  was  loo  much  for 
poor  Poliduri,  who  burst  inio  tears ;  and,  in  rehiUng 
bU  the  circuniiitances  of  the  occurreuce  afterwards,  he 
declared  thai  iiothiug  oould  exceed  the  gentle  kinJ- 
nen  of  Lord  liyron  in  soothing  hit  miiid  oud  rc%toriag 
biin  to  comjiosure.

Mis  means  were  at  this  lime  very  hmitcd,  and  though 
he  lived  by  no  means  porsintutiioUaly,  all  unneceosary 
cipenaes  were  a«(iidc<l  in  his  estublistiineal.  Tbe 
young  physician  had  been,  at  fimt,  a  source  of  moob 
expense  to  him,  bcitig  in  the  babilofhirincaMtrtigt, 
at  a  kiuis  a  day  (Lord  Dyroo  not  then  keeping  ttones) 
to  lake  him  to  lutcTeoing  parties;  and  it  was  suine 
time  before  hb  DobW  ftalAm  had  the  courage  to  put 
this  luntiry  down.

Ibe  host  himself.

one  evening, — but,  from  ibc  nanatirc  being  m  prose, 
mndf  but  lillle  progress  in  blliog  up  his  outline.  The 
nwst  memombic  result,  indeed,  of  their  story-ielling 
compact,  was  Mrs.  Hbcllej's  wild  and  powerful  ro- 
mance of  franlicustcia, — one  of  tboae  original  coooep- 
tion»  that  lake  hold  of  the  public  mind  at  once  add 
for  ever. 

Towards  the  tatter  end  of  June,  as  wo  hare  sc^a 
in  one  «>f  the  preceding  letters.  Lord  Byron,  accom- 
panied by  bis  friend  Shelley,  made  a  tour  in  his  boat 
round  the  Lake,  and  visiu;d,  "  wilh  the  lleloise 
before  him,"  all  those  tceacs  around  Meitierie  and 
Clareus,  which  haTC  become  consecrated  for  ever  by 
ideal  passion,  and  by  ibal  power  whieh  Oeaius  alone 
po»cisca,  of  giving  such  life  to  its  dreams  as  to 
mako  tbem  seem  realities.  In  the  squall  ofTMeiUerie, 
which  be  mentions,  their  danger  was  considerable.* 
In  the  espectalioo,  every  moment,  of  being  obliged 
to  twim  for  his  life,  lA>rd  Byron  had  already  iNrown 
oH  bis  coat,  and,  as  Shelley  was  no  swiinmer,  iniistrd 
U|K>a  etuieatouriiig,  by  some  means,  to  sa?c  him. 
This  offer,  however,  Shelley  positively  refused  ;  and 
sealing  himself  quietly  upon  a  locker,  and  grasping 
the  rings  at  coch  end  firmly  in  his  hands,  declared 
hisdetemtination  lo  go  down  in  that  position,  without 
.  a  struggle  f 

Subjoiced  to  that  intcrcating  little  work,  the  "  8ix 
Weeks'  Tour,"  llicre  is  a  letter  by  Shelley  himself, 
giving  an  account  of  this  encuntion  round  the 
Lake,  and  wriiteo  with  all  the  enthusiasm  suchtccncs 
should  inspire.  In  de^jcribing  a  beautiful  eliild 
they  saw  at  the  village  of  Nerni,  he  says,  "  My  com- 
pauiou  gave  him  a  piece  of  money,  whieh  be  look 
without  speaking,  with  a  sweet  «mile  of  cosy  thank- 
fulness,  and  then  with  an  unerabnrrasaed  air  turned 
to  his  pliiy."  ITiere  were,  indeed,  few  ihingn  LorJ 
Uyron  more  deliglited  in  than  to  watch  beuuiiful 
children  at  play  ; — '*  many  a  lovely  Swiss  child  {»a>« 
a  person  who  saw  him  daily  at  this  time)  received 
crowns  from  hitn  aa  tbo  reward  of  their  grace  and 
swveiocsa." 

8|H-aking  of  their  lodgings  at  Neroi.  which  were 
gloomy  and  dirty,  ftlr.  Shelley  says,  "On  rrtuming 
to  our  ian,  we  found  that  the  servant  had  nrrnn^'ed 
our  rooms,  and  deprived  them  of  the  greater  |ioriion 
of  ilieir  former  diacousofaile  appearance.     They  re-

Luckily  for  Shelley  *»  full  eujo)  iiieni  of  ihwe  sccnM, 
lie  had  never  before  liappeneii  to  re«d  the  Heloi»e ; 
and  tliaugh  his  compaoion  had  long  been  familiar  with 
that  romance,  ihc  sight  of  the  region  itwif,  the 
"  birthplace  of  deep  Ixjve,"  etery  spot  of  which 
sevmed  instinpl  with  the  paasion  of  the  story,  gave 
to  the  whole  a  friMih  aitd  actual  exi«teac«  in  hit  mind. 
Boih  were  uodcr  the  iipeU  of  the  Geniui  of  the  place, 
—both  full  of  emotion ;  and  ai  they  walLed  »ilently 
ChrMlgh  the  vineyards  tlial  were  ooce  the"  boii<|uet 
de  Julie,"  Lord  Byron  suddealy  exclainied,  "  Thank 
God.  Polidori  is  not  here." 

That  the  glowing  ainnzat  iiugi^csled  to  him  by  thia 
■cene  were  written  upon  the  »pot  iusf If  appears  al- 
most oertain,  from  the  letter  adilrcascd  lo  Mr.  Murray 
oa  hi*  way  back  to  Diodati,  in  which  he  nanouiice:! 
the  Third  L'auto  m  coirplele,  and  consLiting  of  117 
itanzas.  At  Ouchy,  near  Lausanne, — the  place 
from  which  that  letter  is  dated,— he  and  hi*  friend 
were  detained  two  daya,  iu  a  *Riall  ian,  by  the 
weather;  and  it  was  there,  in  that  short  iulerval, 
that  he  wrote  hit "  Prisoner  of  Cbilinn,''  adding  one 
more  deathless  association  to  the  already  immortalized 
localities  of  the  Lake. 

On  his  return  from  this  excursion  to  Diodati,  aa 
occasion  was  afforded  for  the  gratification  of  his  jesting 
propensities  by  the  avowal  of  the  young  physician  that 
— be  had  fallcu  in  love.  On  the  evening  of  this  tender 
uoufi-ssion  they  both  api>care<l  at  Shelley's  cottage- 
Lord  Oyron,  in  the  highest  and  most  boyish  spirits, 
rubbing  his  hand^  as  he  walked  about  the  room,  and 
ill  thai  utter  in<:apa(:ily  of  retention  whirh  was  one  of 
hilt  faib[i>s,  makiug  jesting  allusions  to  the  secret  he 
bod  just  heard.  The  brow  of  ihc  doctor  darkent>d 
as  this  pleanantry  went  on,  and,  at  last,  he  angrily 
accused  Lord  Byron  of  hardDcai  of  heart.  "  I  never," 
said  he, "  met  with  a  person  so  unfeeling."  This 
sally,  (hough  the  poet  had  evidently  brought  it  upon 
liiinself,  aiinoye<)  him  mo^l  deeply.  '*  Call  me  cojd- 
hcarl<>d — me  inaensible  i"  he  exclaimed,  with  mani- 
fest rmotioD — "  as  well  miglit  you  say  that  glast  is 
not  brittle,  whirh  has  been  cast  down  a  precipice, 
and  hea  dashed  to  pieces  at  the  foot  1" 

In  the  month  of  July  he  paid  a  vifiit  to  Copct,  aod 
was  received  by  tlie  distinguished  hostess  with  ■ 
cordiality  the  more  sensibly  felt  by  him  as,  from  hii 
personal  unpopularity  at  this  time,  he  had  hariHy 
ventured  to  eount  upon  it.  *  In  her  ii»unl  frAnk  styW, 
she  took  him  to  (aik  upon  hi*  matrimooinl  conduct — 
but  in  a  way  that  won  upon  hiu  mind,  and  disposed 
him  lu  yirld  to  her  suKgestiuns.  lie  roust  endeavour, 
she  UM  liiin,  to  bring  about  a  reconciliation  with 
his  wife,  and  mii«t  submit  lo  coiileod  no  longer  with 
the  opinion  of  the  worUI.  In  vain  did  he  quote  her 
own  inoito  lo  Delphioe,  "  Uo  bomme  pcut  braver.

I  en- 
cloM'  you  a  list  of  the  former  recently  publi^thcd  :  these 
are  matters  for  jour  literati.  For  me,  in  my  sim|itt' 
way,  I  have  been  most  delighted  with  a  corrcipon- 
deure  of  letters,  all  origtiul  and  numliiry,  between 
Lucrttift  Borgia  and  Cardinal  Bemho,  pre»erre<l 
there.  I  have  jiori'd  over  them  and  a  lock  of  her 
liair,  the  prettiest  and  fairest  imaginnhle — 1  never 
Kaw  fairer — and  sluill  go  repeatedly  to  read  Ihe  cpisllM 
over  and  over ;  and  if  I  can  obtain  some  of  ilic  hulr  by 
fair  means,  I  shall  Iry.

strength  and  depth, — (hat  stretch  of  imogioatioo,  to 
the  very  verge,  perhaps,  of  what  reason  can  bear 
withuul  giving  way.^that  whole  eouibinalion,  in 
aliort,  of  grand  hut  disturbing  powers,  which  alone 
oould  be  allowed  to  extenuate  such  moral  derange- 
ment,  but  which,  even  in  him  thus  dangerously  gifted, 
were  insufficicat  lo  excuse  it. 

Having  premised  tbesefcw  obscrvatiooa,  I  shall  now 
proceed,  with  less  interruption,  to  lay  his  correspon- 
dence, during  this  aud  ihc  two  sucecediog  years, 
before  the  reader.

"Addrea  all  ancwen  to  Venice;  for  there  I  ihall 
return  in  fifteen  dajrt,  God  willing. 

"  I  lent  you  from  Florrace '  The  Lament  of  Taaso,' 
and  from  Rome  the  Third  Act  of  Manfred,  both  of 
which,  I  trust,  will  duly  arrive.  The  terms  of  thew 
two  I  mentioned  in  my  last,  and  will  repeat  in  thia :

Messrs  Lewis  and  Hobhousc  are  here :  the  former 
in  the  same  house,  the  latter  a  few  hundred  yards 
distant. 

"  You  say  nothing  of  Manfred,  from  which  its  fiul- 
ure  may  be  inferred ;  but  I  think  it  odd  you  should 
not  say  so  at  once.  I  know  nothing,  and  hear  abso- 
lutely nothing,  of  any  body  or  any  thing  in  England ; 
and  there  are  no  English  papers,  so  that  all  you  say 
win  be  news— of  any  person,  or  thing,  or  things. 
I  am  at  present  very  anxious  about  Newstead,  and 
sorry  that  Kinnaird  is  leaving  England  at  this  minute, 
though  I  do  not  tell  him  so,  and  would  rather  he 
should  have  his  pleasure,  although  it  raay  not  in  this 
instance  tend  to  my  profit. 

"  If  I  understand  rightly,  you  have  paid  into  Mor 
laud's  IQOO  pounds :  as  the  agreement  in  the  paper  is 
two  thousand  guineas,  there  will  remain  therefore 
six  hundred  pounds,  and  not  five  hundred,  the  odd 
hundred  being  the  extra  to  make  up  the  specie.  Six 
hundred  and  tliirty  pounds  will  brmg  it  to  the  like  for 
Manfred  and  Tasso,  making  a  total  of  twelve  hundred 
and  thirty,  I  believe,  for  I  am  not  a  good  calculator.

"  An  Italian  translation  of  *  Olenarvon '  came  hitely 
to  be  printed  at  Venice.     The  censor  (Sr  Petrotini) 
refused  to  sanction  the  publication  till  he  had  seen  me  : 
on  the  subject.     I  told  him  that  I  did  not  recognize  ' 
the  slightest  relation  between  that  book  and  myself;  j 
but  that,  whatever  opinions  might  be  upon  that  sub-  ' 
ject,  /  would  never  prevent  or  oppose  the  publication  : 
of  any  book,  in  any  language,  on  my  own  private 
account;  and  desired  him  {again*it  his  inclination)  to 
permit  the  poor  transktor  to  publish  hit  labours.    It  I 
is  going  forwards  in  consequence.

"Mr.  Kinnaird  is  not  yet  arrived,  but  expected.

"  By  Mr  Rose  I  received  safely,  though  tardily, 
magnesia  and  tooth-powder,  and*  *  ♦  *.  Why 
do  you  send  me  such  trash — worse  than  trash,  the 
Sublime  of  Mediocrity  ?  Tlianks  for  Lalja,  however, 
which  is  good ;  and  thanks  for  the  Edinburgh  and 
Quarterly,  both  very  amusing  and  well-written.  Paris 
in  1815,  &c. — good.  Modern  Greece — good  for  no- 
thing; written  by  some  one  %vlio  has  never  been 
there,  and  not  being  able  to  manage  the  Spenser 
stanza,  haa  invented  a  thing  of  ita  own.  consisting  of 
two  elegiac  stanzas,  a  heroic  line,  and  an  Alexan- 
drine, twisted  on  a  string.  Besides,  why  '  modem/' 
You  may  say  modem  Greets,  but  surely  Greece 
itself  is  rather  more  ancient  than  ever  it  was. — Now 
for  business. 

"  You  offer  1500  guineas  for  the  new  Canto:  I 
won't  take  it.  I  ask  two  thousand  five  hundred 
guineas  for  it,  which  you  will  either  give  or  not,  as 
you  think  proper,  ft  concludes  the  poem,  and  con- 
sists of  144  stanzas.  The  notes  are  numerous,  and 
chiefly  written  by  Mr  tlobhouse,  whose  researches 
have  been  indefatigable,  and  who.

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ticuhrly  distiDguished  by  thia  name.  At  one  ex- 
tremity is  a  fortification,  which,  with  the  Castle  of 
St  Andrea  on  an  island  on  the  opporite  side,  defend* 
I  the  nearest  entrance  to  the  oily  from  the  sea.  In 
i  times  of  peace  this  fortification  is  almost  dismantled, 
aad  Lord  Byron  had  hired  here  of  the  Commandant 
an  unoccupied  stable,  where  he  kept  his  horses.  The 
distance  from  the  city  was  not  very  considerable ;  it 
was  much  Icsis  than  to  llic  Terra  Firma,  and,  as  far 
as  it  went,  the  itpot  was  not  ineligible  for  riding. 

"  Erery  day  that  the  weather  would  permit.  Lord 
Byron  called  fur  me  in  his  gondola,  and  we  found  the 
horses  waiting  for  us  oul«ide  of  the  fort.  \Vc  rode  as 
far  as  we  could  alon;;  the  seashore,  and  then  on  a 
!  kind  of  dyke,  or  embankment,  which  had  been  raised 
where  the  inland  was  very  narrow,  as  far  as  another 
small  fort  about  half  way  between  the  principal  one 
which  I  have  already  mentioned,  and  the  town  or 
TJllago  of  Malamocco,  which  is  near  the  other  extre- 
mity of  the  ikiand. — the  distance  between  the  two 
forts  being  about  three  miles. 

''On  the  land  side  of  the  embankment,  not  far 
from  the  smaller  fort,  was  a  boundary  stone,  which 
probably  murke<l  some  diviiunn  of  property, — all  the 
side  of  the  island  nearest  the  Laguue  being  divided 
into  gardens  for  the  cultivation  of  vegetables  for  the 
Venetian  markets.  At  the  foot  of  this  stone  I^rd 
Byron  repeatedly  told  me  that  I  should  cause  him  to 
be  interred,  if  he  should  die  in  Venice,  or  its  neigh- 
bourhood, during  my  residence  there ;  and  he  ap- 
peared to  think,  as  he  was  not  a  Catholic,  tliat,  on 
the  part  of  the  government,  there  could  be  no  obsta- 
cle to  his  interment  in  an  unhallowed  spot  of  ground 
by  tlic  iH.-u.side.  At  all  events,  I  was  to  overcome 
whatever  ditiieultirs  might  be  raised  on  this  account. 
1  was  by  no  means,  he  rcpe.'ttedly  told  me,  to  alk)w 
his  body  tube  removed  to  Kni^latid,  nor  permit  any  of 
his  family  to  inter  i-re  with  Ins  funeral.

It 
was  with  ditticuIlT,  mdci-d,  that  he  could  be  preTai)ed 
upon  to  fthient  hiiTiRelffrom  her  no  lotions  londinil 
of  ihni  hast)  visit  to  the  Iminortal  City,  ont  of  which 
one  of  his  own  noblest  titles  to  iramortaUtjr  spning; 
and  havinK,  in  the  »{>ace  of  n  few  weeks,  drunk  in 
more  ins|iiration  from  all  be  saw  than,  in  a  lokn 
excited  state,  poaibljr,  be  miglit  have  imbibed  in 
jean,  he  a^ain  hurried  bark,  niihoul  extending  bis 
joumej  lo  Naples, — baving  wrillcn  lo  the  fair  M«ri- 
anna  to  meet  him  at  some  distance  from  Venice. 

Besides  some  seasooable  acts  of  libcrnlit;  to  the 
husband,  who  had,  it  seems,  failed  in  lr.i()e,  he  alio 
presented  lu  the  tady  herself  a  handsome  set  of  dia- 
monds ;  Bud.  there  is  ati  aaecdote  related,  in  reference 
t»  this  gift,  whieh  khuws  the  exceeding;  easiness  and 
forbearance  of  hi*  disposition  towards  ibose  who  had 
acquired  nnjr  hold  on  his  heart.  A  cajiket,  which 
waa  for  sale,  heiiif;  one  day  offered  lo  him,  he  nns 
not  a  little  Kurpri-ed  on  discovering  tliem  lo  be  the 
Muae  jewels  which  he  had.  not  long  before,  [irraented 
lo  hia  fair  hvoiirilc,  and  which  had.  by  some  unro- 
manltc  means,  found  Iheir  w.iy  hack  into  the  market. 
Without  inquiriii);,  bowerer.  any  further  into  the 
circumstAnces.be  generou<ilT  repurcluiteil  the  caiiket, 
and  presented  it  to  the  lady  onre  more,  gooil-hu- 
mouredly  taxing  her  with  the  little  estimalioa  in 
which,  as  it  appcareil,  «he  Ixld  lit* jtrearnts. 

To  whatever  extent  tbit  un'tcnriuienlnl  incideni  mny 
have  hod  a  nbnre  in  dispilling  ihc  romance  of  his 
paasion,  it  is  certain  tlint.  before  the  expiralion  of 
the  first  Iwclroninnlli,  he  he);an  to  find  his  loilginr;* 
in  the  Spe»,ieri«  iiieonveiiient,  and  accordingly  eoterfl 
inlu  Irenly  with  ('uutit  Uritti  for  his  Palace  on  the 
Grand  CnnaJ, — eDi(B|;iii|;  lo  give  for  it,  what  is  con- 
tidered,  I  believe,  a  litr^^r  rent  in  Venice,  900  louis 
a  year,  tin  finding,  Imwever.  that,  in  the  coun- 
terpart of  the  lc«»t'  brought  for  hit  ki);nature,  a  new 
clause  had  been  iiilrodu"cd,  prohibilttii;  him  not  only 
from  underlrttinK  the  house,  in  ea«e  he  should  leave 
Veniee,  but  from  even  alluwinx  any  of  hLiowu  frieudi 
to  occupy  it  durmg  his  iiccDs^unnl  nbsence,  he  decliue<l 
eio-inj;  00  su<  h  tiTina;  .in J  r^<lenlin^  «o  Uinlrnnl  a 
tiepnrturc  from  the  Drigtnai  engaRemvui.  de<-tnred  iu 
•ocirty,  that  be  woukl  Iwve  no  objection  lo  give  the 
•ame  ri-nl,  llioiigli  aeknowkit^eil  in  be  exoibilonf, 
for  any  oilier  HaUc*  in  Venif'-e,  hnwcvir  inrerior,  in 
all  rrs|ie«ts,  to  this.

cauoes  of  tbe  detestation  which  he  afterwards  felt 
for  Venice,  this  recollection  of  the  excessca  to  which 
lie  had  there  abandoned  himself  was  not  the  least 
proniineiit. 

The  most  disiinguiiihed  and,  at  hut,  the  reigning 
favourite  of  all  lbL>  unworthy  ILiram  was  a  woman 
named  Mflr,{arita  Cogni,  who  has  been  nlrendy  men- 
tioned in  one  of  these  lellen,  and  who,  fioni  the  trade 
of  her  husband,  was  known  by  the  title  of  the  Foma- 
rina.  A  |iortrait  of  thiti  handsome  viragn,  drawn  by 
Ilarlowe  when  at  Venice,  having  fallen  ioln  the  hands 
of  one  of  Lord  Byron's  friends  after  the  death  of  that 
artiit,  the  noble  poet,  on  being  applied  to  for  some 
particulars  of  his  heroine,  wrote  a  bng  letter  on  tbe 
subject,  from  which  the  following  are  extrncls  : — 

**  Since  you  detire  the  story  of  Margarita  Cogni, 
you  shall  be  fold  il.  though  it  may  be  Ivn^lhjr. 

"  Urr  face  is  the  One  Venetian  cast  of  the  old  time ; 
her  figure,  though  perhaps  loo  tall,  is  not  leu  fine — 
and  taken  altogether  in  the  notional  dress. 

"  la  ibe  summer  of  1817,  •  •  •  •  and  myself  were 
saunlcring  on  horseback  along  the  Brenta  one  even- 
ing, when,  amongst  a  group  of  peasants,  we  remarked 
two  girls  as  the  prettiest  we  hod  aeea  for  some  time. 
About  this  period,  there  had  been  great  dixlresa  in 
(he  country,  and  I  bad  a  little  reUeved  some  of  ihe 
people.  Generosity  makes  a  great  6gurc  at  very 
little  cost  in  Veoeliao  livres,  and  mine  hod  probably 
been  exaggerated  as  an  Englishman's.  \Vhethcr 
they  remarked  us  looking  at  them  or  no,  I  know  not ; 
but  one  of  them  railed  out  lo  me  in  Venetian,  '  Why 
do  nnt  you,  who  relieve  olhen,  think  of  us  a1»o? ' 
I  turned  round  and  answered  her — '  Cora,  tu  soi 
tropiKi  beila  e  giovane  per  aver'  biaogna  del'  soceorto 
mio.'  She  answered,  '  If  you  saw  my  hut  and  my 
food,  yuu  would  not  say  so.'  All  this  paswd  lialf 
jestingly,  and  I  saw  no  more  of  her  for  some  days. 

"  A  few  evenings  after,  we  met  with  theae  two  girk 
again,  and  they  addressed  us  nore  seriously,  assuring 
us  of  the  truth  (>f  (heir  statement  Tber  were  oouaiiM ; 
MargArila  married,  the  other  single.  As  I  doubled 
still  of  tbe  circumstances,  I  look  the  butin^'tt  in  a 
different  light,  and  made  an  nppoinlmenl  with  them 
for  tbe  next  evening.  •  •  •  •

In  short,  in  a  few  evenings  wc  mimnged  our  aSain, 
and  for  a  kin;  «pncc  of  time  she  was  the  only  one  wbo 
prewcrved  over  me  an  ascendancy  which  was  o^ten  dta- 
puled, and  never  impaired. 

"The  reasons  of  this  were,  firstly,  her  person^ — 
very  dark,  tall,  ihe  Venetian  face,  very  due  lihick 
eyes.     She  wn»  Iwo-and-twenty  yoira  old,       •       •

was  besides  a  tbonnigh  Venetian  in  her  dialect,  in 
her  thoufbls.  in  her  couutcaaitce,  io  every  thing, 
with  all  their  naivete  and  pantaloon  bamour.  Oesadcs, 
she  onild  neither  read  oor  write,  and  couM  not 
plague  me  with  letters, — except  tvrice  that  afac  paid 
siipeflce  lo  a  public  scribe,  under  ibe  piaxza.  lo 
make  a  letter  for  her,  upon  some  oecaainn  when  I 
was  ill  and  cnuM  not  sec  her.  Ia  other  mprcla,  ahe 
was  somewhat  firnr  aad  *  prtpoleate'.'  ibal  is  o>ser< 
beariag,  ood  used  to  walk  in  whracrcr  it  miifti  her, 
wilb  no  very  grc«t  regard  totnie.  plaee,  nor  peiwaw ;

**  When  I  fint  knew  ber,  I  was  in  '  rclaKionc* 
(liaison)  with  Ift  Siftnon  *  *,  who  waa  kill;f  enough 
one  evening  at  Dolo,  accompanied  by  mme  of  her 
female  frieods,  to  lhrcii(L-n  her ;  for  the  gossips  of  the 
VUlcggiAtura  bad  already  found  out,  by  the  iieightDg 
of  my  hone  one  eTening,  (hat  I  u»ed  to  '  ride  lalt  io 
ibe  night '  to  meet  the  Fornarina.

your  hunbaod  \*  a  btcco,  and  mine  ii  another.  For 
the  re«l,  what  riyht  liare  you  to  reproach  tne  ?

■ecurc  him,  lie  hiiu  to  your  pciticoal-AtrrDg. — But  do 
not  ihink,  to  itpcak  to  me  without  a  reply,  bevauae  you 
happen  (o  I>l-  richer  ihaa  I  am.'  Having  delivered 
Ih^  lirelty  iiiece  of  eloquence  (which  I  irantlate  as  it 
waa  related  to  me  by  a  bysiaoder),  the  went  on  her 
way,  leaviug  a.  numerous  audience,  with  Madaaic  *  *, 
10  ponder  at  her  leisure  on  the  diabgue  between 
ikem, 

"Wlien  I  oome  to  Venice  for  the  winter,  she  fol- 
lowed ;  and  as  she  found  herself  out  (o  be  a  favourite. 
ahe  came  to  me  pretty  often.  But  the  had  inordinate 
•elf-love,  and  was  not  tolerant  of  other  women.  At 
the  '  Cavnlchina,'  the  nuu<|uc(l  ball  on  (he  last  night 
of  the  Carnival,  where  all  the  woild  goes,  khc  snatch- 
ed off  the  nuHk  of  Madame  Conlarini,  a  lady  noble 
by  birth,  and  dceent  in  conduct,  for  no  other  rea- 
son but  becauite  she  hnppeae«l  to  be  Icnning  on 
my  arm.  You  may  suppose  what  a  curited  noise 
this  made;  but  this  is  only  one  of  her  prank*. 

"*  \l  last  she  quarrelled  with  her  husband,  and  one 
evening  ran  away  to  my  house.  I  told  her  this  would 
not  do  :  ahe  said  she  would  lie  in  the  street,  but  not 
go  back  to  him;  that  he  beat  her,  (the  gentle tigresv!) 
•p<-ot  luT  money,  aa<\  si-andaloiisly  noRlected  her.  Aa 
it  wn»  midnight,  I  let  her  stay,  and  next  day,  there 
waano  moving  her  at  all.  Her  busbnnil  came,  roaring 
had  crying,  and  cnireating  her  to  come  back:— nof

always  finitheil  by  makingr  me  laugh  with  some  Vi-

"  Maiiaroc  Bensoai  also  took  her  under  her  prolec- 
lilM,  (Um)  then  her  bead  turned.

To  the  charge  brought  againM  Lord  Byroa  by  aoaw 
Eagli<h  trav ellere  of  being,  in  gciMAl,  repalaive  aad 
■nhokpiiable  lo  his  own  caunHymen,  I  have  already 
made  allusion;  and  shall  now  add  to  the  testimony 
then  cited  in  disproof  of  such  a  charge  some  parli- 
culam,  communicated  lo  me  by  Captain  Basil  Hall, 
which  exhibit  the  courtcry  and  kiudlinrss  of  the  noble 
poet'*  disposition  in  their  true,  natural  light. 

"  On  Ihe  hut  day  of  August,  1818  (tays  this  di»- 
tiflguished  writer  aiid  traveilcr),  I  was  taken  ill  with 
an  ague  at  Venice,  and  having  lusard  enough  of  the 
h>w  stale  of  the  medical  art  in  that  country,  I  was  net 
a  little  anxious  as  to  the  advice  I  should  take.

So  utterly,  indeed,  did  this  fix!-liug 
overpower  htr,  that  three  times,  in  the  courw  of  I 
first  dny'iK  jouruey,  she  was  seised  willi  fainiing- 
!□  one  of  her  letters,  which  I  saw  when  at  Veni 
dated,  if  I  rc<-oIlect  right,  from  "Ca  Zen,  Ca^anelle 
di  Po,*^  she  telU  liini  that  the  solitude  of  ihi«  [ilaee, 
which  she  had  beforv  found  irksome,  wns,  now  tliat 
one  soh:  idea  occujiied  her  mind,  become  ileor  and 
welcome  to  her,  and  promii«s  that,  as  soon  as  she 
arrives  at  Rareoua,  '^she  will,  according  to  his  wuh, 
avoid  all  general  society,  and  devote  her»elf  to  read- 
ing, music, domestic  occupations,  riding  on  hor^back, 
— every  thing,  in  short,  that  she  knew  be  would  most 
like."  What  a  change  fur  a  young  and  nmpic  girl, 
who,  but  a  few  weeks  before,  hud  thought  only  of 
society  and  the  world,  but  who  now  saw  no  other 
bappinesH  but  in  the  hope  of  hccomijig  worthy,  by 
seclujiion  and  telf-instruolion,  of  the  illustrious  object 
of  her  love ! 

On  leaving  this  place,  abe  was  attacked  with  a 
dangerous  illniin  ou  the  road,  and  arrived  half  dead 
at  Ravenna;  nor  was  it  found  powiihie  to  revive  or 
romtbrt  her  till  an  asaumnce  was  received  from  Lonl 
Uyrou,  expreaacd  with  aU  the  feivour  of  real  paaaioo, 
that,  in  the  course  of  the  ensuing  month,  he  would 
|iay  her  a  visit.  Symptom*  of  consumption,  brought 
on  by  hers>A(e  of  mind,  had  already  shown  theiiK 
selves;  nud,  in  addition  to  the  pain  which  lhi>  sepa- 
ratinn  hod  caiiwd  her.  she  was  nlso  sulFering  much 
grief  from  the  loss  of  her  niolber,  who,  at  thiit  time, 
died  ia  giving  birlh  (0  her  tweiilieth  child .  Townrdv 
the  latter  end  of  May  the  wrote  to  acquaint  lA>rd  By- 
ron that,  having  ]>rcpared  all  her  relatives  auci  friends 
to  expect  him.  he  might  now.  she  thought,  venture 
to  niakt-  hi^  appearance  at  Ravcunn.  'rhough,  on 
the  Indy's  nccouut,  hetitatiug  at  to  the  pniilence  of 
such  a  step,  hr,  in  obedience  10  her  wishes,  on  the 
3d  of  June,  set  out  from  I^  Mira  (.il  which  plice  he 
had  again  taken  a  vilk  for  the  suiomer),  and  proreeded 
toward*  Koma^na. 

From  Padun  he  nddresaed  a  letter  to  Mr  HoppDcr. 
chielly  occu|iied  with  matters  of  household  roucern, 
which  that  gi'iilk-iiian  had  undertaken  to  roaimge  for 
him  at  Venice,  but,  on  the  immediate  ohjt«t  of  hi> 
journey,  expressing  hinuelf  in  a  tone  so  light  and 
jesting,  aa  it  would  be  difficult  for  tboae  not  versed  iu 
his  cbamcler  to  cooeeivQ  that  be  eoukl  ever  brioj 
himietf,  while  under  the  influcoce  of  a  pasaioa  m 
•inccre,  10  assume.  But  such  is  ever  the  waolonnMi 
of  the  mocking  spirit,  from  which  nothing, — not  rrea 
love, — remaius  tacred;  and  wliich  at  laat.  fat  want 
of  other  food,  turns  upon  self  Tlte  Miroe  honor, 
loo,  of  hypocrisy  that  led  I^oril  Byron  to  exaggeraU 
liis  own  errors,  led  him  also  to  disguise,  under  4 
M-emingly  henrilesa  ridicule,  all  those  natural  1 
I  kindly  i)ualit>rt  by  which  they  were  ri-dccmed. 
Tbia  letter  from  Padua  concludes  thus :—

As  a  contrast  lo  the  strange  levity  of  this  letter,  as 
well  as  in  justice  to  the  real  earnetitness  of  the  passion, 
however  censurable  iu  all  other  respects,  that  now 
engrossed  him,  I  shall  here  transcribe  some  stanzas 
which  he  wrote  in  the  course  of  this  journey  to  Ro- 
magna,  and  which,  though  already  published,  are  not 
comprised  in  the  regular  collection  of  his  works.

1  oa  the  forehead,  and  taking  down  one  of 


(hem,  said,  'This  was  Brother  Deaiderio  Berro,  who 
died  at  forty — one  of  my  best  friends.  I  begged  his 
head  of  his  brethren  after  his  decease,  and  they  gave 
it  me.  I  put  it  in  lime,  and  then  boiled  it.  Here  it 
is,  teeth  and  all,  in  excellent  pcrservation.  He  was 
the  merriest,  cleverest  fellow  I  ever  knew .  Wherever 
he  went,  he  brought  joy ;  and  whenever  any  one  vraa 
melancholy,  the  sight  of  him  vras  enough  to  make  him 
cheerful  again.  He  walked  so  actively,  you  might 
have  taken  him  for  a  dancer — he  joked— he  laughed 
^-oh  1  he  was  such  a  Frate  as  I  never  saw  before, 
nor  ever  shall  again !' 

"  He  told  me  that  he  had  himself  planted  aD  the 
cypresses  in  the  cemetery ;  that  he  had  the  greatest 
attachment  to  them  and  to  his  dead  people ;  that 
since  1801  they  had  buried  fifty-three  thousand 
persons.  In  showing  some  older  monuments,  there 
was  that  of  a  Roman  girl  of  twenty,  with  a  bust  by 
Bernini.  She  was  a  princess  Barlorini,  dead  two 
centuries  ago :  he  said  that,  on  opening  her  grave, 
they  had  found  her  liair  complete,  and  *  as  yellow  as 
gold.'  Some  of  the  epitaphs  at  Ferrara  pleased  me 
more  than  the  more  splendid  monuments  at  Bologna ; 
for  instance —

Can  any  thing  be  more  full  of  pathos?  Those  finr 
words  say  all  that  ran  be  said  or  sought :  the  dead 
had  had  enough  of  life ;  all  they  wanted  was  rest,  and 
this  they  implore !  There  is  all  the  helpleianeasj  and 
humble  hope,  and  deathlike  prayer,  that  can  arise 
from  the  grave — '  implora  pace.  '*  I  hope  whoever 
may  survive  me,  and  shall  see  me  put  in  the  foreigners' 
biu-ying-groundat  the  Lido,  vrithin  the  fortress  by  tlie 
Adriatic,  will  see  those  two  words,  and  do  more,  put 
over  me.  I  trust  they  won't  think  of  '  pickling,  and 
bringing  me  home  to  Clod  or  Blunderbuss  Hall.'  I 
am  sure  my  bones  would  not  rest  in  an  English  grave, 
or  my  day  mix  with  the  earth  of  that  country.  I 
believe  the  thought  would  drive  me  mad  oo  my 
deathbed,  could  I  suppose  that  any  of  my  friends 
would  be  base  enough  to  convey  my  carcass  back  to 
your  soil.

I  feel  I  exist  here,  and  I  fear  that  1  shall  eust 
hereafter, — to  what  purpose  you  will  decide;  my 
destiny  rests  with  you,  and  you  are  a  woman,  eighteen 
years  of  age,  and  two  out  of  a  convent.  I  wish  that 
you  bad  stoid  there,  with  all  my  heart, — or,  at  least, 
that  I  had  never  met  you  in  your  married  slate.

During  my  ttay  at  Geneva,  an  op|K>nunity  had 
been  aflbrded  me  of  ob<er(tog  the  exoeeding  readineas 
with  which  eien  pcrtoiu  the  least  disposed  to  be 
projudierd  gave  an  ear  to  any  story  rekuing  to  Lord 
B)run,  in  which  the  proper  portioos  of  odium 
and  roDuincc  were  but  plausibly  mingled,  in  the 
couHK  ofeonTomtion,  one  day,  with  the  late,  ainiabh? 
and  enlightened  Monsieur  D  *  *,  that  grntiomnn 
related,  with  much  feeling,  to  my  fellow-traTiUer 
and  mjself,  the  details  of  a  late  act  of  seduction  of 
which  Lord  Byron  had,  he  atid,  been  guilty,  and 
which  was  nude  to  comprise  within  itself  all  the 
worst  fcotures  of  such  iimnaoly  fmuds  upon  innocence ; 
— the  victim,  a  young  unmarried  lady,  of  one  of  llie 
first  families  of  Venioe,  whom  the  noble  M-durer  had 
lured  from  her  father's  houte  lo  his  own,  and,  af^cs 
a  few  weeks,  most  inhumanly  turned  ber  out  of  doon. 
In  vain,  said  the  relater,  did  she  entreat  to  become 
his  servant,  hi*  slave : — in  vain  did  *he  ask  to  remain 
in  some  dark  corner  nf  his  mansion,  from  which  she 
mifht  be  able  to  catch  a  ghmpite  of  his  form  as  he 
passed.  Her  betrayer  was  obdurate,  and  the 
unfortunate  young  lady,  in  despair  nt  being  thua 
abandoued  by  him,  threw  bvraelf  into  the  canal, 
from  which  she  was  taken  out  bat  lo  l>e  cou»igncd  to 
a  mad-houae.  Though  convinced  that  there  nniit 
be  oonsidcntble  exaggtTaiinn  in  this  story,  it  was 
only  on  my  arrival  at  Venice  I  asicrrtained  that  the 
whole  was  a  romance ;  and  that  out  of  the  circ-um- 
stauces  (already  laid  liefore  the  reader)  cooarctcd 
with  Lord  Ityron's  fnutaslic  nnd,  it  must  be  owned, 
discreditable  fancy  for  the  F'omarina,  this  pathetic 
tale,  so  implicitly  believed  at  Genet  a,  was  fabricated, 
f  laving  parted,  M  Milan,  with  Lord  John  Itussell, 
whom  I  had  accompanied  from  Eat;land,  and  whom  1 
wo-t  lo  rejoin,  after  a  short  visit  to  itonie,  at  Genoa, 
I  made  purchase  of  a  imnll  and  (a*  it  aoon  prDve<t) 
cmzy  travelling  carriage,  nod  proccetird  alone  on  uiy 
way  to  Venice.  My  time  being  limited,  I  slopped 
no  luD^r  at  the  inlervi'ning  phices  than  wu  auilicient 
to  hurry  over  their  respective  wondeiv,  and.  leaving 
Padua  at  noon  on  the  8:h  of  October,  I  found  myself, 
about  two  o'clock,  at  the  door  of  my  friend'*  villa,  at 
La  Mira,  He  was  but  just  up,  and  in  his  lialh ;  but 
ibe  lerTSBt  having  announced  my  arrival,  he  reluroed 
a  meaaagc  thai,  if  I  wot»i<l  wail  till  Ite  wo*  dressed, 
he  would  aecoinpany  me  tn  Venice.  The  interval  I 
employed  iu  couterting  Mith  my  old  acquaintaorv, 
Helober.  and  in  viewing,  under  hi*  gaidancc,  M«ie 
of  the  aparlint-DIa  of  the  villa. 

It  was  nut  long  before  I>ord  Byroa  himsetf  made 
his  appeamncc,  and  Ihe  delight  I  fell  iu  meelioit  him 
onue  more,  ufu-r  a  H-psralioo  of  »o  many  >e«r»,  was 
BOt  a  little  heightened  by  obwning  that  lus  pitvsure 
was,  tn  the  full,  as  greai.  while  it  was  rendered 
doubly  touching  by  the  evident  nuiiy  of  such  mcctiuiCB 
tt>  him  of  tale,  and  the  frank  outbreak  u(  i-ordiaKiy 
and  gaiety  with  whieh  be  gave  nay  lo  hi*  feeling

He 
had  i^owD  (mwr  boOi  in  pi-rsoa  and  face,  and  ihc 
latter  bad  most  suBered  by  (he  change, — having  loil, 
by  Ihe  enlargcmeul  of  the  fealuri'»,  otrnic  of  tlittt 
n'fia»l  and  spiritualixcd  look  that  had,  in  olhur  (tme*, 
distjuguished  it.  Tilt  ad<lil)on  of  whiskers,  loo, 
which  he  had  not  Ion;;  lH:fiiri-  been  imlucvd  In  adopi, 
from  heaiiug  that  sonic  one  hud  «aid  he  bod  a  "  Caceia 
dj  moaico,"  u  well  as  the  Ititi^h  la  which  his  hair 
grcAT  down  on  hin  ncck.aiid  the  rather  forei^  air  of  his 
CODI  and  cap,— all  combined  to  produce-  that  diasimi- 
lority  to  his  former  aeif  1  had  observed  in  him.  lie 
waa  »till,  however,  emineniiy  hoDdtonie ;  and,  io 
eKcliaoge  for  wliatcver  ha  fealum  might  hare  kwt 
of  their  high,  romantic  rhunictcr,  they  had  become 
niorc  fitted  lor  the  expresaioii  of  that  arch,  wagginh 
wisdom,  that  Kpicureaa  jiliiy  uf  humour,  which  he 
had  ahuwii  to  be  e<iually  inherent  in  hi*  Tarious  and 
prodigally  gifted  tialure;  while,  by  ihcaoiuewhat  iH' 
creOiH-d  rounducs-j  of  the  contuura,  the  retembUiBCc 
of  liis  finely  fornied  nioulli  and  chin  to  those  of  the 
|}«Lvederc  Apollo  had  b«<;oinc  sliU  more  sirikiag. 

His  breakfast,  which  1  found  he  rarely  took  before 
tliree  or  four  o'clock  in  the  afleraoon,  waa  speedily 
de«patehed, — liis  luibit  beiu^  to  eat  it  standing,  and 
(lie  meal  iu  fteueral  cowistiug  of  one  or  two  raw 
eggs,  a  cup  uf  lea  without  cither  milk  or  sugar,  and 
a  bit  of  dry  biicuit.  Uefure  we  took  our  departure, 
he  presented  me  to  the  Countes*  (Juiccioli,  who  waa 
nl  this  time,  as  my  readers  already  kitow,  liriag  un- 
der ibc  Mine  roof  with  him  at  La  Mim ;  aod  who, 
with  a  style  of  Ix-auly  kini^ular  in  on  Ilalino.  as  being 
fair-cnmplc'iLionod  and  deliciitc,  left  an  iinpressioa 
upon  toy  mind,  during  this  our  inl  nkort  inlcrriew, 
of  inlelligeDce  and  mniableacM,  such  a»  all  that  I 
have  since  known  or  heard  of  her  has  but  served  to 
oohGmi. 

We  now  started  together.  Lord  iiyroa  and  myself, 
iu  my  hlllc  AliUuirie  tehiele,  for  Fuaiua, — his  portly 
i;oodolicr  Tita,  in  a  rich  livery  and  most  redundant 
lututaeliios,  having  sealed  hiuisell  oa  the  front  of  the 
c«rrta|{e,  to  the  no  small  trial  of  it«  sireugtii.  which 
luid  olreiidy  once  f^iven  wny,  even  under  my  own 
wfi{{hl,  lielwecn  \  eruna  ami  Vieeiixa.  On  oar  ar- 
rival  Bl  Fusiiia,  my  tuible  fricud,  from  bis  futuiliarily 
with  all  the  detnilit  of  the  place,  had  it  in  his  power 
to  MTe  me  both  trouble  and  e\pen<u  in  the  ditrercut 
arrangemcms  relative  to  the  eusinin  house,  reiuiso, 
KiC.;  and  the  good  naturcd  assiduily  with  which  he 
Uiuitled  nboul  in  despalchiug  these  iiiiitler*  gave  me 
an  oppurlimily  of  observing,  in  bis  uac  of  the  intirm 
limb,  a  much  greater  degree  uf  aclivily  than  1  Ivad 
eter  before,  except  ia  aparring,  wiinrtted.

That  Lord  Byr>n, 
though  despising  the  imposture  and  jargon  with 
which  the  worship  of  the  Artx  is,  like  other  wonihi|>*, 
dogged  and  mystified,  felt  deeply,  more  especially  in 
sculpture,  whatever  imaged  forth  true  Kracu  and 
energy,  appears  from  passages  of  his  puetry  which 
are  in  every  body's  memory,  and  not  a  line  of  which 
but  ikriUs  alive  with  a  sense  of  grandeur  and  beauty 
such  aa  ii  never  enlcrcd  into  the  capacity  of  a  mere 
coDBcnasenr  even  lo  conceive. 

In  reference  to  this  subject,  as  we  were  cooTennoK 
one  day  after  dinner  about  the  Yarious  collections  1 
Itad  visited  that  morning,  on  my  saying  that  fearful 
aa  I  was.  at  all  times,  of  praising  any  picture,  leat 
I  should  draw  upon  inywlf  the  conooineur'a  nteef 
for  my  pains,  I  would  yet,  lo  kim,  venture  to  own 

that  I  had  seen  a  picture  at  Mihin  which "  The 

Hagar!"  he  excUioied,  eagerly  ioterroptiog  me; 
and  it  trai  in  (aot  this  very  picture  I  was  about  to 
mention  as  having  wakened  in  nie,  tiy  the  truth  of 
its  expreaaioa,  more  real  emotion  that  any  1  had  yet 
seen  among  the  chcfiHi'OFurre  of  Venice,  ft  was 
with  no  small  degree  of  pride  and  pleasure  1  now 
discovered  thai  my  noble  friend  had  fi.-lt  equally  willl 
myself  the  afleotiog  mixture  of  sorrow  and  reiiroach 
with  whirh  the  woman^  eye*  tell  the  whole  story  is 
that  picture. 

On  the  second  evening  of  my  s<ay.  Lord  Dyron 
havinj;,  aa  before,  left  us  for  La  .Mira,  1  most  will- 
tngly  Bcrepted  ihc  ofki  of  Mr  Scott  to  introduce  me 
to  (be  conversazioni  of  the  two  celebrated  ladies, 
with  whose  names,  as  Italian  of  Venetian  fiuhkxi, 
the  tourists  lo  Italy  have  made  every  body  acquaini- 
ed.  To  the  Coonleas  A  *  *  •  parties  Lord  Byron 
had  chiefly  coolined  bimsctf  during  tbe  first  winter 
be  passed  at  Venice;  bat  the  tone  of  ronveraalion 
a(  thnte  smaO  wwlingi  bring  much  loo  leaned  for 
hi*  tastes,  he  waa  iadoced,  the  following  year,  to  dis- 
continue bis  altondaaee  at  ihan,  aad  cboae,  in  pre- 
ference, the  less  erudite,  but  more  easy,  sodely  of 
ibe  Coonteaa  B  *  '*.

ihioking  of?" — for  he  now  retolleclnl  the  famous 
duel  between  liamillon  and  I'olonfl  liurr,  whom,  il 
vras  evident,  this  learned  worthy  luid  coufouudcd 
with  Wajthioglnu  and  Burke ! 

In  addition  to  the  inotivca  caiHly  conccitahle  for 
nchanging  such  a  society  for  one  that  oOered,  at 
leait,  repow  from  aucb  erudite  etfortu,  there  wan  also 
•aoiber  cau«e  more  immediately  leading  to  the  di»- 
eoatiauaoce  of  his  tiwu  to  Madame  A  '  *.  This 
lady,  who  has  been  mmelimeii  hnnoine<t  with  the 
title  of  "the  De  Slael  of  Italy,"  had  wriiu-n  a  bonk 
called  "  Portraits,"  containing  i-kctclies  of  thr  clinruc- 
len  of  various  persons  of  note;  nnd  il  being  her  iu- 
tenlion  to  introduce  Lord  Uyron  into  this  astiein- 
blttge,  she  lind  it  inlinuted  to  his  lordiliip  that  nn 
article  in  which  biii  |iortniiture  had  l>«'n  allcin|itird 
was  to  appear  in  a  new  edition  she  was  about  to 
publish  of  her  work.  Il  wan  expected,  of  Loursf, 
that  this  intimation  would  awaken  in  him  some  ddiru 
to  Hoe  the  sketch  ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  he  wn«  pro- 
voking enough  not  to  iimnifest  the  leaM  kynipioiii^t  of 
r\irin»in  Asnin  and  n^iiiin  >»««  the  unmr  hint,  with 
89  little  luccesf,  cnnvt-ycd  ;  till,  at  length,  on  finding 
ihiil  iiu  impression  could  be  produced  iu  thi»ntanucr, 
a  direct  orter  was  mode,  in  Madame  A  •  *'h  own 
name,  to  submit  the  article  to  hb  perusal.  He  could 
now  contain  himself  no  longer.  With  more  sincerity 
than  polilencw,  he  rvtumed  for  aaswer  to  the  lady, 
that  be  wai  by  no  menna  ambilioiM  of  appearing  in 
her  work ;  that,  from  the  ■hurtnewt,  ox  well  aa  the 
distant  nature  of  their  acquaintnuce,  it  was  impos- 
(ible  she  could  have  quaJific-d  hernelf  to  Ikj  lii«  |>or-  I 
trnit-piiiiiler,  and  that,  in  kliorl,  nlic  cruld  not  oblige 
him  more  limn  by  nommiiting  the  article  to  the  llAmcN. 

Whether  the  tribute  thut  Uncereinoniounly  treated 
ever  met  ihe  eyt»  of  Iwrd  Ityron,  I  know  not ;  but 
he  cnuid  hardly,  I  think,  had  he  seen  ii,  hare  escape*! 
a  alight  touch  of  remortie  at  having  thus  tijinrtied  from 
bim  a  portmil  drawn  in  no  iinrrii-iidly  njiiiil,  and, 
(hough  afiieciedly  cx(irc«M.tl,  seizing  Koino  of  the  h-ss 
obvibu*  features  of  bin  clmmclcr. — ok,  for  instance, 
that  djffideocc  »o  little  to  br  cxiK-cled  from  a  career 
like  hii, — with  thedisoriminnling  niconoss  uf  a  female 
hand.

pily  ilis!'  If,  howerer,  aity  of  hi*  GompaifkHs  of 
exalted  rank  and  of  high  reputation  came  forward  to 
treat  him  with  courtesy,  he  showed  himself  obvtou^y 
flattered  by  it,  and  was  greatly  pleased  with  such 
association.  It  seemed  that  to  the  wound  wbkih 
remained  always  open  in  bis  uk»raled  heart,  such 
aoothing  attentions  were  as  drops  of  healing  balm, 
which  comforted  him. 

**  Speaking  of  his  marriage, — a  delieate  subject, 
but  one  still  ogreeable  to  him,  if  it  was  treated  in  a 
friendly  Toice, — he  was  greatly  moved,  and  said  it 
bad  been  the  innocent  cause  of  all  hit  errors  and  all 
his  griefs.

He  said  she  was  an  illustrious  lady, 
distinguished  for  the  iiualiiirs  of  her  heart  and  under- 
klandiiig,  and  that  all  the  fault  of  their  cruel  sejiaFa- 
tion  lay  with  himself.  Now,  was  such  language 
dictated  by  justice  or  by  vanity  ?  Does  it  not  bring 
to  mind  the  snyiiig  of  Juliuw,  that  the  wife  of  Canar 
inant  not  even  be  Misprctc-d  ?  What  vanity  iu  thai 
saying  of  Ccatar '.  In  foci,  if  it  had  not  been  from 
vanity.  Lord  By  run  would  have  admitted  this  lo  no 
one.  Of  bis  young  daughter,  lii«  dear  Ada,  he  spoke 
with  great  iendoniesM,  uiiii  keemc-d  to  be  pleased  at 
the  great  Mcrifice  he  had  made  in  leavuig  her  to 
comfort  her  mother.  The  intense  hatred  he  bore  his 
mother-in-law,  and  a  sort  of  Euryclea  of  Lady  Byron, 
— two  women,  to  wIiomt  influence  he,  iu  ■  great 
measure,  attributed  her  e<ttrangement  from  him, — 
demonstrated  clearly  how  painful  the  separation  was 
to  him,  notwithstanding  some  biiler  pleasantries 
which  occasionally  occur  in  his  writings  ai;ainst  ber 
also,  dictated  rather  by  rancour  than  by  indifference."

rirtiiea  a  forgiving  charity  towarda  himaelf  wav  the 
mily  OOP  to  which  ahe  had  not  yet  laugbt  him  lo  render 
juatice.

That,  he  replied,  depended  on  the  feeling  with  which 
they  came,  and  he  had  not  the  raoily  tn  believe  that 
itiey  were  iulluenced  by  any  admiration  of  his  cha- 
rnclf  r  or  of  his  nhilitit^,  but  that  they  were  impelled 
merely  by  idle  curiosity.

"  1'he  curiosity  that  was  expressed  by  all  ekaiet  of 
travellers  to  see  him,  and  tbe  eagerness  with  which 
(hey  endratoured  to  pick  up  any  anecdotes  of  his 
mode  of  life,  were  carried  to  a  lenerlh  which  will  hardly 
be  credited.  It  formed  iKe  chief  subject  of  their  in- 
i|uincs  of  the  gondulicm  who  conveyed  them  from 
terra  6rma  lo  the  tlonting  city  ;  and  ibirse  people,  who 
are  generally  loquacious,  were  nut  at  all  backward  io 
ailmiuistcring  to  the  laatc  and  humours  of  their  pas- 
sengers, rekliog  to  them  the  most  extravagant  and 
often  unfounded  stories.  They  look  care  to  point  out 
ihe  bouae  where  be  lived,  and  lo  give  such  hbls  of 
hit  movements  as  might  aflbrd  them  an  opportunity  of 
seeing  hira.  Matiy  of  the  English  visitors,  under  pre- 
text of  aeeing  bis  bouse,  in  which  there  were  an  paint- 
ings of  any  consequence,  nor,  bcsidvti  himself,  any 
thing  worthy  of  notice,  contrived  to  obtain  admittance 
through  the  cupidity  of  his  servants,  and  with  the 
most  barefaced  impudence  forced  tbeir  way  even  into 
his  bedroom,  iu  the  hopes  of  seeing  him.  Hence 
araae,  in  a  great  measure,  his  bitterness  towards 
tliem,  which  he  bas  cxpreslK^d  io  a  note  to  one  of  his 
poems,  CD  the  oocaakm  of  some  unfounded  remark 
made  upoo  bim  by  an  anonymous  traveller  iu  Italy ; 
aud  it  Certainly  appears  well  calculated  to  foster  that 
cynicism  which  prevails  iu  hi*  latter  works  more  par- 
ticularly, and  wliich,  as  well  a*  the  misaulhropical 
expressions  that  occur  in  those  which  Kr»l  raised  his 
reputation,  I  do  not  believe  to  have  been  his  DBlural 
feeling.  Of  this  I  am  certain,  that  I  never  witw-sscd 
greater  kindness  llian  in  Lord  Dyron.

"  Tlie  inmates  of  bis  family  were  all  extremely  al- 
tnched  to  him.  oud  would  have  endured  any  thing  on 
his  account.  He  was  indeed  cul|iably  lenient  to 
them ;  fur  even  when  instances  occurred  of  ihcir  oe- 
glfctiiig  their  duty,  or  lakJng  an  undue  advantage  of 
his  good-nature,  be  rather  bantered  than  spoke  ae- 
riouvly  lo  them  upon  il,  and  could  not  bring  himself 
to  discharge  them,  even  when  he  had  threaietied  to 
du  Hu.

that  he  could.  Nolwiihstunding  repealed  acis  of 
kindni-m  on  Lord  Brron'n  part,  this  man  robbed  and 
chrnted  him  in  the  moxt  barefaced  manner,  and  when 
■I  length  Lord  Byiou  wiu  iaduced  to  nic  hhn  at  law 
for  the  recovery  of  hit  money,  the  only  iiujiiiihment 
he  ioHictcd  upoa  him,  wlicn  sentence  against  hiai  wn« 
pouod,  wn*  to  put  him  in  pri-noa  for  one  week,  nnd 
Ihen  to  let  him  out  attain,  althoiijjh  hi«t  debli>r  had 
suhjeclcd  liim  to  u  considcTnbte  additional  pxpeDNe, 
by  drai;gioi;  him  into  all  the  di9°i>renl  courts  of  nppeol, 
•lid  that  he  never  at  loat  reeovered  oue  h.-tlffiviiny  of 
the  money  owed  to  him.  Upon  tliismibjocl  lie  writes 
I  to  n>e  from  Ravenna.  'If*  *  in  in  (prison),  lei  him 
I  out;  if  o«/,  put  him  in  for  a  week,  merely  for  a  lesson,

One  or  two  iimance?!  miffht  be  ad- 
duced where  hi«  charily  certainly  bore  aa  appcamnce 
of  n^tentntion ;  one  pnrlii'iilnrly  when  he  tent  Bftr 
louiiwl'or  to  n  poor  printer  whose  house  had  been 
burnt  to  the  ground,  and  oil  hli  property  deatroyed  ; 
but  even  this  woi  not  unattended  with  advantage  ; 
fw  it  in  a  manner  comiRlled  the  .Vuatrian  authorities 
10  dosomcthiDg  for  the  poor  sufTerer,  which  I  have  no 
hesilAtion  in  sayinic  they  would  not  have  done  other- 
wise ;  and  I  atlribule  it  entirely  to  the  publicity  of 
bt»  donntinn.  that  they  allowed  the  man  the  use  of  an 
unoccupied  house  belonging  to  the  government  until 
he  could  rebuild  his  own,  or  re-eiitablish  his  business 
elNewbcre.

Though  in  thus  imputing  to  kimselF  premeditated 
plagiarism,  be  woa,  of  course,  but  jetting :  il  was,  t 
am  ioclioed  to  think,  his  practice,  wbeu  etigagvd  in 
the  cumpoMtion  of  any  work,  to  exdiehis  Tcin  by  the 
penual  of  others  on  tbe  Hune  subject  or  |>lAn.  froiu 
witicfa  ibe  NJighleKt  hint  caught  by  hii  iaiagioalion.  a« 
he  read,  waa  sufficient  lo  kiudle  there  iiuch  a  tralu  of 
thought  a»,  but  for  that  »park.  had  never  been 
awakened,  and  of  which  be  hunsietf  kooo  forgot  ihe 
source.  Id  the  prcieot  iosianM,  (he  in»piralioa  he 
sought  was  of  no  very  eleraliug  nature, — the  auli- 
qjiritual  doctrines  of  tbe  Sopbi^i  in  this  Romaoee  • 
being  what  chiefly,  1  «u>pecl,  attracted  his  attention 
(o  it*  page*,  a*  not  unhkely  to  supply  him  with  frrsh 
argument  and  aareaam  for  ihone  depreciating  view* 
of  htinian  nature  ami  ita  dntiny.  wliich  be  was  now, 
wilh  nil  the  wanhmneaa  of  unbounded  gtoiui,  cs- 
foreing  in  Don  Juaa. 

Uf  this  work  be  was,  at  the  lime  of  my  Tisit  to 
him,  writing  tbe  Third  Canto,  and  before  dinner,  one 
day,  read  mc  two  or  three  hundred  line*  of  il ; — 
beginning  with  the  itanca*  "Ub  Wellington,  iiv." 
which  at  tluit  lime  form(>d  the  opening  of  tbia  Third 
Caniu,  bul  Were  ofterwardt  rctterved  for  llie  com- 
meucemeni  of  the  Nuitb.  My  opinion  of  the  Poem, 
both  OS  regarded  its  lalent  and  its  mischief,  lie  had 
already  been  made  ac(|uiunted  with,  from  my  having 
been  one  of  those,— his  Comnitlee,  as  be  called  ui, 
— lo  whom,  at  hi*  own  desire,  Ihe  manui^ript  of  th^ 
Two  First  Canto*  bad  been  submitted,  and  who,  as 
the  reader  has  seen,  angered  him  oo(  u  Utile  by  de- 
precating the  publicalion  of  it.  In  o  letter  which  I, 
at  that  time,  wrote  (0  him  oa  ibe  tubject,  arier  prais- 
ing the  exquisite  beauty  of  Ihe  scenes  between  Juan 
and  Haidee.  I  veniure<l  lo  any,  "  Is  it  not  odd  that 
the  tame  licence  which,  in  your  early  Satire,  you 
blamed  me  for  being  guilty  of  on  the  border*  of  my 
twentieth  year,  you  are  now  yourself  (wilh  infinitely 
grr.-iler  iKiwrr,  and  therefore  infinitely  greater  roia- 
chief)  indul);iDg  in  after  thirty  !  "

"Don 
JuBU  won  all  Urub-alrert,"  kul-Ii  an  <-irt-(;t  hail  lliis 
duparKging  spet-crh  upon  hli  niiii<l  (though  comiug 
from  a  pcTKOa  who.  a<  he  hiimeU'  would  liaf  e  it,  was 
**  nuthing  but  a  d — d  salt-6«h  seller"),  thai,  for  tome 
linic  »ft<.T,  by  hi*  own  coufession  lo  Mr  Uankes,  he

To  return.  howcTer,  lo  the  detaila  ofoiir  hist  cTen- 
iag  together  at  Venice. — After  a  dinner  with  Mr 
Scott  at  the  Pellegrino,  wu  all  went,  rather  late,  lo 
the  opera,  where  the  principal  part  in  the  Baecaoali 
di  RoniB  via*  represented  by  a  female  singer,  whose 
chief  claim  to  repiilalion.  aeconling  to  Lord  Byron, 
b)r  in  her  having  stiUltovd  one  of  her  favouriie 
lovers.  In  the  iolervaJs  between  the  singing  he 
|K>iuted  out  to  nic  clitforent  persons  among  the  au- 
dience, lo  whom  celebrity  of  various  sorts,  but,  for 
the  most  part,  disreputable,  attached;  and  of  one 
lady  who  Rat  near  us,  he  related  on  anecdote,  which, 
whether  new  or  old,  nuy,  as  creditable  to  Venetian 
facetioumcss,  bo  worth,  perhaps,  repeating.  This 
buly  had,  it  seems,  becti  pronounced  by  Napoleon 
the  finest  woman  in  Venice ;  but  the  Venetians,  not 
quite  agreeing  with  this  opinion  of  the  great  man, 
eontenled  themwlves  with  calling  her  **  La  Bella  prr 
Decrrtu," — adding  (0.1  the  Decrees  always  begin 
with  the  word  "  Coasiderando  "),  "  Ala  tensa  il  Cod- 
aiilerundo. " 

From  the  opera,  in  punuanoc  of  our  agreement  10 
"  make  a  night  of  it,"  we  betook  ourselves  10  a  sort 
of  cabartt  in  the  Pbice  of  St  Mark,  and  there, 
wiLhin  a  few  yards  of  die  Palace  of  the  Doges,  sat 
drinking  hot  brandy  punch,  and  laughing  over  old 
times,  till  the  clock  of  St  Mark  struck  the  second 
hour  of  the  morning.  Lord  Byron  then  took  mo  in 
hit  gondola,  and,  the  moou  beiag  in  its  fullest  splen- 
dour, he  made  the  goudolien  row  uk  to  such  points 
of  view  as  might  eo*ble  me  to  see  Venice,  at  that 
hour,  lo  advantage.  Noihitig  could  be  more  so- 
lemnly beautiful  thou  the  whole  scene  around,  and  1 
hod,  for  the  ftnt  time,  the  Venice  of  my  dr«ara«  lie- 
fore  me.  All  those  meaner  detaib  which  so  otieiid 
the  eye  by  day  were  now  softened  down  by  the  nioon- 
hglit  into  a  sort  of  visiouary  iodisliuctness  ;  and  the 
eO'ect  of  that  tilenl  city  of  |ialac««,  sleeping,  as  it 
were,  upon  the  waters,  in  the  bright  stillness  of  the 
nighl,  was  such  as  could  not  but  ofTect  deeply  oven 
the  least  sutccptiblu  imagination.  My  compsiiioo 
•aw  (bat  I  was  moved  by  it,  and,  though  famdior 
with  (be  eoeiw  hiiiwelf,  Memed  to  give  way,  for  the 
momeot,  to  IhewMitnun  of  feeling;  and,  a«  wc

LETTER  CCCXLII. 

TO  MR  UOPPNER. 

«  October  ISth,  1819. 

"  You  need  not  bme  made  an;  euunei)  about  the 
letter ;  I  never  aaid  but  that  you  might,  could,  ihould, 
or  would  have  reason.  I  merely  deicribed  my  own 
state  of  inaptitude  to  listen  to  it  at  that  time,  and  in 
those  ciicumstanccs.  Besides,  you  did  not  speak 
from  your  own  authority— but  from  what  you  said 
you  had  heard.  Now  my  blood  boils  to  hear  an  Ita- 
lian speaking  ill  of  another  Italian,  because  though 
they  he  in  particuhr,  they  speak  truth  in  general  by 
speaking  ill  at  all— and  although  they  know  that  they 
are  trying  and  wishing  to  lie,  they  do  not  succeed, 
merely  because  they  can  say  nothing  so  bad  of  each 
other,  that  it  may  not,  and  must  not  be  true,  from 
the  atrocity  of  their  long  debased  national  character."* 

"  With  regard  to  E.  you  will  perceive  a  moat  irre- 
gular, extravagant  account,  without  proper  documents 
to  support  it.  He  demanded  an  increase  of  salary, 
which  made  me  suspect  him ;  he  supported  an  out- 
rageous extravagance  oi  expenditure,  and  did  not 
like  the  dismission  of  the  cook ;  he  never  complained 
of  him — as  in  duly  bound — at  the  time  of  his  rob- 
beries.

He  fancies,  or 
assorts  himself,  the  victim  of  a  domcslic  compk>t 
against  him; — accounts  are  accounts — prices  are 
prices ; — let  him  make  out  a  fair  detail,  /am  not  pre- 
judiced against  huu— on  the  contrary,  1  supported 
him  againsit  the  complaints  of  his  wife,  and  uf  his  for- 
mer nwkter,  at  a  time  when  I  oould  have  crushod  him 
like  au  earwig,  and  if  he  is  a  scoundrel,  he  is  the  great- 
est of  s<>.oudri.>l8,  an  ungrateful  one.  The  truth  is, 
probably,  that  he  thought  I  was  leaving  Venice,  and 
determined  to  make  the  most  of  it.

"Thb  romantic  incidnU  ii  rendered  highly  pro- 
Mbie  b;  innumerable  allusions  to  it  in  hb  poemf. 
ha,  for  instance,  when  turning  his  sad  contemplatioos 
awards,  he  applies  to  himself  the  fatal  history  of  the 
ting  of  Sparta.  It  is  as  follows : — Pausanias,  a  La- 
iedemonian  general,  acquires  glory  by  the  important 
rictory  at  Platm,  but  afterwards  forfeits  the  coa- 
Sdencc  of  his  countrymen  through  his  arrogance, 
i>bstina<7,  and  secret  intrigues  with  the  enemies  of 
his  country.  This  man  draws  upon  himself  the  heary 
guilt  of  innocent  blood,  which  attends  him  to  bis  end ; 
for,  while  commanding  the  fleet  of  the  allied  Greeks, 
in  the  Black  Sea,  he  is  inflamed  with  a  violent  passion 
for  a  Bysantine  maiden.  After  long  resistance,  he  at 
length  obtains  her  from  her 'parents,  and  she  is  to  be 
detivered  up  to  bim  at  night.  She  modestly  desires 
the  servant  to  put  out  the  faunp,  and,  while  groping 
her  way  in  the  dark,  she  overturns  it.  Pausanias  is 
awakened  from  his  sleep,  apprehensive  of  an  attack 
from  murderers — he  seizes  his  sword,  and  destroys  his 
mistress.  The  horrid  sight  never  leaves  him.  Her 
shade  pursues  him  unceasingly,  and  he  implores  for 
aid  in  vain  from  the  gods  and  the  exorcising  priests. 
"  That  poet  must  hare  a  lacerated  heart  who  selects 
soch  a  scene  from  antiquity,  appropriates  it  to  him- 
self, and  burthens  his  tragic  image  with  it.  The 
following  soliloquy,  which  is  overladen  with  gloom  and 
a  wearioeas  of  life,  is,  by  this  remark,  rendered  in- 
telligible. We  recommend  it  as  an  exercise  to  all 
friends  of  declamation  Hamlet's  soliloquy  appears 
improved  upon  here."  *

"OaKgnani  has  just  sent  me  the  Paris  edition  of 
your  works  (which  I  wrote  to  order),  and  I  am  glad 
to  tee  my  .old  friends  with  a  French  face.  I  have 
been  skimming  and  dipping,  in  and  over  them,  like  a 
■wallow,  and  as  pleased  as  one.  It  is  the  first  time 
that  1  bad  seen  the  Mek>dies  without  music ;  and,  I 
don't  know  how,  bat  1  can't  read  in  a  music-book — 
the  crotchets  confound  the  words  in  my  head,  though 
I  recollect  them  perfecdy  when  nmg.  Music  assists 
my  memory  through  the  ear,  not  through  the  eye ;  I 
mean,  that  her  quavers  perplex  me  upon  paper,  but 
they  are  a  help  when  heard.  And  thus  1  was  glad 
to  see  the  words  without  their  borrowed  robes ;— to 
my  mind  they  look  none  the  worse  for  their  nudity.

news  of  yourself.  Why  don't  you  complete  an  Italian 
Tour  of  the  Fudges?  I  have  just  been  turning  over 
Little,  which  I  knew  by  heart  in  1803,  being  then  in 
my  fifteenth  summnr.  Heigho !  I  believe  all  the  mis- 
chief I  have  ever  done,  or  sung,  has  been  owing  to 
that  confounded  book  of  yours. 

"In  my  last  I  told  you  ofa  cargo  of' Poeshie,' which 
I  had  sent  to  M.  at  his  own  impatient  desire; — and, 
now  he  has  got  it,  he  don't  like  it,  and  demurs.  Per^ 
haps  he  is  riglit.  I  have  no  great  opinion  of  any  of 
my  last  shipment,  except  a  translation  from  Puka, 
which  is  word  for  word,  and  verse  for  verse. 

"  I  am  in  the  Third  Act  of  a  Tragedy ;  but  whether 
it  will  be  finished  or  not,  I  know  not :  I  have,  at  this 
present,  too  many  passions  of  my  own  on  hand  to  do 
justice  to  those  of  the  dead.

They 
particularly  object  to  the  epaulettes,  which  all  the 
world  with  us  have  on  upon  gala  days.  My  liveries 
are  of  the  colours  conforming  to  my  arms,  and  have 
been  the  family  hue  since  the  year  1066. 

**I  have  sent  a  tranchont  reply,  as  you  may  sup- 
pose ;  and  have  given  to  understand  that,  if  any 
soldados  of  that  respectable  corps  insult  my  servants, 
I  will  do  hkewise  by  their  gallant  commanders ;  and  I 
have  directed  my  ragamuflins,  six  in  number,  who  are 
tolerably  savage,  to  defend  themselves,  in  case  of  ag- 
gression; and,  on  holidays  and  gaudy  days,  I  shall 
arm  the  whole  set,  including  myself,  in  cose  of  acci- 
dents or  treachery.  I  used  to  play  pretty  well  at  the 
broad-sword,  once  upon  a  time,  at  Angelo's ;  but  I 
should  like  the  pistol,  our  national  buccaneer  weapon, 
better,  though  I  am  out  of  practice  at  present.  How- 
ever, I  can  '  wink  and  hold  out  roioe  iron.'  It  makes 
me  think  (the  whole  thing  does)  of  Humeo  and  Juliet 
—  now,  Gregoiy,  remember  thy  tmcuhing  blow.' 

"All  these  feuds,  however,  with  the  Cavalier  for 
his  wife,  and  the  troopers  for  my  liveries,  are  very 
tiresome  to  a  quiet  man,  who  does  his  best  to  please 
all  the  world,  and  longs  for  fellowship  and  good  will.

a  salisfaclory  reply.  1  iiad  iheii  uo  thoughts  of 
reluming,  and  if  1  hate  any  now,  they  are  of  business, 
nnd  not  of  pleuure.  Amidst  thb  tics  that  have  been 
da»hed  to  pieces,  llterc  are  links  yet  entire,  though 
the  chain  iitelf  be  brokco.  1'hcre  are  duties,  and 
cooncxions,  which  may  one  day  require  my  presence 
— and  I  am  a  father.  1  lutvc  still  some  friendtt  whom

Those 
who  know  mc  bcvt,  know  ihut,  and  tliat  I  have  l>een 
coiuiiderably  oiiionislied  at  Ibe  temporary  success  of 
niy  works,  having  Haltered  no  person  and  no  party, 
and  expressed  opinions  which  are  not  those  of  Ibc 
genera!  reader.  Could  I  liave  aniiciimled  the  degree 
of  atteolion  which  has  been  accorded,  niduredly  I 
would  have  studied  more  to  deserve  it.  But  1  have 
lived  in  farcountriea  abroad,  or  in  the  ngiloling  world 
at  home,  which  was  not  (iivourablc  to  study  or 
reflection ;  so  that  alinoal  all  I  have  written  has  been 
tncre  |iaaaion, — passion,  it  is  true,  of  ditferent  kinds. 
Lul  alwoys  |iaa>ion  -.  fur  in  me  {if  it  be  not  an  Irishism 
to  iay  «(>)  my  indifftttnet  was  a  kind  of  passion, 
the  result  of  experience,  and  nut  the  phikMophy  of 
nature.  Writing  grows  a  habit,  like  a  woman's 
gallantry  :  (here  are  women  who  have  had  no  tnlrij;ue, 
but  few  who  have  had  but  oac  only ;  so  there  are 
millions  of  men  who  Itave  never  written  a  book,  but 
few  who  have  written  only  one.  And  thus,  having 
written  once.  1  wrote  on ;  encouraged  no  doubt  by  the 
success  of  the  moment,  yet  by  no  means  anticipating  ita 
duration,  nnd  I  will  venture  lo  ay,  scarcely  ercn 
wishing  it.  lint  then  I  did  other  things  besides 
wrilf,  which  by  no  means  contributed  either  to 
improve  my  writings  or  my  prosperity.

The  fact  is,  that  the  exquisite 
beauty  of  their  versification  has  withdrawn  (he  pubhc 
Btleution  from  theit  other  exccllrnuien,  aa  tlic  vul|{nr 
eye  will  rest  more  upon  the  splendour  of  llie  uniform 
tlian  the  quaUly  of  the  troops.  It  i»  lhi»  very  harmony, 
particularly  in  I'ope,  whioli  liai  raiicU  the  vui^nr  aud 
atrocious  cant  ngamsl  him : — because  hi*  verkilication 
is  pcrfcrt,  it  in  upturned  that  it  is  hiii  only  perfeeiion  ;

To  taku  an 
iiulance  at  rnndum  from  a  species  of  cam|ioiiilion  not 
very  favourable  to  iniaginnliou — Satire :  set  down  the 
cliaraeler  of  Sporus,  with  all  the  wonderful  play  of 
fancy  which  is  scattered  urer  it,  aud  |>lace  by  iu  side 
an  equal  number  of  vctk^  from  any  two  existing 
poets,  of  tho  same  power  aud  the  same  variety — 
wrheri'  wdl  yuu  Qnd  them?

lioo.  We  hare  *eeo  from  Lord  Bjron'i  Journal  in 
1814,  what  intcoK  interest  he  look  io  thnlBitatnigglei 
of  lievoliitionary  France  under  Napoleon;  and  hi« 
cKclainaiions,  "Oil  for  a  Republic! — '  Brulu*,  thou 
nlcrpf»ll'"  xliow  llie  lengths  to  which,  io  theory  at 
IfABt,  his  political  iecnl  exit- ndvd.  Since  then,  he  had 
but  rarely  tiinu-d  hii  thou{;hl>f  to  polilicn;  the  laine, 
nrdinary  vicittitude  of  public  afTain  huTing  but  lilite 
in  it  to  itimulalc  a  mind  like  hii,  whoM  sympathiet 
nothing  short  of  a  eri>L*  Kpemed  worth;  to  iuiereHt. 
Thi»  Ihe  present  italc  of  Italy  gave  erery  promise  of 
affiardiog  hiin ;  and,  in  addition  to  the  gital  national 
cause  itiielf,  in  which  there  was  e«ery  thing  that  a 
lover  of  liberty,  wami  from  the  page«  of  Petrarch  and 
Dante,  could  desire,  he  liad  also  private  ties  and  re- 
gards to  inlist  him  socially  in  the  contest.  The  brother 
of  Madame  Uuicciuli,  Couul  Pieiro  Gaiiiba,  who  hud 
been  po-'^ing  some  time  at  Rome  and  Na;  les,  Wttn 
now  returoed  from  his  tour;  and  the  friendly  tenii- 
menln  with  which,  notwithaiauding  a  natural  hinii 
previously  in  the  coiilrary  direclioti,  he  at  length 
learned  to  regard  the  noble  lover  of  hisi  sister,  cannot 
belter  be  docribed  thaa  in.  the  word*  of  hit  fair  rela- 
tin  bentelf. 

"At  this  time,*^  says  Madame  Guicctoli,  "my 
beloved  brother,  Pictro,  returned  to  Kavenna  from 
Rome  and  Naples.

The  injustice  and  malice  to  which  he  soon  after 
becjime  a  >ictiiii  hnd  an  e(|ually  fatal  eFeel  in  diseu- 
cbnnting  (he  dream  of  his  exiktenre.  Those  imagi- 
nary,  ur,  at  least,  retrospective  sorrows,  in  which  he 
Kail  once  loved  to  indulge,  and  whose  tendency  it 
was,  tluxiugh  (he  medium  of  his  fancy,  to  soften  aiid 
rcttirc  his  hcar(,  were  now  exchooged  for  a  host  of 
actual,  ignoble  vexations,  which  it  was  even  more 
bumiliatin;  than  paiitful  (o  encounter.  His  mimii- 
thfopy.  iniitcad  of  bring,  as  heretofore,  a  vague  and 
abstract  feeling,  without  any  object  lo  light  upon,  aa<l 
losing  therefore  its  acrimony  in  diliusion,  was  now,  by 
the  hostility  he  came  iu  contact  with,  condensed  into 
individual  enmitie^t,  and  narrowed  iolo  jicnonal  re- 
sc[ilmeiiu;aiid  from  the  lofty,  and,  as  it  appcare<l  lo 
hin»tlf,  pbiloMphical  luxury  of  hating  mankind  in 
the  gross,  he  was  now  bruugh(  duwit  to  the  :>elf- 
humbling  necessity  of  dejipising  tlieni  in  dclad. 

By  all  these  iulluciioes,  so  fatal  lo  enlhu»ia»ra  of

impre^ions.  l)y  com|ietljng  bim  to  conceutre  liimitelf 
in  his  own  resources  and  cuergies,  as  (be  only  «Uuid 
niiW  left  agaiiut  the  world'H  injustice,  hi*  enemies  but 
snecceded  in  giving  to  (he  principle  ofitclf-dependeDce 
witliin  him  a  new  force  ami  spnng  which,  bDwvvcr  it 
added  to  the  tigour  of  his  ehnmcler,  could  not  fail, 
by  bringing  Helf  into  such  activity,  to  impair  a  bltlc 
its  luniablenesa.  Among  the  changes  in  his  disposi-  < 
liou,  attributable  mainly  to  (liis  source,  may  be  men- 
tioned that  diniiniihed  deference  to  (he  opinions  and 
feeliii){i  of  others  which,  after  this  compulsory  rally  uf 
nil  bu  puwen  of  resislanee,  be  exhibited.  Some  jior- 
tion,  nu  doubts  of  iliih  refraclorioem  may  be  accounted 
for  by  liis  absence  from  oil  (boae  whose  slighies(  word 
or  look  wouUJ  liove  duue  more  with  hmi  (ban  whole 
volumes  of  correspoudeuce ;  but  by  no  CHUse  leas 
powerful  and  revulmve  tlinu  the  stnicKle  in  wlii<-h  be 
had  been  commuted  ruuld  ii  ilinjiuiiitiun  nntiirnlljr 
ditlldent  as  lii:<  wan,  and  dilfident  even  thruugh  all 
this  excitement,  have  been  driven  into  the  assumption 
of  a  toiteco  iinivcroally  defying,  and  so  full,  if  no(  uf 
pride  in  his  own  pre  eminent  powers,  of  such  a  coa- 
tetnpt  for  some  of  the  nblcsl  nrooug  his  contempora- 
ries, aa  almost  imiilied  it.  It  was,  ici  fuel,  as  has 
beea  more  (hon  oucc  remarke<l  in  tliew?  |>ages.  a  si- 
milar stirring  up  of  all  llie  t>e>t  and  worst  i-ltinents  of 
his  nature,  to  tluit  which  a  like  rcbuiinil  itKiiiiist  in- 
junlice  liad  produced  in  his  youth ; — though  widi  a 
difference,  in  point  «f  furce  and  graiidnir,  between 
the  two  explosions,  almo«(  as  great  us  between  (he 
oul-breakk  of  a  Grework  and  a  volcano. 

Another  coiiM<{ileiX!c  of  the  spirit  of  drfuincc  now 
roused  ill  him,  and  one  thai  leniied,  p<-rlm|'*,  evrj) 
mure  falall>  tliun  any  yet  nientionetl,  to  nully  and, 
for  a  time,  bring  down  to  eortli  Ihe  rOiuam-c  of  bis 
charncler,  was  tlte  course  of  life  to  which,  oiKnmainj 
even  (he  lieeiioe  of  his  youth,  lie  abandoned  himself 
at  Venice.  From  this,  as  from  hts  earlier  rxccsaes, 
the  linK'ly  warning  of  di>f;u«t  Mxm  rex-ued  Inin ;  and 
theeouoexion  wi(h  Madame (ium^ioli  wlnt-ltfulluwrd, 
and  which,  however  much  lo  be  repreheiideil,  hnd  in 
it  all  of  muTiafe  that  bi»  real  marrianu  watitcd> 
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■eemcd  to  place,  at  leogtb,  withio  reach  of  bis  affec- 
tionate spirit  that  uniou  and  iijrinpttlhy  for  whicb. 
tlirougli  life,  it  had  tliirBtod.  But  the  Ireanirc  niunii 
too  Ial«; — the  pure  poetry  of  the  feeling  hail  va- 
niihed,  aud  iho«c  tca/a  he  mlied  so  ponioiiatrl;  in  the 
garden  at  Bologna  flowed  les«,  perhaiw,  from  the 
loTC  which  he  feJt  at  that  iiiooiciit,  than  from  the 
Mddcaing  coDwiounieti,  how  dilL-rrutJy  he  could 
hare  felt  fonfvt-rly.  It  was,  indeed,  wholly  beyond 
the  power,  even  of  aa  imaginatioa  like  hik,  to  go  ou 
ioToiling  with  ilsonn  idoal  gloricsa  dentiraent  >«hioh, 
— more  from  daring  und  vanity  than  Ironi  any  other 
impukic, — he  had  taken  bucIi  i»ain»  to  larnLsh  and 
dehaae  in  bia  own  eye*.  Accordingly ,  ioateud  of  bei  ng 
able,  as  ooce.  to  cleyale  and  embellish  all  thai  inte- 
rested him,  to  make  an  idol  of  every  pauing  creature 
of  hii  fancy,  and  raislakc  the  fonn  of  love,  which  he 
w  often  coiijorcd  up,  for  its  fubstancc,  he  now  dege- 
nerated into  the  wholly  oppoxite  and  pcrvcrto  error 
of  drprcriuting  and  making;  light  of  what,  inlrinsj- 
cally,  he  valued,  and,  as  the  reader  hasseen,  throw- 
ing tilight  nod  mockery  upon  a  tie  in  which  it  wu 
evident  sooif  of  the  best  fet^lings  of  hui  nature  were 
wrapped  up-  Tlial  foe  to  all  enthusiasm  and  ro- 
mance, the  habit  of  ridicule,  had,  in  proportion  bd 
becxrhauged  the  illu»iuus  for  the  realities  of  life, 
gained  furtiicr  empire  over  him^  and  how  for  it  bad, 
at  ihia  time,  encroaohed  upon  the  loftier  and  fairer 
rcgioiu  of  liiH  mind  i>u>y  be  se-cn  in  the  pnges  of 
Don  Juan, — thai  diversified  arena,  on  whictt  the 
two  Genii,  good  and  evil,  that  governed  bja 
thoughts,  hold,  with  alternate  triumph,  lh«ir  ever 
powerful  combat. 

Even  this,  too,  this  vein  of  mockery, — in  the  ex.- 
cew  (o  which,  at  bst,  he  carried  it, — was  but  an- 
other reaull  of  the  shock  his  proud  mind  had  received 
from  tho»e  events  that  had  cast  him  off.  bmiMied 
and  heari-ctricken,  fruiD|counlry  and  from  bonw.  Aa 
he  himself  loucbiugly  says, 

■  A  oil  if  i  Isugti  at  any  mortal  Ihlog, 
Tls  ihsi  I  may  not  we «v.* 

This  laughter, — which,  in  such  (eropcraments,  is  the 
near  neighbour  of  tears, — served  as  a  divcnion  to 
him  from  more  painful  vents  of  bitterness ;  and  the 
»a.me  pbilOKiphical  calculation  which  made  the  poet 
of  melanrholy,  Vouug,  declare,  that  "  he  perferred 
hiughing  at  the  world  to  liciiig  angry  with  il,  "  led 
Lord  Byron  aiw>  to  settle  up«n  the  some  conclusion; 
and  to  feci,  in  the  misanthropic  \  iew>  he  was  inclined 
10  take  of  mankind,  that  mirth  often  saved  him  the 
pniti  of  hate. 

llwl,  with  so  many  drawbacks  tipon  all  generous 
efTusiotis  uf  senlimeat,  he  shoui.l  slUI  have  preserved 
so  much  (tf  his  native  leadcrnem  and  nrdour  as  is 
conspicuous,  through  nil  disguises,  in  his  unquealion- 
ablo  love  fur  Madame  Uuiecioli,  and  in  the  still  more 
iiiiiloubied  z«al  with  which  he  now  entered.  Fieari 
and  soul,  into  the  greni  cause  of  human  freedom, 
wberesoeter,   or  by  whomsoever,   naerted,* — only

The 
lapse  of  ages  change*  all  things— time — language — 
th«  earth— the  bounds  of  the  sea — the  stars  of  the 
dty,  and  every  thing  'about,  around,  and  undir^ 
ncath'  man,  except  man  himteff,  who  has  always 
been,  and  always  will  be,  an  unlucky  rascal.  The 
infinite  variety  of  lives  conduct  but  to  death,  and  the 
infinity  of  wishes  lead  but  to  disappointment.  All 
the  discoveries  which  bavo  yet  been  made  have  mul- 
tiplied little  but  existenci!.

under  the  idea  that  the  Barfaariana  would  pnta  the 
Po  on  the  I6th  inat.  lottead  of  this,  from  tome  previous 
information  or  otherwise,  they  have  battened  their 
march  and  actually  patted  two  days  ago;  to  that  all 
that  can  be  ilone  at  preaent  in  Romagna  is,  to  stand 
on  the  alert  and  wait  for  the  advance  of  the  Neapo- 
litans. Every  thing  was  ready,  and  the  Neapolitans 
had  sent  on  their  own  instructions  and  intentiooa,  all 
calculated  for  the  t*nth  and  oleventk,  on  which 
days  a  general  rising  was  to  take  place,  under  the 
tuppoaition  that  the  Barbarians  could  not  advance 
before  the  16th. 

"As  it  is,  they  have  but  fifty  or  sixty  thousand 
troops,  a  number  with  which  they  might  as  well 
attempt  to  conquer  the  world  as  secure  Italy  in  ita 
preaent  state.

Oar  amusement  in  the 
small  bay  which  opens  immediately  below  the  Asiatic 
fort  was  to  dive  for  the  IiAvo  tortoises,  which  we 
flung  in  on  purpose,  as  they  amphibiously  crawled 
along  the  bottom.  Thit  does  not  argue  any  greater 
violence  of  current  than  on  the  European  shore. 
With  regard  to  the  modett  insinuation  that  we  chose 
the  European  side  as  *  easier,'  I  appeal  to  Mr  Ilob- 
house  and  Captain  Bathurst  if  it  be  true  or  do  (poor 
Ekenliead  being  since  dead].  Had  we  been  aware 
of  any  such  difference  of  current  as  is  asserted,  we 
would  at  least  have  proved  it,  and  were  not  likely  to 
have  given  it  up  in  the  twenty-five  minules  of  Mr 
Turner's  own  experiment.  The  secret  of  all  this  is, 
that  Mr  Turner  failed,  and  that  we  succeeded ;  and 
he  is  consequently  disappointed,  and  seems  not  un- 
willing to  overshadow  whatever  little  merit  there 
might  be  in  our  success.  Why  did  he  not  tiy  the 
European  side?.  If  he  had  succeeded  there,  after 
failing  on  the  Asiatic,  his  plea  would  have  been  more 
graceful  and  gracious.  Mr  Turner  may  find  what 
&alt  he  pleases  with  my  poetry,  or  my  politics;  bat 
I  recommend  him  to  leave  aquatic  reflections  till  he 
is  able  to  swim  '  fire  and  twenty  minutes '  without 
being  'exAauattd,'  though  I  believe  he  is  the  first 
modem  Tory  who  ever  swam  ' aymtut  the  stream' 
for  half  the  time."  •

The  comedies  of  Congreve,  Vaubruijh,  Farquhnr, 
C'ibber,  &c.,  which  natur&ljy  a(temp(ed  to  represent 
the  manner*  and  convcrMtion  of  private  life,  are  de- 
cisive upon  this  point ;  as  on:  ohto  some  of  Steele's 
papers,  and  even  Addiwn'*,  We  all  know  what  (be 
conversation  ot  Sir  li.  VValpole,  for  seventeen  yenrt 
the  prime-minister  of  the  country,  was  a(  Im  own 
table,  and  his  excuse  for  bis  lirentiouf  language,  vix.,

of  latter  days, — which  is  perhaps  the  consequence  of 
vice,  wliicli  wUhos  to  mask  and  soften  itself,  as  much 
as  of  virtuous  civilization, — had  not  yet  made  suffi- 
i'ieut  progreta.

LETTER  CXJCCXXIV. 

TO  MS  ROFFNKR. 

•AaTeima,  May  llth,  1821. 

"  If  I  had  but  known  your  notion  about  Switzerland 
before,  I  should  have  adopted  it  at  once.  As  it  ii,  I 
•hall  let  the  child  remain  in  her  convent,  where  she 
seems  healthy  and  happy,  for  the  present ;  but  I  shall 
feel  much  obliged  if  you  will  inquire,  when  you  are 
in  the  cantons,  about  the  usual  and  better  modes  of 
education  there  for  fenwles,  and  let  me  know  the 
result  of  your  opinions.  It  is  some  consolatioa  that 
both  Mr  and  Mrs  Shelley  have  written  to  approve 
entirely  my  placing  the  child  with  the  nuns  for  the 
present.  I  can  refer  to  my  whole  conduct,  as  having 
neither  spared  care,  kindness,  nor  expense,  since  the 
child  was  sent  to  me.  The  people  may  say  what 
they  please,  I  must  content  myself  with  not  deserving 
(in  this  instance)  that  they  should  speak  ill. 

"The  place  is  a  country  town,  in  a  good  air, 
where  tliere  is  a  large  esUiblishment  for  education, 
and  many  children,  some  of  considerable  rank,  placed 
in  it.  As  a  country  town,  it  is  less  liable  to  objec- 
tions of  every  kind.  It  has  always  appeared  to  me, 
that  the  moral  defect  in  Italy  does  not  proceed  from 
a  conventual  education, — because,  to  my  certain 
knowledge,  they  come  out  of  their  convents  innocent 
even  to  ignorance  of  moral  evil, — but  to  the  state  of 
society  into  which  they  are  directly  plunged  on  coming 
out  of  it.  It  is  like  educating  an  infant  on  a  moun- 
tain-top, and  then  taking  him  to  the  sea  and  throwing 
him  into  it  and  desiring  him  to  swim.  The  evil,  how- 
ever, though  still  too  general,  is  partly  wearing 
away,  as  the  women  are  more  permitted  to  marry 
from  atuicliment :  this  is,  I  believe,  the  case  also  in 
France,  And,  aflir  ail,  what  is  the  higher  society  of 
Eiiglniid  ?  According  to  my  own  experience,  and  to 
all  thai  I  have  seen  and  heard  (and  I  have  lived  there 
in  the  very  hij;hest  and  what  is  called  the  best),  no 
way  of  life  can  be  more  corrupt.  In  Italy,  however, 
it  is,  or  rather  was,  more  systematized;  but  now, 
they  themselves  are  ashamed  of  regular  Serventtsm. 
In  England,  the  only  homage  which  they  pay  to  virtue 
is  bypocri«y.  1  speak  of  course  of  the  tone  of  high 
life,— the  middle  ranks  may  be  very  virtuous. 

"  I  have  not  got  any  copy  (nor  have  yet  had)  of 
the  letter  on  Bowles ;  of  course  1  should  be  delighted 
to  send  it  to  you.

**  One  of  the  principal  cause*,"  says  Madame  Guic- 
cioli, "  of  the  exile  of  my  relativea,  waj>  in  reality  the 
idea  that  Lord  Byron  would  sliare  the  banishment  of 
his  friends.  Alreaily  the  Governmeol  were  avente  to 
I./)rd  Byron's  residence  at  Ravenna ;  knowing  his 
opinion!,  feurin;;  his  influence,  and  alw  exaggerating 
the  extent  of  his  means  for  giving  eOect  to  tfiem. 
They  fancied  that  he  provided  money  for  the  pur- 
chase of  ann»i,  &c.,  and  that  he  conlributed  pecu- 
niarily lo  ilie  wanis  of  the  Society.  The  inilh  is, 
thai,  when  called  upon  to  exercise  his  bencBcenoe, 
he  made  no  iuquirieaets  to  the  poliiiriU  and  religious 
opinions  of  those  who  re'|uired  his  aid.  Kvery  un- 
happy and  needy  object  had  ao  cijunl  tha/e  in  his 
benevolence.  The  Anli-Liberols,  however,  insisted 
upon  believing  that  he  was  the  principnl  support  of 
Liberalism  in  Romngna,  and  were  desiroui  of  his 
departure;  hut,  not  daring  to  evict  it  by  any  direct 
measure,  they  were  in  hope*  of  being  able  indirectly

"  I  have  that  for  two  or  three  of  them,  which  they 
had  better  not  move  me  to  put  iu  motion ; — ai)d  yet, 
after  all,  what  a  fool  I  am  to  di5(;uie(  myitelf  aboutsucb 
fellows  1  It  was  all  very  well  (vn  nr  twi'ive  years  ajo, 
when  I  WHS  a  'curled  darling,'  and  nuadcd  Mich 
thinga.  At  present,  1  rate  them  at  their  true  value; 
but,  from  natural  tetnprr  and  bile,  am  not  able  to 
keup  quiet. 

"  Let  me  bear  from  you  on  your  return  from  Ire- 
land, which  ought  to  be  a»haroed  to  •««  you,  after  her 
Brunswick  bUmcy.  I  am  of  Longman's  opiniun, 
that  yoii  should  allow  your  friends  to  lu|uidiile  (he 
Ilennuda  uUim,  Why  should  you  throw  away  the 
two  thousand  pounds  [of  the  rum-guinea  Murray) 
u|ioa  thill  curscHl  piece  of  treacherous  inveiglcinenlT 
I  think  yoq  carry  the  nuitler  a  Uttle  too  for  oikI  scro- 
pubuiily.  When  we  see  |>alriol8  begging  jiuhlicly, 
and  know  that  Gratlan  ivceived  a  fortune  from  hit 
country,  I  really  do  not  see  why  a  man,  in  no  whit  in- 
ferior to  any  or  all  of  ihcm,  should  shrink  from  accept- 
ing that  oniitasoe  from  his  private  friends,  which 
every  tradesman  receives  from  his  connevions  upon 
much  loss  occasioni.  For,  after  oU,  it  was  itot  gour 
debl — it  was  a  pieca  of  swindling  against  you.  .^« 
Io  •  •  •  4^  miJ  iiiQ  •  fvhat  noble  croatures !  *  &c. 
Sec.,'  it  is  all  very  fine  aod  very  well.  but.  till  you  can 
pervunde  me  that  there  Li  mo  eretiit,  and  no  irffap- 
plmue  to  be  oblainetl  by  being  of  use  to  a  celebrated 
man.  I  must  retain  the  came  opinion  of  the  human 
spcctM,  which  I  do  of  our  friend  M*  Specie." 

In  the  month  of  August,  Nadama  Giiiccioli  had 
joined  her  father  at  Pisa,  and  woa  now  suporiatendiag 
the  prepaiatiuus  at  the  Casa  Lanfranchi,— one  of  the 
must  aacienl  and  spacious  palaces  of  that  city, — for 
(he  reception  of  her  noble  bvar.  "  He  left  Ravenna,'' 
lay*  ihtK  lady,  "with  great  regret,  and  with  a 
presentiment  that  bis  departure  wouhl  b«  Iha 
forerunner  of  a  thousand  evils  to  us.  in  every  letter 
be  then  wrote  to  mc,  he  expressed  his  displeasure  at 
this  step.  '  If  your  father  should  be  rc<»lled,'  In- 
said,  '  /  immedialelf  rttum  to  Ravenna;  and  if  he 
is  rocalted  prtviotu  to  my  departure,  /  rtrntttA.' 
In  this  ho)>c  he  delayed  his  journey  for  several  months ; 
but  at  lost,  no  longer  having  any  expectation  uf  our 
immediate  return,  ha  wrote  Io  me,  saying — '  1  set  out 
moat  unwiUingly,  foreaaeiog  the  most  rvil  results  for 
■Uof  you,  and  principally  for  yourself  I  say  no 
more,  but  you  will  see.'  .\od  in  another  letter  h« 
•ays :  *  I  leave  Uavcnna  so  unwillingly,  aod  with  such 
a  persuasion  on  my  miod  tlut  my  departure  will  lend

He  always  wrote  to  me  nl 
thnt  time  in  Italian,  and  I  trAiucribc  hits  e^tact  words, 
tiow  entirely  were  these  prescntiineuta  Teritied  hy 
the  i-yinl !"  • 

After  describing  hii  mode  of  life  while  at  Rarenna, 
the  Udy  thus  proceeds: — 

"Thi»  wrt  uf  ample  lire  he  led  until  the  &lal  day 
of  hit  deparlurc  for  Greece,  and  the  few  vamtions 
he  inado  from  it  may  be  said  to  have  arisen  sole); 
from  ilio  greater  or  smaller  number  of  occasions 
which  were  ofTrrcd  him  of  doing  pood,  and  from  the 
generous  actions  he  was  coutinually  performing. 
Many  families  (in  Ravenna  principally]  owed  to  him 
the  few  prosjterous  days  they  eTcr  enjoyed.  His 
arrival  in  that  town  was  spoken  of  ns  a  piece  o( 
public  good  fortune,  and  his  departure  as  a  public 
calnmily ;  and  (his  is  the  life  which  mniiy  allempted 
ta  axpersc  as  that  of  a  libertine.  Hut  the  world 
must  at  last  leom  how,  with  so  good  and  generous  a 
heart,  Lord  Byron,  suwcplible,  ii  is  true,  of  the 
niost  energetic  paaxions,  yet,  at  the  same  lime,  of  the 
•ublimrat  and  most  pure,  and  rendering  homage  in 
his  aels  Ut  CTcry  Tirtoc— how  he,  I  say,  could  afford 
such  scope  to  malice  and  to  calumny.  Circumslancrs, 
and  also,  probably,  an  eccentricity  of  dinpoiitioa 
(which,  nevertheless,  had  its  origin  in  a  virluons 
fecKng,  an  cicessirc  nbborrerce  for  hyputri!iy  utiii 
affectation),  contributed  perhaps  to  rloud  the 
■piendour  of  his  e\alte(i  aaturc  in  the  opinion  of 
many.  But  ;od  will  well  know  how  to  analyse  these 
cootrndictioas  in  a  manner  worthy  uf  your  noble 
friand  and  of  yourself,  and  you  will  prove  ituit  Uie 
gnodaes*  of  his  heart  was  not  inferior  to  the  grandeur 
of  his  geniua.  **  | 

At  Bologna,  according  to  the  appointmeiit  made 
between  them.  Lord  0} ron  and  Mr.  Rogers mtt ;  and 
the  recor<l  whicli  this  Liiter  gentleman  has,  la  his 
Poem  ou  Italy,  preserved  of  their  meeting  conveys  so 
vivid  a  picture  of  the  poet  at  this  period,  with,  at  the 
lame  time,  so  just  and  feeling  a  tribute  to  his 
memory,  that,  narrowed  as  my  limits  arc  now 
becoming,  I  caaooi  refrain  from  giving  the  sketch 
etuire.

I  ahould  luirdly  hnrv 
thought  it  poisiblc  for  eociety  (or  the  world,  aa  it  ia 
calM)  to  leave  a  being  with  w  little  of  the  leaven  of 
hail  pajuiioDB. 

"  I  do  not  ipeak  from  penooal  experience  only, 
(«it  from  all  i  ha»e  over  heard  of  him  from  others, 
duriog  abmmce  and  distance.'* 

After  remaining  a  day  al  Bologna,  Lord  Byron 
croncd  the  Api^eninrj  with  Mr  hogen;  and  I  God 
Ibc  following  note  of  their  TJait  together  lo  the  Oallery 
al  Florence. 

"  I  reviiilcd  Ibe  Florence  Oallery,  &:c.  My  former 
impreaaions  were  conlirmed ;  biii  there  were  too  many 
Tisiloni  there  to  allow  one  lo/ec/any  thing  property. 
When  we  were  (about  thirty  or  forty )  all  stuSed  into 
iherabinet  of  gemiand  knick-knackeries,  in  a  comer 
of  one  of  the  galleries,  I  IkM  Rogen  that  it '  fell  like 
being  in  the  watchhouie.'  1  left  him  to  make  hia 
obeisanoea  lo  some  of  bii  acquaintance*,  and  AlroLled 
on  alone — ibc  only  four  niinutr*  I  could  tnalch  of 
any  fcelinj;  for  the  works  around  me.  I  do  not  nirau 
to  apply  this  to  a  l^te  a-tete  w-ruliny  with  Rogen, 
who  has  ao  excellent  taste,  and  deep  feeling  for  the 
aria  (indeed  much  more  of  both  than  I  can  poaaeaa, 
for  of  the  foiuieji  I  have  not  much),  hut  to  the 
crowd  of  jdatling  ilarcn  and  traTelling  talliers  around 
me. 

"  I  heard  one  bold  Uriton  declare  to  the  woman  on 
his  arm,  looking  at  the  Venua  of  Titian, '  Well,  now, 
this  is  really  very  fine  indeed,' — an  obaanrotion  which. 
Ukc  thai  of  the  btodlord  in  Joaeph  Andrews  on  '  the 
certainly  of  death,'  was  (as  the  ]andk>rd*a  wife  ob- 
tervi-d]  'extremely  true.* 

"  In  the  Filti  Palace,  I  dtd  not  omit  Ooldsmith'ii 
prescription  for  a  cooooiiuieur,  «iz.  '  that  the  pftur^ii 
would  hate  bfcn  bcttvr  if  the  paiuler  luid  taken 
more  pnlus,  and  In  praise  the  works  of  Fieiro  Pe> 
rugioo."*

''Giffbrd  is  too  wise  a  man  to  think  that  such 
things  can  have  any  serious  effect :  toAo  was  ever 
altered  by  a  poem  ?  I  beg  leave  to  observe,  that 
there  is  no  creed  nor  personal  hypothe«is  of  mine  in 
all  this ;  but  I  was  obliged  to  make  Cun  and  Lucifer 
talk  consistently,  and  surely  this  has  always  been 
permitted  to  poesy.  Cain  is  a  proud  man :  if  Lucifer 
promised  him  kingdom,  &c.  it  would  elat*  him :  the 
object  of  the  Demon  is  to  depress  him  still  further  in 
his  own  estimation  than  he  was  before,  by  showing 
him  infinite  Ihiugs  and  bb  own  abasement,  till  he  falls 
into  the  frame  of  mind  that  leads  to  the  catastrophe, 
from  mere  internal  irritation,  not  premeditation,  or 
envy  of  Abel  (which  would  have  made  him  con- 
temptible), but  from  rage  and  fury  against  the  inade- 
quacy of  his  state  to  bis  conceptions,  and  which  dis- 
charges itself  rather  against  life,  and  the  author  of 
life,  than  the  mere  living. 

"His  subsequent  rcmorae  is  the  natural  effect  of 
looking  on  his  sudden  deed.  Had  the  deed  been 
premeditated,  his  repentance  would  have  been 
tardier. 

"Either  dedicate  it  to  Walter  Scott,  or  if  you 
think  he  would  like  the  dedication  of '  the  Foscaris' 
better,  put  the  dedication  to  'tha  Foscaris.'  Ask 
him  wliich. 

"  Your  first  note  was  queer  enough ;  but  your  two 
other  letterv,  with  Moore's  and  Oitford's  opinions,  set 
all  right  again.  I  told  you  before  that  1  can  never 
recast  any  thing.  I  am  like  the  tiger :  if  I  miss  the 
first  spring,  I  go  grumbling  back  to  my  jungle  again ; 
but  if  I  do  hitt  it  is  crushing.  •  «  *  You 
disparaged  the  last  three  cantos  to  me,  and  kept  them 
back  above  a  year;  but  1  have  heard  from  England 
that  (notwithstanding  the  errors  of  the  press)  they 
are  well  thought  of;  for  instaooe,  by  American  Ir- 
ving, which  last  is  a  feather  in  my  (fool's)  cap. 

"  You  have  received  my  letter  (oi>eu)  through  Mr 
Kinuaird,  and  so,  prey,  bend  me  no  more  reviews  of 
any  kind.  I  will  read  no  more  of  evil  or  good  in  that 
line.  Walter  Scott  has  not  read  a  review  of  himselj 
for  thirteen  gears. 

"The  bust  is  not  my  property,  but  Hobhoute'a. 
I  addressed  it  to  you  as  an  Admiralty  man,  great  at 
the  custom-house.  Pray  deduct  the  expenses  of  the 
same,  and  ail  otliers.

Theyfolbwed 
hia  in  his  rides,  dined  with  him,  and  felt  ihemselrea 
happy,  of  course,  in  the  apparent  intimacy  in  which 
they  lived  with  so  renowned  a  inao  ;  but  not  one  of 
them  was  adiiiitte<l  to  any  part  of  his  friendship, 
which,  indeed,  he  did  not  easily  accord.  He  had  a 
great  atfection  for  SshelUy,  and  a  great  esteem  for  his 
character  and  talents ;  bul  be  was  not  his  friend  in 
the  moHi  extensive  sense  of  that  word.  Sometimes, 
when  s|>eakiog  of  his  friends  and  of  friendship,  as  also 
of  love,  and  of  every  other  noble  emotion  of  Ihe  •oui, 
hia  expressions  might  inspire  doubts  concerning  his 
■enlimenia  and  the  goo<iiie<ts  of  his  heart.  The  feel- 
ing of  the  momeol  regulated  his  speech,  and,  beside*, 
be  liked  to  pbiy  the  jiart  of  siogulorily, — and  some- 
times worse, — more  especially  with  those  whom  ha 
suspected  of  endeavouring  (o  make  discoveries  as  la 
hi*  real  character ;  bul  it  was  only  mean  minds  and 
superficial  observers  that  could  be  deceived  in  hiin. 
It  was  necessary  to  connider  his  actions  lo  |*erceiTa 
the  coniradicliou  they  bore  lo  his  words  -.  it  was  na- 
eestary  to  be  witness  of  certain  inoment.>),  during 
which  unforeseen  and  involuntary  emotion  forced  him 
to  give  himself  entirely  up  lo  his  feelings ;  and  who- 
ever beheld  bin  then,  became  aware  of  the  *tor«a  of 
sensibility  and  goodness  of  which  tiis  Doble  heart  waa 
full. 

"  Among  the  iriaoy  occasions  I  had  of  seeing  him 
thus  ovcrjMwcred,  I  shall  mention  one  rrlatise  to  bis 
feelings  of  friendship.  A  few  days  before  tearing 
Pisn,  we  were  one  evening  sealed  in  the  garden  of 
the  Palazao  Lasfranchi.  A  soft  mehuicboly  waa 
spread  over  his  eouotenaoce ; — he  recalled  lo  mind 
the  events  of  bis  life;  compared  ibriu  vrilh  his  pre- 
sent siiuaiion  and  with  thai  which  it  might  have  been 
if  his  alTeclion  for  Die  had  not  caused  him  to  remain 
in  Italy,  saying  things  which  would  have  made  earth 
a  paradise  for  me.  bul  I  bat  even  then  a  prewnlimenl 
that  t  should  lose  all  this  happiness  lorraented  me. 
At  this  moment  a  servant  announced  Mr  I  lobbooac 
The  slight  shade  of  melancholy  dilTuscd  over  Lord

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NOTICES  OP  THE 


Lord  Byron  bad  now,  for  tome  time,  as  may  be 
collected  from  his  letten,  begtm  to  fancy  that  bis  repu- 
tatioa  in  England  was  on  the  wane.  The  same  tbint 
after  fame,  with  the  same  sensitirenesa  to  erery  pass- 
ing chance  of  popular  favour,  which  led  Taaso  at  last 
to  look  upon  himself  as  the  most  despised  of  writers,* 
had  more  than  once  disposed  Lord  Byron,  in  the  midst 
of  all  his  triumphs,  if  not  to  doubt  their  reality,  at  least 
to  distrust  their  continuance  {  and  Mmietimcs  eren, 
with  that  painful  skill  which  sensibility  supplies,  to 
extract  out  of  the  brightest  tributes  of  success  some 
omen  of  future  failure,  or  qrmptom  of  decline.  New 
successes,  howerer,  still  came  to  dissipate  these  bod- 
bgs  of  diffidence,  nor  was  it  till  after  his  unlucky 
coalition  with  Mr  Hunt  in  the  Liberal,  that  any 
grounds  for  such  a  suspicion  of  his  having  declined 
in  public  favour  showed  themwlves. 

The  chief  inducements,  on  the  part  of  Lord  Byron, 
to  this  imworthy  alliance  yune,  in  the  first  place,  a 
wish  to  second  the  kind  views  of  bis  friend  Shelley  in 
inviting  Mr  Hunt  to  join  him  in  Italy ;  and,  in  the 
next,  a  desire  to  avail  himself  of  the  aid  of  one  ko 
experienced,  as  an  editor,  in  the  favourite  project  he 
had  now  so  long  contemplated,  of  a  periodical  work, 
in  which  all  the  various  oQgpring'of  bis  genius  might 
be  received  fast  as  they  sprung  to  light.'  With  such 
opinions,  however,  as  he  had  long  entertained  of 
Mr  Hunt's  character  and  talents,-}-  it  must  be  owned 
that  the  facility  with  which  he  now  admitted  him — 
not  certainly  to  any  degree  of  confidence  or  iotimacy, 
but  to  a  declared  fellowship  of  fame  and  interest  in 
the  eyes  of  the  world,  is  an  inconsistency  not  easily 
to  be  accounted  for,  and  argued,  at  all  events,  a 
strong  confidence  in  the  antidotal  power  of  his  own 
name  to  resist  the  ridicule  of  such  an  association. 

As  long  as  Shelley  lived,  the  regard  which  Lord 
Byron  entertained  for  him  extended  its  influence  also 
over  his  relations  with  bis  friend;  the  suavity  and

"How  is  your  gout?  or  rather,  how  an  you?  I 
return  the  Count  *  "s  Journal,  which  is  a  very  ex- 
trawdinary  production,!  and  of  a  most  melancholy 
truth  in  dl  that  regards  high  life  in  Engknd.  fknow, 
or  knew,  personally,  most  of  the  pcrsonngeo  and  an. 
deties  which  he  describes ;  and  after  reading  his  re- 
mnrks  hare  the  sensation  fresh  upon  me  as  if  I  had 
seen  then  yesterday.  Iwould  howererplead  in  behalf 
of  some  few  exceptions,  which  I  wiD  mention  by  and 
by.  The  most  singular  thing  is,  Mow  he  should  hare 
pcnetimted  not  the /act,  but  the  aiys/ery  of  the  Eng- 
lish ennui,  at  two-and-twenty.  I  was  about  the 
same  age  when  I  made  the  same  discorery,  in  almost 
precisely  the  same  circles— (for  there  is  scarcely  a 
person  mentioned  whom  1  did  not  see  nightly  or  daily, 
and  was  acquainted  more  or  lees  intimately  with  most 
of  them) — but  I  never  could  have  described  it  so  welL 
Ilfaut  itrt  FVamfoU  to  eflect  this. 

"  But  he  ought  abo  to  have  been  in  the  oountiy 
during  the  hunting  eeason,  with  'a  select  party  oif 
distinguished  guest*,'  as  the  papers  term  it.  He 
ought  to  have  seen  the  gentlemen  after  dinner  (on  the

Alas !  our  dearly  beloved  coun- 
trymen bare  only  discovered  that  they  are  tired,  and 
not  that  they  are  tireaomo ;  and  I  suspect  that  the 
communication  of  the  hitter  unpleasant  verity  will 
not  be  better  received  than  truths  usually  are.  I 
have  read  the  whole  with  great  attention  and  in- 
struction. I  am  too  good  a  patriot  to  say  pleeuure — 
at  least  I  won't  say  so,  whatever  I  may  think.  I 
showed  it  (I  hope  no  breach  of  confidence),  to  a 
young  Italian  lady  of  rank,  tret  iiutruiU  also;  and 
who  passes,  or  passed,  for  being  one  of  the  three  most 
celebrated  belles  in  the  district  of  Italy,  where  her 
family  and  connexions  resided  in  less  troublesome 
timet  as  to  politics  (which  is  not  Genoa,  by  the  way], 
and  she  was  delighted  with  it,  and  says  (hat  she  has 
derived  a  better  notion  of  English  society  from  it  than 
from  all  Madame  dcSta el's  metaphysical  disputations 
on  the  same  subject,  in  her  work  on  the  Revolution.

How  totally  all  this  diflWed  from  the  Byron  of  the 
social  hour,  they  who  lired  in  familiar  intercourse 
with  him  may  be  safely  left  to  tell.  The  sort  of  ferine 
reputation  which  he  had  acquired  for  himself  abroad 
prevented  numbers,  of  course,  of  his  countrymen, 
whom  he  would  have  most  cordially  welcomed,  from 
seeking  his  acquaintance.  But,  as  it  was,  no  English 
gentleman  ever  approached  him,  with  the  common 
forms  of  introduction,  that  did  not  come  away  at  once 
surprised  and  charmed  by  the  kind  courtesy  and  fa- 
ctlily  of  his  manners,  the  unpretending  play  of  his 
conversation,  and,  on  a  nearer  intercourse,  the  frank, 
youlltful  spirits,  to  the  flow  of  which  he  gave  way  with 
such  a  zest,  as  even  to  deceive  some  of  those  who 
best  knew  him  into  the  impression,  that  gaiety  was 
after  all  the  Inie  bent  of  his  disposition. 

To  these  contrasts  which  he  presented,  as  viewed 
publicly  and  privately,  is  to  be  added  also  the  fact, 
tl)at,  while  braving  the  world's  ban  so  boldly,  and  as- 
serting man's  right  to  think  for  himself  with  a  freedom 
and  even  daringness  unequalled,  the  original  shyness 
of  bis  nature  never  ceased  to  hang  about  him ;  and 
while  at  a  distance  he  was  regarded  as  a  sort  of  auto- 
crat in  intellect,  revelling  in  all  (he  confidence  of  his 
own  great  powers,  a  somewhat  nearer  observation 
enabled  a  common  acquaintance  at  Venice  *  to  detect, 
under  all  this,  traces  of  that  self- distrust  and  bashful- 
ness  which  had  marked  him  as  a  boy,  and  which 
never  entirely  forsook  him  through  the  whole  of  his 
career. 

Still  more  singular,  however,  than  this  contm- 
diclion  between  the  public  and  private  man — a  con- 
tradietiuo  not  unfreiiucnt,  and,  in  some  cases,  more 
apparent  than  real,  as  depending  upon  the  relative 
position  of  the  observer — were  those  contrarieties  and 
changes  not  less  startling,  which  liis  character  so  often 
exhibited,  as  compared  with  itself.

"I  have  great  pleasure  in  acknowledging  your  let- 
ter, and  the  honour  which  the  Committee  have  done 
me ; — I  shall  endeavour  to  deserve  their  confidence  by 
every  means  in  my  power.

I  have  also  to  return  my 
thanks,  particularly  to  yourself,  for  the  aeoompaiiyint 
letter,  which  ia  extremely  flattering. 

"  Since  I  hut  wrote  to  you,  through  the  medium 
of  Mr  Hobhouse,  I  have  received  and  forwarded  a 
letter  from  Captain  lliaquiore  to  me,  from  Corfu, 
which  will  show  how  he  gets  on.  Yesterday  I  fell  ia 
with  two  young  Oermaus,  survivors  of  General  Nor- 
mann's  band.  They  arrived  at  Genoa  in  the  most 
deplorable  state — ^without  food — without  a  soti — 
without  shoes.  The  Austrians  had  sent  them  out  of 
their  territory  on  their  landing  at  Trieste ;  and  they 
had  been  forced  to  oome  down  to  Florence,  and  had 
travelled  from  Leghorn  here,  with  four  Tuscan  livrt 
(about  three  francs)  in  their  pocLciH.  I  have  given 
them  twenty  Genoese  scudi  (about  a  hundred  and 
thirty-three  livres,  French  money],  and  new  shoes, 
which  will  enable  them  to  get  to  Switxerland,  whore 
they  say  that  they  have  friends.  All  that  they  could 
raise  in  Genoa,  besides,  was  thirty  «oh«.  They  do 
not  complain  of  tlie  Greeks,  but  say  that  they  have 
suflered  more  since  their  landing  in  Italy. 

"I  tried  their  veracity,  Istly,  by  their  paiwporta 
and  papers;  2dly,  by  topograpliy,  croas-questiooing 
them  about  Arta,  .^rgo■,  Athens,  Missolonghi,  Co- 
rinth, Ice. ;  and  3dly,  in  Romaic,  of  which  I  found 
(one  of  them  at  least)  knew  more  than  1  do.  One  ef 
them  (they  are  both  of  good  ramilie*)  i*  a  fine  hand- 
some young  fellow  of  three  and  Iwenly—a  W'ir- 
tembergher,  and  has  a  k>ok  of  Samdt  about  him — tbe 
other  a  Uavarian,  older  and  Bat-faced,  and  leas  ideal, 
but  a  great,  sturdy,  suldicr-like  personage.  The 
Wirtemberglier  was  in  the  action  at  .\rU,  where  the 
Philhellenisu  were  cut  to  pieces  after  killing  six 
hundred  Turks,  they  themselves  bt-ing  only  a  hundred 
and  fifty  in  number,  opposed  to  about  six  or  seven 
thousand ;  only  eight  escaped,  and  of  them  about  three 
only  survived ;  so  that  General  Noraiann  '  posted  his 
ragamuffins  where  they  were  well  peppered — not 
three  of  the  hundred  and  fifty  left  alive — ud  tbcy  are 
for  the  town's  end  fur  life.' 

"These  two  left  Greece  by  tbe  dkectioa  of  tbe 
Grefks.

"  In  coorormity  lo  the  de«tire«  of  Mr.  B.  aod  other 
oorretpoadent*  in  Greece,  I  have  to  suggest,  irilh  all 
defeiCDoe  to  iho  Comniitle«',  that  a  rcmiitanec  of  oven 
'  t«n  thousand  pounds  only'  (Mr.  B.'ii  expression) 
would  hi-  of  the  greatest  aerrice  to  the  Greek  Gorrm- 
mcnt  at  prekrat.  I  have  al<so  to  reoomtneud  i>troii|((y 
the  atlcrnpl  of  a  loan,  for  which  there  will  be  oflered 
a  sutBcicDt  security  by  drputieii  now  on  their  way  to 
England.  In  th«  meaa  time,  I  hope  that  the  Com- 
niille«  will  be  onabled  to  do  oomething  cHectual. 

"  Fur  my  own  part.  I  mean  to  carry  up,  in  cash  or 
credits,  above  eight,  and  nearly  niuethnutatid  poiiods 
•lerling,  which  I  am  enabled  to  do  by  funds  I  have  ia 
Italy,  and  rredits  in  England.

and  the  most  humane  of  conquerori*.  At  preicnt  we 
can  only  console  ourselves  with  the  cooTiction  that 
his  country  wiO  at  last  recover  from  that  violence  of 
invective  and  reproach  which  has  beco  so  long  rni«ed 
asaia*!  him,  and  will  learn  (o  understand  that  the 
dross  and  lees  of  the  age  and  the  individual,  out  of 
which  even  the  best  have  to  elevate  themselves,  arc 
but  i>eri]ihable  and  transient,  while  the  wonderful 
glory  to  which  he,  in  the  present  and  through  all  fu- 
ture ages,  hiM  elevated  his  country,  will  be  as  bound- 
leas  in  its  splendour,  as  it  is  incalculable  in  ilji  coiise- 
quences.  Nor  can  there  be  any  doubt  that  the  na- 
lioo,  which  can  boast  of  sn  many  great  names,  nill 
ckus  him  among  the  first  of  Ihoic  through  whom  she 
has  acquired  such  glory.**

The  grent  difficulty,  lo  no  obscrrer  of  the  nate  of 
Greece  at  this  criils,  was  (o  be  able  dearly  lo  dis- 
linjruiib  between  what  wos  real  and  what  waa  merely 
appareiit  in  those  test*  by  which  the  probability  of 
her  future  success  or  failure  was  to  be  judge*!.  With 
B  OoTcnimenC  little  more  than  uominal,  having  Dfithi-r 
authority  nor  rcsourcca,  its  executive  and  legislative 
branchen  being  openly  at  variance,  and  the  ituppliea 
that  ought  to  till  itke\che<|uer  being  intercepted  by 
the  military  Chiefs  who,  bein;,  in  most  places,  col- 
lectors of  the  revenue,  were  able  to  rob  by  authority ; 
— with  that  cuiTie  of  ol)  popuhir  enterprises,  a  nuilti- 
plirity  of  lenders,  each  selfishly  pursuing  his  own  ob- 
ject*, and  ready  lo  make  the  »word  the  umpire  of 
their  claims;— wilh  B  fleet  furnisheiJ  hy  prirnte  ad- 
tenlure,  and,  therefore,  precarious;  and  an  army  he- 
longinK  rather  to  its  Chiefs  than  to  the  GoverRmeiil, 
and  accordingly,  inisting  more  to  plunder  than  to 
P*!  ; — with  all  these  principles  of  mischief,  and,  as  it 
would  aecm.  ruin  at  the  very  licart  of  the  slnipglc,  it 
had  jet  peraevered,  which  was  in  itself  victory, 
through  three  lr)ing  campoigns;  nnd  at  this  moment 
pre«ente<t.  In  the  midst  nf  all  its  apparent  wenLness 
and  di«lra<-tinn,  some  elementu  r>f  Bticcess  which  both 
ttCcuuated  for  what  had  hitherto  been  effected,  and 
gdre  a  hope,  with  more  favouring  circumslmicp*,  of 
•omrlhin;  nobler  yet  to  come. 

Besides  the  oever-failii>g  encoura^raent  which  the 
incApBcity  of  their  enemies  afforded  them,  the  Greeks 
derived  also  from  the  geographical  cnnformntion  of 
their  couDlry  those  «aine  odvantages  wilh  which  na- 
ture had  blesn-d  their  great  aneestor^i,  and  which  had 
contributed  mainly  perhtkps  to  the  formation,  as  well 
as  maintenance,  of  their  high  national  character. 
Iklonderaand  mouataineem,  they  were,  by  their  very 
position,  heirs  lo  the  blestin^  of  freedom  and  com- 
roerce,  and  never.  thrnuj;hout  their  long  slavery  nnd 
BulTeriugs.  had  the  spirit  of  cither  died  away  within 
them.  They  hnd  aUo,  luckily,  in  n  pnliucal  as  well 
8s  religious  point  of  view,  preserved  thai  sacred  Une 
of  distinction  between  themselves  and  their  conquerors 
which  a  fond  fidelity  to  an  ancient  church  alone  could 
have  maintained  for  ihcm;  nnd  thus  kept  holily  in 
reserve,  against  the  hour  of  strugs-le,  that  most  alir- 
ring  of  all  the  excilemeuu  lo  which  Freedom  can 
appeal  when  she  points  to  her  Hanie  rising  out  of  the 
cen*er  of  Rehition.  In  tlddjtion  to  these,  and  all  ihe 
other  moral  ndviinloges  iitdiided  in  Ihcm,  for  which 
the  Greeks  were  indebted  lo  their  own  nature  and 
position,  is  to  be  taken  into  account  also  the  aid  and 
sympathy  they  had  every  ri(tht  to  cKjicci  from  others. 
OS  soon  as  their  e&erlioiu  in  their  own  cause  should 
juslifj  the  confidence  that  it  woulil  not  be  the  mere 
chivalry  of  geotrosity  to  iuaiist  tliem.  ■

of  Creedoai  ibroagh  Europe  from  ioining  in  it ; — such 
wefe,  ia  addition  to  the  now  cMCnlial  aid  of  his 
the  great  object*  which  he  proposed  to  effect 
by  hiiiolerferenoe;  aitd  ta  these  he  accordingly,  with 
all  the  caudour.  clear-ttghlednen,  and  courage  which 
so  priM-miQeully  dutioguisbcd  hu  greut  iniad,  applied 
humclt. 

Aware  that,  lo  judge  dvlibcratvly  of  the  ilate 
of  parties,  lie  muit  keep  oul  of  their  vorles,  aud 
mtraMJ,  bj  the  very  impatience  and  rivalry  with 
ifUcb  tb«  different  ChicU  courted  his  prneoce,  of 
Am  riab  be  should  mo  by  ooonecliag  himself  with 
maj,  he  reaoited  id  nnnaia,  fcr  sooe  liais  laager,  in 
llii  stalioa  at  Cephatmiia,  and  there  avail  binaclf  of 
ibc  (acilities  aflbrtird  by  iho  po«ilioii  for  collecting 
iaforaiation  as  to  the  real  state  of  aflain,  aud 
■Hertaining  in  what  quarter  hi*  own  pmenoe  and 
wottM  be  iiioti  atiuUble.  During  the  six 
Weeks  that  bad  clupied  kmu-c  his  arrival  at  Cephalo- 
nia,  he  hnd  been  living  in  the  m<i«t  romforilc-t« 
muiaer,  pvut  up  with  pig*  nod  poultry,  on  board  tli« 
TcsscI  which  brought  him  Having  now  come, 
howi'ver,  to  the  delt-nnination  of  proloogiu^  hu  ktuy, 
be  di>cule(l  alto  upon  fixing  his  abode  on  shore ;  aii<l, 
far  the  sake  nf  privacy,  retired  10  a  siuall  tillage,  called 
JiaiaxtUti  about  seven  miles  from  Argmluli,  wbrre 
1b  Wiatiaoed  to  reside  during  the  remainder  of  liis 
attjr  oo  the  ttlaod. 

Before  thb  cliange  of  reaidcace,  he  had  despatched 
Mr.  Hamiltuo  Browne  aad  Mr.  Trclawnt-y  Milh  a 
letter  10  the  existing  tJovcromrnl  of  Greece,  rxpUna- 
lory  of  his  own  views  and  ihaae  of  the  Commiliee 
whom  he  rrpreseoled;  and  it  was  not  till  a  month 
after  hia  rrniotal  to  Metaxala  that  lutclligruce  from 
tbase  groilcmen  reached  bini.  The  picture  they 
fKM  of  the  state  of  the  counuy  was.  ia  mnal  respecla. 
apilrawtiirj  uf  what  has  already  been  described  aa 
bia  own  V  ifW  of  it ; — iocajwcily  and  sclfiihaes  at  the 
bead  of  affairs,  disori(aaixalion  throughout  the  wliolo 
body  |>otilic,  but  slill,  with  all  this,  tli«  heart  of  the 
aftljon  souud,  and  bent  on  resistance.  Nor  could  he 
bave  failed  to  be  stnir  k  with  tite  close  (aiatly  rrscm- 
btanre  to  the  aiicieut  rice  of  the  counliy  wbich  this 
pklurc  exhibited ;— that  great  people,  in  the  very 
IMlst  of  their  own  eodtess  dtatcusimis.  luiviug  been 
Mr  ready  to  face  round  ia  ooqoert  agamst  the  foe. 
Hbi  kwdahip's  ageoia  hwi  bMO  meoivcd  with  aO 
l^pwatcome  by  tba  OoveruMVt,  who  wera  most 
•oiroiM  tliat  he  should  set  oul  for  (be  .Vtorra  without 
delay;  and  pn^iiag  letters  to  the  Muif  fiurpori,  bolb 
fion  lite  Legislative  aad  Kxecuiive  bcxlio,  arron- 
Maicd  those  wtttob  re«ebe<l  bim  from  Mr*«rs. 
BfowD*  and  Trckwney.  Itewaa,  KoMivrr,  dcirr- 
guacd  aoi  to  moTe  till  bis  own  selected  tune,  having 
ibe  Gutbcr  inaifht  be  obtained  into  thcix 


intrigues,  to  congratulate  liimself  but  the  more  oti 
his  prudence  in  not  plunging  into  the  maze  without 
being  first  fuminhed  with  those  guards  against  de^ 
ception  which  tlie  iuTonuatioa  be  was  now  acquir- 
ing supplied  him. 

To  give  an  idea,  as  briefly  a«  possible,  of  the  sort 
of  couflicliog  calls  that  were,  from  various  scenes  of 
action,  reaching  him  in  his  rcliremeut,  it  may  be 
sufficient  to  meiitina  (hat,  while  by  Metssa,  the 
present  governor  of  MinoloriRhi,  he  was  rntrrated 
earacsily  to  hasten  (o  tbi>  reli<-f  of  that  place,  which 
the  Turks  were  now  blockading  both  by  land  and  by 
sea,  the  bead  of  the  military  chiefs,  Colocolroai,  was 
00  \em  earnestly  urging  that  he  sbouM  preienl  htmself 
at  ibe  approafihing  congress  of  Sakmis,  where,  under 
the  dictation  of  these  rude  warriors,  the  affkirs  of 
the  country  were  to  be  settled, — while,  at  the  aane 
tinH',  Iroin  another  quarter,  the  great  opponent  of 
these  Chieftains,  Mavrooontato,  was,  with  more 
urgency,  as  well  as  more  ability  than  any,  rndravnur- 
iogtoimpres*  upou  him  his  own  vicwt,  and  imploring 
his  pmenoe  at  llydru,  wbiihcr  he  hiuisulf  had  just 
been  forced  to  retire. 

The  mere  knowledge,  indeed,  that  a  ooUe Eaglbib- 
msn  had  arrived  in  those  regions,  so  unprepouwwet) 
by  any  party  as  to  inspire  a  hope  of  his  alliance  in 
all,  and  with  money,  by  common  rumour,  a*  abundant 
as  the  ioiaginationa  of  the  ueedy  cho<e  (o  inake  it, 
was,  in  itsdf,  fully  sufficient,  without  any  of  the 
more  elevated  clninu  of  his  name,  (o  attract  towards 
him  all  thought*.  ''It  is  easier  to  cooceive,"  says 
Count  Gamba,  **  than  to  relato  the  various  meuM 
(tmphjti  loeuiif*  bin  in  one  (action  or  (he  other: 
Wttora,  wimsogsrt,  intrigues,  and  recritniiulioas,— ; 
nay,  each  faction  bad  it*  agents  exerting  every  art 
to  degrade  iu  opponent."  lie  then  adds  a  circum- 
stance sirougty  illustrative  of  a  pc<!uliar  feature  in 
the  noble  poei'scliamcter :— "IK-  oci-upicd  hinudf 
in  discoveriuK  the  Irutli,  hidden  as  it  was  under  (liaso 
intrigues,  and  amumtd  himtt(f  in  car^franlintf  tkt 
a<jtnt*  of  lit*  dtjftrmt  facUvtit.*^ 

Duriog  all  these  ocvii|uitiotis  he  went  on  pursuing 
hii  usual  simple  and  unifutm  uiurse  of  life, — rising, 
hunever,  for  the  despatch  of  bu«ia««s,  at  an  early 
hour,whi<-h  «li<mcdhow  capable  ha  »M  of  eenqDering 
«'«cn  long  habit  when  nccesanry.  lliougb  so  muob 
occupied,  100,  be  was,  ni  all  hours,  ■ceeailiht  Ut 
viaiton;  aad  the  lacility  with  which  he  alkiwed  erea 
the  dullest  peojile  to  bn-ok  in  upou  him  was  exroipli- 
Aed,  I  aaj  told,  strongly  iu  the  rase  uf  one  of  tb« 
olUcers  of  tlir  garrison,  who,  without  bring  able  to 
uudi-rslond  any  thing  of  the  |kh.'I  but  hi*  good-oaturr, 
u«vd  to  say,  wUcue«i-r  he  found  his  doi*  hang 
heavily  on  Ilia  tiands.— "  I  think  I  shall  ride  out,  and 
have  a  httle  Ulk  with  Ixird  Uyrou." 

Th« person,  however,  whose  vuii* appeared  (ogive 
Urn  BOal  pleasore,  as  well  from  the  inlerMt  he  look 
in  (be  subject  on  which  lliey  chiefly  conversed,  as 
IrtMi  Uw  opporuiniiiit,  sometimes,  of  plaaaaoUy 
whiob  tb«  necuiiwitioB  of  his  visitor  alMed  bia, 
a  MMical  fMHlwM,  mmed  Ke«M4r.  «bo, 


from  a  strong  smse  of  (be  rahie  of  reUgioa  lo 
Had  tJkkru  up  the  benevolent  task  of  oosummikBliiig 
Ills  own  light  to  otbef*.  Tba  fif«i  iirigia  of  Ibeir  ip- 
lareoufM  was  aa  uadertakiAg.  00  Ibe  i«n  of  ibit  gca- 
tlenu,  to  aoBTorl  lo  a  flrw  bcbcf  in  Cbriatianky 
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raUicr  iccptical  friend*  of  hw,  then  at  ArROitolL 
Happeuini;  to  hear  of  ihe  oireliDg  appointed  for  thta 
purpoae.  Lord  Byron  b«gg«d  that  he  might  be  allowed 
to  attend,  »a)ing  (o  the  person  througli  whom  he 
oooveyed  bin  rc«iuc«l,  "  You  koow  I  am  reckoned  a 
black  sheep,— yet,  after  all,  not  ho  bkick  ft»  the  world 
belteTea  me.*^  He  had  promiiwrd  to  nonvioco  Doctor 
Kaonedy  that,  "■  though  wantiog,  perhaps,  in  fiulh, 
h«  at  leaat  had  palicnoe ; "  but  the  procem  of  lo 
tnaoy  hoiin  of  lecture, — no  ieu  than  twelve,  without 
iniiSTuplion,  being  stipulated  for, — was  a  trial  beyond 
bia  ctrength;  and,  rery  early  in  the  operation,  as  the 
Doctor  ioforms  uk,  he  began  lo  show  evident  lignt  of 
a  wish  to  rschange  the  part  of  hearer  fur  (hat  of 
•peaker.  Noiwithmanding  thin,  however,  there  wni 
M  all  his  deportment,  both  a»  lixlrnvr  and  talker,  such 
•  ifefree  of  Goirrtesy,  candour,  nod  siincrre  readinew 
la  be  ungbi,  as  excited  ialeresl,  if  not  hope,  for  his 
future  wdfare  in  the  good  Doctor;  and  though  he 
serer  after  attended  the  more  numerous  meetinj^, 
his  conferences,  on  the  tame tubjci^t,  with  Dr  Kennedy 
almc,  were  not  infre(|uefil  during  the  remainder  of 
his  slay  at  Ccphalonio. 

These  curious  Converiations  have  just  l>ecn  pub- 
lished, and  U>  the  raluc  which  ihry  posacss  as  a 
aimpiv  and  popular  exposition  of  Ihe  chief  evidvuces 
of  Christianity,  u  added  the  charm  lliat  must  ever 
dwell  round  the  character  of  one  of  the  interlocutors, 
and  the  almost  ftaxful  interest  atlnchcd  lo  every  word 
thai,  OB  lueb  a  subject,  be  uiiers.  iu  the  course  of 
the  firat  eoeversatioo,  it  will  be  seen  that  Lord  Byron 
espressly  diitclaimed  being  one  of  those  infidels  "  who 
deny  the  Scripture*  and  wish  to  remain  in  unbelief." 
On  the  coalrnry,  he  professed  hiraaeif  ^^dcsirous  to 
believe ;  as  he  experienced  no  happioess  iu  hat iitg 
his  religious  opiuiotiii  so  uofised.**  He  was  unable, 
howew,  ho  added,  "(o  uodentland  the  Scriptures, 
Tboso  wbo  OOUscicntiuubly  brlitved  them  he  could 
always  respect,  and  wns  nlways  disposcKi  lo  trust  io 
thein  more  than  in  others;  hut  he  had  met  with  no 
many  whoev  conduct  tlilli:red  from  Ihe  principles 
wliich  tliejr  professed,  and  who  seemed  to  profetis 
tho*e  principles  either  because  they  were  paid  to  do 
so,  or  from  some  other  motive  which  an  intimate  ac- 
quainlance  with  their  character  would  enable  one  to 
detect,  that  altogether  be  had  seen  few,  if  nay,  whom 
he  could  rely  upon  as  truly  and  cooitcicnliously  be- 
lieving lite  Scriptures." 

We  nuy  take  fur  granted  that  these  convertaiions, 
— more  especially  the  lirsl,  from  the  number  of  |)ersons 
present  who  would  rejtort  the  proceedings, — excitud 
cunsdderablc  interest  among  the  society  of  Argostoti. 
It  wns  said  that  Lord  Byrou  had  displayed  such  « 
profound  knowledge  of  the  Scriptures  as  aslonished, 
and  even  puzzled,  the  polemic  Doctor;  whilo  in  all 
the  eminent  writer*  on  theological  subiecls  he  had 
sliown  himself  far  betliT  versed  than  his  more  prc- 
Iciidiug  opponent.  All  this  Doctor  Kennedy  strongly 
denies;  and  itie  truth  tcenui  to  be,  that  on  neither 
■ids  wars  tlierc  much  stores  of  iheological  leamiug. 
Tke  eoofBaMMI  of  the  lecturer  bimself,  that  he  had 
oo(re«id  the  works  of  Stillingtivet  or  Barrow,  shows 
Uwt,  in  his  researches  after  orthodoxy,  he  had  not 
allowed  himaelf  any  very  extensiTe  range ;  while  the 
alleged  fnmiliaiiiy  of  I»rd  Byron  with  the  same  au- 
lliurities  must  be  taken  with  a  similir  abatcmcat  of

There  ia  nothing  very  attractive 
here  to  divide  my  attention;  but  I  muat  attend  to  the 
Greek  cause,  both  from  honour  and  indinatioo. 
Me*w*  B.  and  T.  are  both  in  the  Morea,  where  they 
have  been  very  well  received,  and  both  of  Ihen  write 
in  good  epirila  and  bopea.

"Thi*  letter  wOI  be  preaented  to  you  by  Mr  Ha- 
■Slott  Browne,  who  preoedea  or  acoonpanie*  the 
Greek  depulie*.  He  i*  both  capable  and  deairon* 
of  rendering  any  aervice  to  the  cause,  and  informa- 
tion to  the  Committee.  He  baa  already  been  of  cott- 
aiderable  advantage  to  both,  of  my  own  knowledge. 
L«rd  Archibald  Hamilton,  to  whom  he  i*  related, 
win  add  a  weightier  recommendation  (ban  mine. 

"  Corinth  i*  taken,  and  a  Turkiah  aqoadron  aaid 
to  be  beaten  in  the  Archipelago.  The  public  pro- 
greaa  of  the  Greeks  ia  considerable,  but  their  inlernal 
di**ciM*oa*  *(0I  continue.  On  arriving  at  (he  eeat  of 
Government,  I  *halt  endeavour  to  mitigate  or  extin- 
gtti*h  them— though  neither  i*  an  easy  task.  I  have 
remained  here  till  now,  partly  in  expectation  of  the 
•quadron  in  relief  of  MiHolonghi,  partly  of  Mr  Party'* 
detachment,  and  partly  to  receive  from  Malto  or 
Zante  the  *um  of  four  thouaaad  pound*  sterling, 
which  I  have  advanced  for  the  payment  of  the  ex- 
pected eqnadroa.  The  biU*  are  negotiatnig,  and  will 
be  eaahed  ia  a  ebort  time,  a*  Ihey  would  have  b«wn 
immediately  in  any  other  mart;  bat  the  mieetabb 
Ionian  mcrcbaato  have  little  money,  and  no  great  cr»' 
dit,  and  are,  bemdea,  poUtieaU^  eAy  on  thn  oo- 
caaion;  for,  although  I  had  btten  of  Meaan  Webb 
(ooe  of  the  atrongeat  bouaea  of  the  Mediterranean), 
and  alao  of  Meaan  Ranaon,  there  b  no  busineaa  to 
be  done  on  fair  terms  except  through  Eoglbh  mer- 
cbanla.  Theae,  however,  have  proved  both  abb 
and  wining,— and  upright,  aa  uaual.* 

"  Cokwd  Stanhope  baa  arrived,  and  vrifl  proceed 
HMnediately ;  he  shall  have  my  cooperation  in  aU  hb 
eadeavoun;  bat  from  every  thmg  that  I  can  learn, 
the  formation  of  a  brigade  at  preaent  win  be  extreme- 
ly dificult,  to  *ay  the  leaet  of  it.

It  in  my  intcalioo 
to  proceed  by  ioa  to  Nnpoli  dl  Romania  as  soon  as

pimlreit  fur  tlieir  fleet.

Before  wc  accompaii)  him 
to  (he  doling  scene  of  all  his  toils,  I  shall  here,  as 
briefly  ai  [lossible,  give  a  aelection  from  the  inaoy 
charaeterialie  auecdotea  lokl  of  him,  while  at  Cepha- 
louia,  where  (to  u»a  the  words  of  (Jolooel  Stanho|>e, 
in  R  letter  frutn  Ihetioe  lo  the  Greek  Committee)  he 
was  "  beloved  by  Ccplialoiiiaiu,  by  Giiglisih,  and  by 
Greeks ;"  and  where,  approached  aa  he  was  familiarly 
by  penoai  of  all  ciajsea  and  countries,  not  an  action, 
not  a  word  is  recorded  of  bim  that  does  not  bear  ho- 
nourable testimony  to  the  hencTolcocc  and  soundncis 
of  his  views,  hit  ever  ready  but  diacrimuiatiDg  gcne-

!■  cxecfleol  apHil*.  The  Miatioo  tailed  the  Cuteal. 
When  tbe  ware*  divided  ua,  and  our  nieea  oonld  do 
loagef  reach  each  other,  we  made  aignak  by  iiing 
pwlob  and  carabinei — '  To-motrow  we  roecl  at  Htaiv- 
looghi — to  morrow.'  Tbua,  full  of  coafldcDce  and 
apihi*,  we  nil«d  along.  Al  twehw  we  wave  out  of 
■ght  of  each  other." 

Ib  waiting  for  the  other  reaaci,  having  taore  than 
once  ■hovtened  «il  for  ilial  purpose,  the  party  oo 
board  the  llntieo  were  upon  the  point  of  being  aur- 
priaed  ialoan  eaoounirr  which  niiiht,  in  a  moment, 
bave  changed  Ibe  future  fortune*  of  l./ord  Byron. 
Two  or  three  hour*  before  daybn-ak,  whilr  ilrcring 
toward*  Miaavluogbi,  they  found  ilieaucUi>»  cIum 
niider  ihe  ■tern  of  a  brge  veaael  which  Ihry  at  fint 
look  tobftfkeek,  but  which,  whm  within  piitol  ihot, 
Ihay  djaeavaad  (u  be  a  Tuikiah  frigate.    By  good 


fortune,  they  were  tbem«el*e«,  ai  il  appean.  mis- 
taken for  a  Greek  bhklot  by  the  Turku,  who  therefore 
ftvrrd  to  6re,  but  with  loud  ihouls  frequently  hailed 
theni,  whili*  tbouc  oo  board  lyord  Bjron'a  »*«»d 
maintained  the  nioat  profound  tilence ;  aod  cTcn  the 
dog*  (a*  I  have  heard  hia  lordship'*  vnlot  nienlion], 
though  Ihry  bad  never  ceased  to  bark  during  the 
whole  of  the  night,  did  not  utier,  while  within  reach 
of  the  Turkish  frigat<-,  a  sound  ; — a  no  looi  lucky  than 
curious  accident,  as,  from  the  information  Ihe  Turks 
had  received  of  all  tbe  particular*  of  hi*  lordship's 
departure  from  Zautc,  the  barking  of  the  dogs,  at 
that  moment,  would  have  been  almoat  certain  to 
betray  him.  Under  tbe  favour  of  these  circumstaocc*. 
and  the  darkness,  they  were  enabled  to  bear  away 
without  further  molestation,  and  took  thcltcr  among 
the  Scraiira,  a  cluster  of  rock*  but  a  few  hours'  aad 
from  Missolooghi.  From  this  place  the  following 
loiter,  remarkablr,  considcriBg  hia  situation  at  ibo 
■KMsent,  for  the  U;;hl,  careleMlooe  that  pervades  it, 
waa  despatched  lo  Colonel  Slatihopc.

question,  especially  if  we  irmain  long  here,  sine*  wa 
ara  blocked  out  of  Missolonghi  by  the  direct  CO'^ 
tnacw.

CinmtKi  and  the  nombard  [ihere 
ia  a  gtroag  reiuion  to  believe]  are  carried  into  Pairas 
hj  a  Turkish  frigate,  which  we  saw  chase  them  at

■hot,  and  onl;  escaped  bjr  a  miracle  of  all  the  Saint*

To  hii 
aurpriKT,  tiowever,  be  found  thai  Lord  Byron  bad 
mm  yet  arrifrd;  f(ir,^4a  if  ararj  thiof  connected 
with  Iki*  thitrt  lojMffi  were  doomed  to  deepen 
wbaleYi'r  ill  boding*  there  were  already  in  hia  iniud, 
—on  hi*  lonbhip'a  departure  ffum  Urngomaalri,  a

Setting  aail  again  imiI  aQraiag  with  thi<  hope  of 
raaolling  Miasoiongfai  before  •unae^  they  were  BtiH 
baffled  by  advene  winds,  and,  arriving  late  at  night 
■a  ihe  pert,  did  not  land  tiU  the  moraine  of  llw  6ih. 

The  aolicitudo,  iu  the  moan  time,  of  all  at  Misao- 
bnghi.  knowing  thai  tbe  Turkiah  Ac«t  was  out,  and 
Lord  Byron  on  his  way,  may  without  dilTioulty  b« 
conceived,  aod  is  most  tifcUly  depicted  in  a  IcUar 
writlsn,  during  the  sospenvc  of  that  moment,  by  an 
cye-witn«MS.  **  TIhi  Tiirkith  llrct,''  imys  Colonel 
Stanhope,  "has  ventured  out,  and  ia  al  lliu  moment 
bkwkadiag  ibe  port.  Beyond  thcso  again  are  seen 
the  Greek  ships,  and  aoioog  the  rest  the  one  that 
was  sent  for  Lord  Byron,  Whether  he  is  ou  board 
or  not  is  a  ijueilion.

•  MlwiloBibi.  Frbrnary  Xb.  ISM. 
"Dr  Muir's  letter  and  youn  of  the  33d  reached  me 
tamt  day*  ago.  Tell  Muir  that  1  am  ghid  of  bis  pro- 
notiaa  Ibr  hk  take,  and  of  hi*  wwaining  near  u*  for 
■n  mr  aakes;  thoaith  I  caunoi  bat  regrvt  Dr  Kvo- 
pvijr'*  deturiure,  wliich  pccouals  for  the  prrrious 
earthquakes  nnd  the  prcseol  Boglisb  weather  io 
tlii*  cliinato.  With  all  respect  to  ny  medioa]  pastor, 
I  have  lo  annouace  to  him,  that  amongst  other  fire- 
fanads.  our  6remaBler  Parry  (just  Undcd)  has  disetn- 
barkcd  an  elect  blacksmith,  intrusted  with  three 
hundred  and  twenty-two  Greek  Testaments.  I  have 
giren  him  all  facilittes  in  my  power  for  hiii  work* 
spiritual  and  leniporal,  and  if  be  can  aetlle  mailer*  as 
cawJy  with  the  Greek  Archbishop  and  hlcfarcby,  1 
trust  that  neither  the  heretic  nor  the  supposed  •cepttc 
trill  Iw  accused  of  intolcmnce. 

"  By  tlie  way,  1  met  with  the  said  Archbishop  at 
Aoatabeo  (where  1  went  bgr  inviiatioa  of  the  Primalea 
A  few  day*  ago,  and  was  received  with  a  heaTiar 
-r"'~***-*-  ihM  the  Turks,  probably)  for  th«  secnul 
time  (I  had  koown  him  here  before) ;  and  be  and  P. 
Marrocordato,  and  the  Chiefs  and  Primates  and  1,  all 
together,  aivd  i  thought  the  metrojioiitan  the 
of  the  party,  and  a  very  good  christian  for  ail 
that.  But  Oamba  (we  gpt  wet  through  in  our  way 
back]  has  been  ill  with  a  fever  and  obotte;  and  Luke 
has  been  out  of  sorts  loo,  and  ao  hate  *oiim>  other*  of 
the  people,  and  1  bare  beca  Tsry  well,— except  that  I 
caught  cold  >e*terday  with  swcAriag  loo  much  io  the 
rain  at  the  Greeks,  who  would  iwi  bear  a  hand  ia 
Uodiog  the  Committee  itofca,  aad  Dearly  tpoilcd  oar 
combustibles ;  but  I  turned  out  in  person,  and  made 
■aeh  a  row  •«  set  them  in  motion,  blaspheming  at 
ihen  flMD  the  Gofcmmeut  downwards,  till  tbcy 
•enwOy  did  soat*  part  of  what  they  ought  to  hare 
4oa«  ar*«tal  days  before,  and  this  is  esteemed,  as  it 
ilmiiet  to  be.  a  wonder. 

"TdlMuii  that,  not  with*  landing  his  mnonstrances, 
which  I  recMTe  thankfully,  it  is  perhaps  best  that  I 
>h«ukl  odnmcc  with  the  troop*;  for  if  we  do  not  do 
wMiivthiiag  sooB,  wo  stMll  only  faato  a  third  year  of 
dcCmiva  a|isaliaw  aad  aaotha  Megr,  and  all  that 


Wc  hear  that  the  Turks  are  coming  dowx  ia  foroe, 
and  ioooer  than  usual ;  and  as  these  fellow*  do  mind 
oiea  little,  it  is  the  opioion  that  I  should  go, — flnlly, 
because  they  will  sooner  listen  to  a  foreigner  than  one 
of  their  own  people,  out  of  native  jealouNC* ;  seeoodly, 
beeauM  ih*  Turks  wiU  sooner  treat  or  capitulate  (if 
such  occasion  should  happen)  with  a  Frank  than  a 
Greek ;  and,  thirdly,  because  nobody  ebe  seeOM  di*- 
poeed  to  take  liic  rcsponsibilily — MavTocordaio  beinf 
rery  busy  here,  the  foreign  military  men  too  young  or 
not  ot  authority  enough  to  be  obeyed  by  the  natives, 
and  the  Chief*  (as  aforesaid)  inclined  to  obey  any  one 
except,  or  rather  than,  one  of  their  own  body.  As 
for  me,  I  am  willing  to  do  what  I  am  bidden,  and  to 
follow  my  inslructioDB.  I  neither  seek  uor  shun  titat 
nor  any  thiitg  ebe  tbey  may  wish  me  lo  attempt ;  and 
as  for  peisonal  safety,  besides  that  it  ought  not  to  be 
a  consideration,  I  take  it  that  a  man  is  on  the  whole 
as  lofe  in  one  place  as  anolbtr;  and,  after  all,  he  hait 
better  end  with  a  bullet  than  bnrk  in  hitt  body.  Ifwc 
are  not  taken  off  with  the  sword,  we  ore  like  to  march 
off  with  an  ague  in  this  mud  bs»ket ;  and  to  conclude 
with  a  very  bad  pun,  lo  the  car  rslher  than  lo  llie  eye, 
belter  mart  toll jf,  than  mars  A-al/^  ;— the  <riiiiAtioa 
of  Missolooghi  H  not  unknown  to  you.  The  dykes  of 
Holland  when  broken  down  are  the  Desert*  of  Arabia 
for  dryoeas,  in  eomparisofl. 

"  And  now  for  the  etoews  of  war.  I  thank  you  and 
Mr  Darff  fur  yottr  ready  answen,  which,  next  lo  ready 
■oney,  is  a  pleasant  thing.  Beside*  the  assets,  aad 
balance,  and  the  relic*  of  the  Corgialegno  cornv 
•poodence  with  Leghorn  and  Oenoa  (I  *old  the  dog 
flour,  tell  him,  but  not  at  Ai§  pnoe),  I  *haQ  ret]ue»l 
and  re<]uirc,  from  the  beginning  of  Illar«h  ensuing, 
about  (i«c  thousand  doDnrs  every  two  monihs.  i.  s. 
about  twenty-fiTe  Ihouaand  within  the  current  year, 
Bl  regular  iDlerrala,  iadepeedenl  of  the  sums  now 
negoliattng.  Icansbowyoudocuineotsto  prote  iluil 
tb«*e  aro  eonaiderably  mitkim  my  supplies  for  the 
year  in  imro  wajr*  than  one;  but  I  da  not  like  in  lell 
the  Greek*  exactly  what  I  ecmlJ  or  would  sdtnorc 
00  an  emergency,  hecame,  otherwise,  they  will  ilnuhle 
and  Lripk-  their  deoMad*  (a  diniosilioa  that  ihcy  Imvo 
already  sufficiently  shown] ;  aad  though  1  are  williog 
to  do  all  (  out  wAra  oeccosary,  yet  I  do  not  *re  why 
they  should  not  help  a  little,  for  they  arc  not  ijuiiv  on 
bare  aa  they  pretend  to  bo  by  aome  account*.

"  I  Iwvc  been  JDlorrupted  by  Ibe  arrival  of  Parry, 
nnd  afterward*  by  Ihc  return  of  llcskcth,  who  ha* 
not  brought  an  answer  to  my  episik^  nhich  rsiher 
surprises  me.  You  will  write  soon.  I  snpiKise.  Parry 
•Nmsa  fine  rough  sulijKl,  but  will  hardly  be  rrady 
lor  Ibe  field  theae  thive  weeks ;  he  and  I  will  ( I  think) 
be  able  to  draw  together.— at  least  /  will  not  inter- 
fore  with  or  OMtndici  him  in  hi*  own  drpartmeaL 
He  oomplaia*  gricvoutly  of  the  mcmuitilu  awl  ns- 
tAiuymuif  pan  of  the  Committee,  but  grrally  praisrs 
Gordun  and  tlumc.

''Interrupted  again  by  business  yesterday,  and  it 
is  time  to  conclude  my  letter.  1  drew  some  time 
since  on  Mr  Barfffor  a  thousand  dollars,  to  complete 
some  money  wanted  by  the  GovemmniL  The  said 
Govemma)t  got  cosh  on  that  bill  here  and  at  a  profit ; 
but  the  very  same  feDow  who  gave  it  to  them,  after 
propotong  to  give  me  money  for  other  biDs  on  Barff 
to  the  amount  of  thirteen  hundred  dollars,  either 
could  not,  or  thought  better  of  it.  I  had  written  to 
Barff  advising  him,  but  had  afterwards  to  write  to 
tell  him  of  the  fellow's  having  not  come  up  to  time.

In  addition  to  Ihix,  I  am  bound  lo 
yourself  by  ties  of  frieadsliip  and  gratitude  for  the

Among  the  li!ss  serious  embarrassments  of  his  po- 
s\ii<m  at  this  period  may  be  mentioned  the  atruggle 
moiniaincd  agaioat  him  by  his  colleague,  Colooel 
Sianliopo, — with  a  degree  of  conscientious  perseve- 
rance which  even  while  thwarted  by  it,  he  could  not 
hut  respect, — on  the  subject  of  a  F"rcc  Press,  which 
it  was  one  of  the  favourite  objects  of  his  feltow-agent 
10  bring  instantly  into  operation  in  all  parts  of  Greece. 
On  this  important  point  their  opinions  differed  consi- 
derably; and  the  following  report,  by  Colonel  Stao- 
hope,  of  one  of  their  moay  conversation!!  on  the  sub- 
ject, may  be  taken  as  a  fair  and  concise  slatcracot  of 
their  respective  views. 

"  Lord  Byron  said  that  he  was  an  ardent  friend  of 
publicity  and  the  press ;  hut  that  he  feared  i(  was 
not  applicable  to  this  society  in  its  present  combus- 
tible state.  I  answered  thai  I  thought  it  applicable 
lo  all  cuuntrien,  and  es^eatinl  here,  in  order  to  put 
an  end  lo  the  slate  of  aunrchy  which  at  present  pre- 
vailed.

but  founil  it  difficult,  on  their  remoTal,  to  atop  the 
blood,  which  conliouod  to  flow  ao  copioiulj,  that  rrom 
exhaUBtion  he  faiated.  It  luuat  bare  been  on  this 
day  that  the  tccoe  thus  described  by  Colonel  St&n- 
liope  occurred  :— 

"Soon  after  his  dreadful  pArtrxfiro,  when,  faint 
with  orer-bleeding,  he  wa«  lying  on  hia  sick  bed,  wilfi 
Iiii  whole  ncrToua  sfBteni  complete);  shaken,  the  mu- 
tinous Sulioles,  covered  wilh  dirt  and  splendid  atlireK, 
broke  into  his  apartment,  bnuulialting  their  cosll; 
arma,  and  loudl;  demanding  their  wild  rights.  Lord 
ByroD,  electrified  by  this  unexpocled  act,  seemed  to 
recovpr  from  his  sickness ;  anil  the  more  the  Sulioiea 
mgcd  tho  more  his  calm  courage  iriuinphed.  Tbv 
<iceiie  was  truly  subliiw).'* 

Another  eye-witoess.  Count  Gamba,  bears  similar 
trattmooy  lo  the  presence  of  mind  with  which  he 
fronted  this  and  all  other  such  dangers.  "  It  is  im- 
possible," says  this  gentleman,  "  to  do  justice  to  tho 
coolneas  and  inagnaoimily  nliicli  he  di<iplayed  upon 
every  trying  occasion.  L'iwa  triUiug  occaiuons  he 
was  certainly  irritable;  but  the  aspect  of  danger 
calmed  him  in  an  instant,  and  restored  to  hini  the  free 
exercise  of  all  the  powers  of  hia  noblo  nature.  A 
more  undauated  man  in  the  hour  of  peril  never 
breathed." 

The  letters  written  by  him  during  the  few  following 
weeka  form,  as  usual,  the  liest  record  of  his  pro- 
ceedings, and  Itesidnt  the  ud  interest  they  poMcaa  aa 
being  among  the  latest  from  his  bond,  are  ilio  pns 
cioun,  as  alTurdiai;  proof  that  neither  illness  nor  disap- 
poinlnu'ul,  uuither  a  worn-out  frame  nor  even  a  bope- 
lesa  Mpirit,  could  lead  bim  for  a  moment  to  think  of 
abandoning  the  great  cause  he  had  espoused;  while 
to  the  last,  too,  he  preaerred  unbroken  the  cheerful 
xpring  of  his  mind,  his  manly  endurance  of  all  ills  that 
aOected  but  himself,  and  hia  ever-wakeful  ootuideru; 
tion  for  the  wanta  of  others.

"  If  they  should  want  any  thing  during  their  qua- 
rantine, you  can  advance  them  not  more  than  a  dollar 
a  day  (amoogxt  them)  for  that  period,  to  purchase 
Ibem  some  little  extras  as  comforts  (as  they  are  quite 
out  of  their  element),  I  cannot  afibrd  them  more  at 
present."

Oiilbrd  lies  in  his  throat.  If  any  such  coropositiott 
exists,  it  is  none  of  mine.  You  know  as  well  as  any 
body  upon  whom  I  have  or  have  not  written ;  and  i/ou 
also  know  whether  they  do  or  did  not  deserve  that 
same.    And  so  much  for  such  matters. 

"  You  will  perhaps  be  anxious  to  hear  some  nevrs 
from  this  part  of  Greece  (which  is  the  moat  liable  to 
invasion) ;  but  you  will  hear  enough  through  public 
and  private  channels.  I  will,  however,  give  you  the 
events  of  a  week,  mingling  my  own  private  peculiar 
with  the  public,  for  we  are  here  a  htile  jumbled 
together  at  present 

"  On  Sunday  (the  15th,  I  believe).  I  had  a  strong 
and  sudden  convulsive  attack,  which  left  me  speech- 
less, though  not  motionless — for  some  strong  men 
could  not  hold  me ;  but  whether  it  was  epilepsy,  cata- 
lepsy, cachexy,  or  apoplexy,  or  what  other  txy  or 
eptjf,  the  doctors  have  not  decided ;  or  whether  it  was 
spasmodic  or  nervous,  &c;  but  it  was  very  un- 
pleasant, and  nearly  carried  me  off,  and  all  that.  On 
Monday,  they  put  leeches  to  my  temples,  no  difficult 
matter,  but  tiie  blood  could  not  be  stopped  till  eleven 
at  night  (they  had  gone  too  near  the  temporal  artery 
for  my  temporal  safety),  and  neither  stjptic  nor  caustic 
would  cauterize  the  orifice  till  after  a  hundred  a^ 
tempts. 

"  On  Tuesday,  a  Turkish  brig  of  war  ran  on  shore. 
On  Wednesday,  great  preparations  being  made  to 
attack  her,  though  protected  by  her  consorts,*  the 
Turks  burned  her  and  retired  to  Patras.  On  Thurs- 
dsy  a  quarrel  ensued  between  the  Suliotes  and  the 
Prank  guard  at  the  arsenal :  a  Swedish  officer  f  was 
killed,  and  a  Suliote  severely  wounded,  and  a  general 
fight  expected,  and  with  some  difficulty  prevented. 
On  PViday,  the  officer  was  buried;  and  Captain

All  her  brolhoa  were  kflled  by  the 
Greeks,  and  *he  herself  and  her  mother  merely  spared 
by  spedal  favour  and  owing  to  her  extreme  youth, 
she  being  then  but  five  or  six  years  old. 

"  My  health  is  now  better,  and  I  ride  about  again. 
My  office  here  is  no  sinecure,  so  many  parties  and 
difficulties  of  every  kind;  but  I  will  do  what  I  can. 
Prince  Muvrocordato  is  an  excellent  person,  and  does 
all  in  his  power,  but  his  situation  is  perplexing  in  the 
extreme.  Still  we  have  great  hopas  of  the  success 
of  the  contest.  You  will  hear,  however,  more  of 
public  news  from  plenty  of  quarters,  for  I  have  little 
time  to  write.

Tlie  fierce  lawlessness  of  the  Suliotes  had  now  risen 
to  such  a  hright  that  it  became  necessary  for  the 
safety  of  the  European  populntion  to  get  rid  of  them 
altogether;  and  by  some  sacrifices  on  the  part  of 
Lord  Byron,  this  object  was  at  length  effected.  Tiie 
advance  of  a  month's  pay  by  him,  and  the  discbarge

I  shall,  however,  observe  your  instructions,  and 
indeed  did  so,  as  far  aa  regards  abstinence,  for  some 
time  past. 

"  Besides  the  tracts,  be.  which  you  have  sent  for 
Astiibution,  one  of  the  English  artificers  (hight  Brown- 
bill,  a  tinman)  left  to  oqr  charge  a  number  of  Greek 
Tcataments,  which  I  will  endeavour  to  distribute 
properiy.  Tike  Greeks  complain  that  the  translation 
ia  not  correct,  nor  in  good  Romaic :  Bambas  can 
decide  on  that  point.  I  am  trying  to  reconcile  the 
deryy  to  the  distribution,  which  (without  due  regard 
IB  their  hierarchy)  they  might  contrive  to  impede  or 
Mvtralise  ia  the  effect,  from  their  power  over  their 
people.  Mr  BrownbUl  has  gone  to  the  Islands, 
having  some  apprehension  for  hia  life  (not  from  the 
priests,  however),  and  apparently  preferring  rather 
to  be  a  saint  than  a  martyr,  although  his  apprehen- 
aions  of  beooming  the  latter  were  probaUy  unfounded. 
An  the  English  artificers  accompanied  him,  thinking 
themselves  in  danger,  on  account  of  some  IroubiM 
here,  which  have  apparently  subsided.

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The  letter  of  Pamica,  to  which  the  foregoing  al- 
ludes, contained  a  pressing  iayitation  to  Lord  Byron 
to  present  himself  in  the  Pebponnesns,  where,  it  was 
added,  his  influence  would  be  sure  to  bring  about  the 
union  of  all  parties.

Proceeding upoo  tliisnotion, he bad.everaiooe 
his  arrival  in  Greece, abslaiued  abiiost  wholly  fromaw- 
mal  food,  aad  eat  of  little  else  but  dry  toast,  vegrtahles, 
and  ohceM.  With  the  same  fear  of  becoming  Cat, 
which  had  in  bisyogag  dayv  haunted  him,  he  ahnoM 
every  moroiag  measured  hiniself  round  the  wrist  and 
waist,  and  wbeoevcr  be  found  these  parte,  as  be 
ihoughl,  enlarged,  look  a  iliong  dote  of  aiediciae. 

Exertions  had,  as  we  have  seen,  been  aiade  hy  bia 
friends  at  Cephnlonia,  to  induce  bim,  wilboul  delair, 
10  return  to  that  island,  and  take  measure*,  while  llMPra 
was  yet  time,  for  the  re-eslablishmeol  of  his  health. 
"But  these  entreaties  (says  Count  Oamba)  produced 
juiit  the  conimry  eBect;  for  in  proportion  as  Byrao 
thought  his  positioo  more  perilous,  be  the  more  n- 
solved  ui>on  rtvmainiog  where  he  was."  In  the  midst 
of  nil  iliis,  too,  the  natural  fiowof  his  spirits  in  society 
seldom  deserted  him;  and  wheaevcr  a  irick  u|>an  any 
of  his  attendants,  or  associates,  snggeeied  itself,  ho' 
was  as  ready  to  play  the  mischief-bving  boy  ss  ever. 
His  engineer.  Parry,  having  been  much  alarmed  by 
the  earthi|ijake  they  had  experienced,  and  stiti  con- 
linuiug  in  poostant  apprehensioa  of  its  return,  L«nl 
Byron  contrived,  as  they  were  all  sitting  together  one 
eTcning,  to  have  siome  barreb  full  of  cannon- balii 
trundled  through  tfie  room  above  them,  and  kiuirhed 
heartily  as  he  would  have  done,  when  a  Harrow  bny. 
at  the  ludicrous  effert  which  this  deccptioo  produced 
on  tbe  poor  frightened  engineer. 

Every  day,  however,  brought  new  Iriala  both  of  his 
health  and  temper.  The  coatlant  rains  had  rendered 
the  swampi  of  Misiolonghi  atmod  impassable; — an 
alarm  of  pUgne,  which,  about  the  middle  uf  March, 
waa  circulated,  made  it  prudent,  for  some  time,  (o 
keep  withio  doors ;  and  he  was  thus,  week  after  week, 
deprived  of  his  accustomed  air  and  exercise.  The 
only  recreatioD  he  had  recourse  In  was  that  of  playing 
with  his  favourite  dog,  Lino;  and,  ia  tlve  rvening, 
going  tbroogb  tbe  exeroiie  of  driUia(  with  bia  oiBoen, 
or  practioiag  at  oiagle-atidL 

At  the  aune  time,  the  demands  apoo  hi*  esartiana, 
penonal  and  peeaoia/y.  poured  in  from  all  aides, 
while  the  emhemaamentsof  his  public  position  every 
dsy  increased.  The  chief  obstacle  in  the  way  of  hi* 
plnn  for  the  reconciliation  of  all  parties  had  been  the 
rivalry  so  long  existing  between  Havrooordato  and 
the  Eastern  Chiefs;  and  this  dilBcidiy  was  now  not  a 
little  beigliiencd  by  the  [wrt  taken  by  Coloael  iftao- 
ho|ie  and  Mr.  Trelawuey.  who,  having  allied  ihcin- 
selves  with  Odysaeut,  the  moat  powerful  of  Iheao 
Chieftains,  were  endeavouring  actively  lo  delaeh 
Ixvd  B)ron  from  MavriKwdalo,  and  iolist  him  in 
their  own  viewa  'Hii*  w.'hi<m  was, — tosay  the  l<«*t 
of  it, — ill  iiini'd  and  uuforluiiale.  For,  as  Prince 
Mavrocordatoand  lx>rd  Byron  wers  now  a«liog  in 
complete  hamKioy  with  the  Oorffwatni,  a  r»-«(i«t»> 
lion  of  all  the  oilntr  Kngtiak  agents  on  ibe  wuiie  atda 
wouhl  have  had  the  effect  of  avsuring  n  prepotida^ 
auce  to  this  |iarty(wliieli  Mas  thni  of  ihv  rjiil  and  cmm 
rarrcial  inlemt*  all  ihmngh  (irereel  that  might.

unseaaonably,  an  example  of  disMuion  among  them- 
■elvea. 

The  Tidit  to  Salooa,  in  which,  though  distniRtfuI  of 
the  intended  MiUtary  Congrew,  Mavrocordato  bad 
consented  to  accompany  Lord  Byron,  was,  as  .  the 
foregoing  letters  have  mentioned,  delayed  by  the 
floods, — the  river  Pidari  having  become  so  swollen  as 
not  to  be  fordable.  In  the  mean  time,  dangers,  both 
from  within  and  without,  threatened  MLssolonghi. 
The  Turkish  fleet  bad  again  come  forth  from  the 
Gulf,  while,  in  concert,  it  was  apprehended,  with 
this  resumption  of  the  blockade,  insurrectionary 
movemenls,  instigated,  as  was  afterwards  known, 
by  the  malcontents  of  the  Morea,  manifested  them- 
selves formidably  both  in  the  town  and  its  neighbour- 
hood. The  fiist  cause  for  alarm  was  the  landing,  in 
oanoes,  from  Anatolico  of  a  party  of  armed  men,  the 
fd^owers  of  Cariascachi  of  that  place,  who  came  to 
demand  retribution  from  the  people  of  Missolonghi 
for  some  injury  that,  in  a  late  affray,  had  been  in- 
flicted on  one  of  their  clan.  It  was  also  rumoured 
that  300  Suliotes  were  marching  upon  the  town ;  and 
the  following  morning,  news  came  that  a  party  of 
these  wild  warriors  had  actually  seized  upon  Basiladi, 
a  fortress  that  commands  the  port  of  Missolonghi, 
while  some  of  the  soldiers  of  Cariascachi  had,  in  the 
course  of  the  night,  arrested  two  of  the  Primates, 
and  carried  them  to  Anatolico.  The  tumult  and 
indignation  that  this  intelligence  produced  was  uni- 
vemal.  All  the  shops  were  shut,  and  the  bazaars 
deserted.  "Lord  Byron,"  says  Count  Gamba,  "or- 
dered bis  troops  to  continue  under  arms ;  but  to  pre- 
serve the  strictest  neutrality,  without  mixing  in  any 
quarrel,  either  by  actions  or  words." 

During  this  crisis,  the  weather  had  become  suffi- 
ciently favourable  to  admit  of  his  paying  the  visit  to 
Salona,  which  he  had  purposed.  But,  as  his  depar- 
ture at  such  a  juacture  might  have  the  appearance  of 
abaodooiog  Missalonghi,  he  resolved  to  wait  the  dan- 
ger out.  At  this  time  the  following  letters  were 
written. 


LETTER  DLIX. 
TO  MR  BAarp. 

«  April  3d. 

"There  is  a  quarrel,  not  yet  settled,  between  the 
citizens  and  someof  Cariascachi's  people,  which  has 
already  produced  some  blows.  I  keep  my  people 
quite  neutral;  but  have  ordered  them  to  be  on  their 
guard. 

"  Some  days  ago  we  had  an  Italian  private  soldier 
drummed  out  for  thieving.

Three  mile*  (fom  Mlnoton- 
ghi  Ctnini  Ganiba  an<!  himself  were  o*erl«ken  by  • 
heavy  ghowpr,  and  returned  lo  the  town  wolb  vet 
through  and  in  a  tiate  of  violent  porxpimtion.  It 
hud  been  thi?ir  umjnl  pmclice  to  dismount  at  the 
traUt  and  r(?tum  Ui  ihvir  huuw  in  a  boat ;  but,  on  thli 
day,  Count  Ganiha,  reprivirnlinj;  lo  Lord  Bjron  how 
dangerous  it  would  hi',  warm  as  ho  then  woa,  lo  tit 
espoaed  lo  loog  lo  the  rain  in  a  boat,  entreated  of 
him  lo  go  back  the  whole  way  on  hcTM-tMtck.

Tita,  abo  wept;  but,  as 
Dyron  held  his  hand,  couM  not  retire  He,  howerer, 
turned  away  his  face ;  whfle  Byron,  looking  at  him 
steadily,  said,  half  smiUng,  "  Oh  questa  i  una  bella 
scena."  He  then  seemed  to  reflect  a  moment,  and 
exdaimed,  "  Call  Parry.**  Abnost  immediately  af- 
tei  wards,  a  fit  of  delirium  ensued;  and  he  began  to 
talk  wildly,  as  if  he  were  mounting  a  breach  in  an 
assault,— ^sailing  out,  half  in  Elnglisb,  half  in  Italian, 
"Forwards— forward*— couiage— follow  my  exam- 
ple," kc  &o. 

On  coming  again  to  himself,  he  asked  Fletcher,  who 
had  then  returned  into  the  room,  "  whether  he  had 
«ent  for  Doctor  Thomas,  as  be  desired?"  and  the 
i«enrant  answering  in  the  affirmative,  he  replied, "  You 
hare  done  right,  for  I  should  like  to  know  what  is  the 
matter  with  me."  He  had,  a  short  time  before,  with 
that  kind  ooniideration  for  those  about  him  which 
was  one  of  the  p'eat  sources  of  their  lasting  attach- 
ment to  hira,  said  to  Fletcher,  "  I  am  afraid  you  and 
Tila  will  be  ill  with  sitting  up  night  and  day."  It 
was  now  evident  that  he  knew  he  was  dying;  and 
between  his  anxiety  to  make  his  servant  understand 
his  last  wishes,  and  the  rapid  failure  of  his  powers 
of  utterance,  a  most  painful  scene  ensued.

— "  there  is  no  time — it  is  now  nearly  over.  Go  to 
my  sister — tell  her — go  to  Lady  Byron — you  will  see 
her,  and  say——"  Here  his  voice  faltered,  and  became 
gradually  indistinct ;  notwithstandini;  which  he  conti- 
nued stDI  to  mutter  to  himself ,for  nearly  twenty  minutes, 
with  much  earnestneis  of  manner,  but  in  such  a  tone 
that  only  a  few  words  could  be  distinguished.  These, 
too,  were  only  names, — "  Augusta"—"  Ada" — "  Hob- 
house"—"  Kinnaird."  He  then  said,  "  Now,  I  liave 
told  you  all."  "  My  lord,"  replied  Fletcher,  "  I  have 
not  understood  a  word  your  lordship  has  been  saying." 
"  Not  understand  me?"  exclaimed  Lord  Uyroa,  with 
a  look  of  the  utmost  distress,  "  what  a  pity  ! — then  it 
is  too  late,  all  is  over."  "  I  hope  not,"  answered 
tTetcher;  "  but  the  Lord's  will  be  done."

The  writer  adds,  afitar 
detailing  the  particukrs  of  the  poet's  iBness  aad 
death,  "  Your  pardon,  Sunhope,  that  I  have  thus 
turned  aside  from  the  great  cauie  in  which  I  am  em- 
barked. But  this  is  oo  private  grief.  The  world  haa 
lost  iu  greatest  man ;  I  my  best  friend." 

Among  his  servanU  the  same  feeling  of  sineera 
grief  prevailed :— "  I  have  in  my  poaaessioa  (says  Mr 
lioppaer,  in  the  Nctires  with  which  he  has  favoured 
me)  a  letter  written  by  bis  goodolier  Tila,  who  had 
accompanied  him  from  Venice,  giving  aa  aeeoant  to 
his  parenU  of  his  master's  decease.  Of  this  event 
the  poor  feOow  speaks  ia  the  most  aflRKting  manaei , 
telliDg  them  that  in  Lord  Byron  he  had  lost  a  lather 
rather  than  a  master ;  and  expatiating  upon  the  in- 
dulgence with  itbich  he  had  always  treated  his  do-  | 
meslics,  and  the  care  he  expressed  for  their  comfort 
I  and  welfare." 

I  His  valet  Plelcher,  too,  in  a  letter  to  Mr  Murray, 
I  announcing  the  event,  says,  "  Please  to  excuse  aO 
i  defects,  for  I  scarcely  know  what  I  either  say  or  do|. 
I  for,  after  twenty  years  service  with  my  lord,  he  was 
j  nM>re  to  me  than  a  father,  and  I  am  too  much  dis- 
ireHsed  to  now  give  a  correct  account  of  every  pan»- 
■  cular." 

j      In  spraking  of  the  effect  produced  oa  the  friesds  c4 
I  Greece  by  this  event,  Mr  Tiefatwaey  says  -.— - 1 
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Byron'i  Dflmo  wu  th«  great  tncana  of  getting  the 
l^oaa.  A  Mr  Manhall,  with  ^8000  per  annuin,  wu 
u  far  an  Corfu,  and  lurned  back  oo  hearing  of  Lord 
Uyron'ii  dcatti.  ThouHnndB  of  fieople  were  flocking 
bvre :  Kmc  bad  orrired  ju  far  at  Corfu,  and  heariog 
nf  hia  death,  cooTesiicd  they  come  out  to  derote  their 
TorlunM  not  to  the  Greeks,  or  from  iDtrmt  in  the 
(ttwie,  but  to  the  noble  poet ;  ood  the  '  Pilgrim  of 
Btemity'*  hAtiog  departed,  ihejr  turned  back."-!- 

Tbv  funeral  oereoiony  which,  oo  account  of  the 
raiiit,  had  been  poatpooed  for  a  day,  took  place  in 
the  diuroh  of  StNirhatoM,  dI  Missoloaghi,  on  the  23d 
of  April,  and  in  ihuK  fedingly  deocribed  by  an  eye> 
wiliu-SL 

"  In  the  midtt  of  hie  own  brigade,  of  the  troops  of 
the  UMremmeot,  nnd  of  the  whole  popuWtioa,  on  the 
ithouldeni  of  the  officers  of  his  cnrpn,  relieved  ocea- 
•toually  by  other  Greeks,  the  most  precious  portion  of 
his  honoured  remains  were  rnrrietl  to  the  church, 
where  lie  llie  bodies  of  Maroo  B^zzari  and  of  General 
Norinann.  There  we  laid  Ihem  down :  the  coffin  was 
a  rnde,  ill-constructed  che«t  of  wood;  a  black  mautle 
served  for  a  pall ;  and  orcr  it  we  placed  a  helmet  and 
■  Kword,  and  a  crown  nf  laurel.  ItuI  uo  funeral  pomp 
eould  have  left  Ihe  impression,  nor  spoken  the  ferlioRs, 
of  this  simple  ceremony.  Tlio  wretchedness  and  de- 
kolalina  of  llm  pbc«  ittelf;  the  wild  and  half  civilised 
warriors  amimd  us;  their  deep-felt,  uuaifeeted  grief; 
(he  fond  rccollct'lioas;  the  disappoinled  hopes;  the 
iinxii-tiei  and  sad  presentinienls  which  mi^ht  be  read 
on  every  countenance — all  contribiiled  (o  form  a  scene 
liMiro  moving,  more  truly  aSL-ctini;,  than  perhaps 
was  ever  before  witnessed  round  the  grave  of  a  great 
inan. 

**  >Vlien  the  funeral  service  was  over,  we  left  the 
bier  in  the  iniddle  of  the  ehurcli,  where  it  remnined 
until  Ihe  evening  of  (he  next  day,  and  was  guarded  by 
n  driachinent  of  his  own  brigade.  TTie  church  was 
crowded  without  cettsnlion  by  those  who  cnrae  to 
lioiiour  and  to  regret  ihe  benefactor  of  Greece.  In 
Oie  evening  of  ihe  33d,  the  bitT  was  privately  carried 
luck  by  his  oflicera  to  his  own  house.  The  roflin  was 
not  closed  till  the 'i9lh  of  the  monlh.  Imincdiately 
aficr  his  death,  his  countenadcr  had  an  air  of  calm- 
nrsB,  mingled  with  a  severity,  that  seemed  gradually 
to  noften ;  for  when  I  took  a  losl  Incik  of  him,  the  ex- 
|>resaion,  at  letul  to  my  ejet,  was  truly  suhiimo."

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■ometimM,  as  during  bis  short  access  of  parchnooy  in 
Italy,  by  springs  of  action  never  before  developed  in 
his  nature,  in  him  this  simple  mode  of  tracing  character 
to  its  sources  must  be  often  wholly  at  fault ;  and  if,  as 
is  not  impossible,  in  trying  to  solve  the  strange  va- 
riances of  his  mind,  I  should  myself  be  found  to  have 
fallen  into  contradictions  and  inconsistencies,  the  ex- 
treme difficulty  of  analysing,  without  dazade  or  benil- 
derment,  such  an  unexampled  complication  of  quali- 
ties must  be  admitted  as  my  excuse. 

So  various,  indeed,  and  contradictory  were  his  at- 
tributes, both  moral  and  intellectual,  that  he  may  be 
pronounced  to  have  been  not  one,  but  many ;  nor  would 
it  be  any  great  exaggeration  of  the  truth  to  say,  that 
out  of  the  mere  partition  of  the  properties  of  hit  single 
mind  a  plurality  of  characters,  all  different  and  all  vi- 
gorous, might  have  been  fumisbed.  It  was  this  mul- 
tiform aspect  exhibited  by  kki  that  led  the  world, 
during  bis  short  wondrousjm|n  to  compare  him 
with  that  medley  host  of  B>1lflHMw"  all  differing 
from  each  other,  vvhifkluEiim^y  enumerates 
in  one  of  his  Journals  •JajWV- '  **.' 

"  I  have  been  thinking  over,  the  other  day,  on  the 
Tarious  comparisons,  good  or  evil,  which  I  have  seen 
published  of  myself  in  diflEerent  joumaLi,  English  and 
foreign.  This  was  suggested  to  me  by  accidentally 
turning  over  a  foreign  one  )aUij, — for  I  have  made  it 
a  rule  latteily  nevar  to  ttarch  for  any  thing  of  the 
kind,  but  not  to  avoid  the  perusal,  if  presented  by 
chance. 

"  To  begin,  then  :  I  have  seen  myself  compared 
personally  or  poetically,  in  English,  French,  German 
(a*  interpreted  to  me),  Italian,  and  Portuguese,  within 
these  nine  years,  to  Rousseau,  Goethe,  Young,  Are- 
Isne,  Timon  of  Athens,  Dante,  Petrarch, '  an  alabaster 
vase,  lighted  up  within,'  Satan,  Shakspearc,  Buona- 
parte, Tiberius,  iEschylus,  Sophocivs,  Euripides, 
Harlequin,  the  Clown,  Stemhold  and  Hopkins,  to  the 
phantasmagoria,  to  Henry  the  Eighth,  to  Cbenier,  to 
Mirabeau,  to  young  R.  Dkillas  (the  schoolboy),  to  Mi- 
diacl  Angek>,  to  Raphael,  to  a  pelit-maitre,  to  Dio- 
genes, to  Childe  Harold,  to  Lara,  to  the  Count  in 
Beppo,  to  Milton,  to  Pope,  to  Dryden,  to  Burns,  to 
Savage,  to  Chatterton,  to  'oft  have  I  heard  of  thee, 
my  Lord  Biron,  in  Shakspeare,'  to  Churchill  the  poet, 
to  Kean  the  actor,  to  Alfieri,  tec.  &c.  &c. 

"  The  likeness  to  .\lGeri  was  asserted  very  seriously 
by  an  Italian  who  had  known  him  in  his  younger  days. 
It  of  course  rekted  merely  to  our  apparent  personal 
dispositions.  He  did  not  assert  it  to  toe  (for  we  were 
not  then  good  friends),  but  in  society. 

"  The  object  of  so  many  contradictory  comparisons 
must  probably  be  like  something  different  from  them 
all;  but  what/Aoi  is,  is  more  than  I  know,  or  any  body 
else." 

It  would  not  be  uninteresting,  were  there  either 
qMoe  or  time  for  such  a  task,  to  take  a  review  of  the 
names  of  note  in  the  preceding  list,  and  show  in  how 
many  points,  though  differing  so  materially  among 
themselves,  it  might  be  found  that  each  presented  a 
striking  resemblance  to  Lord  Byron.  We  have  seen, 
for  instance,  that  wrongs  and  sufferings  were,  through 
life,  the  main  sources  of  Byron's  inspiration.  Where 
the  hoof  of  the  critic  struck,  the  fountain  was  first 
disclosed ;  and  all  the  tramplings  of  the  worid  after- 
wards but  forced  oat  the  stream  stronger  and  brighttf. 


The  same  obligations  to  misfortune,  the  same  debt  to 
the  "  oppressor's  wrong,"  for  having  wrung  out  from 
bitter  thoughts  the  pure  essence  of  his  genius,  was 
due  no  less  deeply  by  Dante  : — "  quum  illam  sub 
amar&  cogi^tione  excitatam,  occuiti  divinique  ingenii 
vim  exacuerit  et  inflammarit."'* 

In  that  contempt  for  the  world's  opinion,  which  led 
Dante  to  exclaim,  "  Lascia  dir  le  genti,"  Lord  Byrun 
also  bore  a  strong  resemblanro  to  that  poet, — though 
far  more,  it  must  be  confi-ssed,  in  profession  than  rea- 
lity. For,  while  scorn  for  the  public  voice  was  on  bis 
lips,  the  keenest  sensitiveness  to  its  every  breath  was 
in  his  heart ;  and,  as  if  every  feeling  of  his  nature  was 
to  have  some  painful  mixture  in  it,  together  with  the 
pride  of  Dante  which  led  him  to  disdain  public  opi- 
nion, he  combined  the  susceptibility  of  Petrarch  which 
placed,  him  shrinkiDgly  at  its  mercy. 

His  agreement,  in  some  other  features  of  character, 
with  Petrarch,  I  have  already  had  occasion  to  re- 
mark ;-{-  and  if  it  be  true,  as  is  often  surmised,  that 
Byron's  want  of  a  dtie  reverence  for  Shakspeare  arose 
from  some  latent  and  hardly  conscious  jealousy  of  that 
poet's  fame,  a  similar  feeling  is  known  to  have  existed 
in  Petrarch  towards  Dante,  and  the  same  reason  as- 
signed fur  it, — that  from  the  living  he  had  nothing  to 
fear,  while  before  the  shade  of  Dante  he  might  have 
reason  to  feel  humbled, — is  also  not  a  little  applicable  ^ 
in  the  case  of  Lord  Byron. 

Between  the  dispositions  and  habits  of  Alfieri  and 
those  of  the  noble  poet  of  England,  no  less  remarkable 
coincidences  might  be  traced ;  and  the  sonnet  in  which 
the  Italian  dramatist  professes  to  paint  his  own  cha- 
racter containsiJp  one  comprehensive  Hne,  a  permit 
of  the  versa|^MHK,of  Don  Juan, —

By  the  etl4HK|iven  from  his  Journal,  it  srill 
be  perceived  that,  m  Byron's  own  opinion,  a  character 
which,  like  his,  admitted  of  so  many  contradictory 
comparisons,  could  not  be  otherwise  than  wholly  un- 
definable  itself.  It  will  be  found,  however,  on  reflec- 
tion, that  this  very  versatility,  which  renden  it  so  dif- 
ficult to  fix,  "  ere  it  change,"  the  fairy  fabric  of  his 
cliaracler  is,  in  itself,  the  true  clue  thixnigh  all  that 
fabric's  mazes, — is  in  itself  the  solution  of  whatever

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wai  imtt  dasdiiig  in  his  might  or  (lartliog  ui  hit  le- 
vity, of  all  that  most  attracted  and  repelled,  whether 
in  his  life  or  his  genius.  A  variety  of  powers  almosft 
boundless,  and  a  pride  no  less  vast  in  dispbiying  thein, 
—a  suscci)tibility  of  new  impressions  and  impulses, 
even  beyond  the  usual  allotment  of  genius,  and  an 
uncontrolled  impetuosity,  as  well  from  habit  as  tem- 
perament, in  yielding  to  them, — such  were  the  two 
great  and  leading  sources  of  all  that  varied  spectacle 
which  his  life  exhibited ;  of  that  succession  of  victories 
achieved  by  hi*  genius,  in  almost  every  field  of  mind 
that  genius  ever  trod,  and  of  all  those  sallies  of  cha- 
racter in  every  shape  and  direction  that  unchecked 
fteling  and  dominant  self-will  could  dictate. 

It  must  be  perceived  by  all  endowed  with  quick 
powers  of  association  how  constantly,  when  any  pai^ 
ticular  thought  or  sentiment  presents  itself  to  their 
minds,  its  very  opposite,  at  the  same  moment,  springs 
up  there  also ; — if  any  thing  sublime  occurs,  its  neigh- 
bour, the  ridiculous,  is  by  its  side ; — with  a  bright  view 
of  the  present  or  the  future,  a  dark  one  mixes  also  its 
shadow ; — and,  even  in  questions  respecting  morals 
and  conduct,  all  the  reasonings  and  consequences  that 
may  auggeat  themselves  on  the  side  of  one  of  two  op- 
posite courses  will,  in  such  minds,  be  instantly  con- 
fronted by  an  array  just  as  cogent  on  the  other.  A 
mind  of  this  structure, — and  such,  more  or  less,  are 
all  those  in  which  the  reasoning  is  made  subservient 
to  the  imaginative  faculty, — though  enabled,  by  such 
rapid  powers  of  association  to  multiply  its  resources 
without  end.  has  need  of  the  constant  exercise  of  a 
controlling  judgment  to  keep  its  perceptions  pnre  and 
undisturbed  between  the  contrB||LJt  thus  simulta- 
neously calb  up ;  the  obvious  dj^MJ|^|that,  where 
matters  of  taste  are  concern|^j|^H^B  of  forming 
such  incongruous  juxtaposiqll^^HEfbr  example, 
between  the  burlesque  and  ■HmPv^ould  at  last 
vitiate  the  mind's  relish  for  the  nobler  and  higher  qua- 
lily  ;  and  that,  on  (he  yet  more  important  subject  of 
morals,  a  facility  in  finding  reasons  for  every  side  of 
a  question  may  end,  if  not  in  the  choice  of  the  worst, 
at  least  iu  a  sceptical  indiSercncc  to  all. 

In  |>icturing  to  oneself  so  awful  an  event  as  a  ship- 
wreck, its  many  horrors  and  perib  are  what  alone 
ofier  themselves  to  ordinary  fancies.  But  the  keen, 
versatile  imagination  of  Byron  could  detect  in  it  far 
other  details,  and,  at  the  same  moment  with  all  that 
is  fearful  and  appalling  in  such  a  scene,- could  bring 
together  all  that  is  most  ludicrous  and  low.  That  in 
this  painful  mixture  he  was  but  too  true  to  human 
nature,  the  testimony  of  De  Retss  (himiielf  an  eye  wit- 
ness of  such  an  event)  attests  : — "  Vous  ne  pouvez 
vous  imngjner  (says  the  Cardinal)  I'horreur  d'unc 
grande  tcnipeie ; — vous  en  pouvez  imaginer  aussi  peu 
le  ridicule.'*  But,  assuredly,  a  poet  leu  wantoning 
in  the  variety  of  his  power,  and  less  proud  of  displaying 
It,  would  have  paused  ere  he  mixed  up,  thus  mocking- 
ly, the  degradation  of  humanity  with  iU  suficrings, 
and,  content  to  probe  us  to  the  core  with  the  miseries 
of  our  fellow-men,  would  have  forborne  to  wring  from 
UK,  the  next  moment,  a  bitter  smile  at  their  baseness. 

To  the  moral  sense  so  dangerous  are  the  cfiects 
of  this  quality,  that  it  would  hardly,  perhaps,  be 
generalizing  loo  widely  to  asiiert,  that  wheresoever 
great  versatility  of  ]>ower  exists,  there  will  also  be 
found  a  tendency    to  versatility  of  principle.     The 


poet  Chatterton,  iu  whoM  Mai  the  Med*  of 
good  and  bad  in  genius  so  preinalurdy  ripe 
in  the  consdousnesa  of  (hi*  moltiple  bcnlt; 
"  held  that  man  in  contempt  wlw  conld  bd 
both  sides  of  a  question  i"  and  it  waa  by 
accordance  with  this  principle  himself  that  i 
one  of  the  few  staina  upoa  hie  naaie  whic 
short  aflbrded  time  to  incur.  Mirabeao,  i 
in  the  legal  warfare  betweeo  his  father  as 
he  helped  to  draw  op  for  eadi  the  pteadio 
the  other,  was  influenoed  less,  no  doufa 
pleasure  of  mischief  than  by  this  pride  of  I 
k>st  sight  of  the  unnatural  perfidy  of  the  t 
adroitness  with  which  he  executed  it.

opinions, — had  the  effect  of  keeping  hia 
general  line  of  consistency,  on  certain  great « 
which,  notwithstanding  occasional  fiucluslio 
contradictions  as  to  the  details  of  these  verj  * 
he  continued  to  preserve  throughout  life.  A  | 
from  one  of  his  manuscripts  will  show  bow  <s{i 
he  saw  the  necessity  of  guarding  himself  s^ 
own  instability  in  this  respect.  "Tbewori 
change  of  politics  or  change  of  religion  wilb 
severe  censure  than  a  mere  difference  of  < 
would  appear  to  mc  to  deserve.  But  then  > 
some  reason  for  this  feeling ; — and  I  think  it 
these  departures  from  the  earliest  instilWd  i 
our  cliBdhood,  and  from  the  line  of  rooduct 
by  us  when  we  first  enter  into  public  hfe,  kv 
seen  to  have  more  mischievous  results  foriocii 
to  prove  more  weakness  of  mind  than  other  ■ 
in  themselves,  more  immoral." 

The  same  distrust  in  hb  own  stcaiiiiKi 
keeping  alive  in  him  a  conscientious  self-KStcii 
concurred  not  a  little,  I  have  no  doubt,  « 
innate  kindness  of  his  nature,  to  prewrre  ss  ( 
and  unbroken  the  greater  number  of  bit  attst 
through  life ; — some  of  then,  as  in  the  hwaai 
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Bother,  owing  endentlj  more  to  a  sense  of  duty  than 

10  real  affection,  the  consistency  with  which,  so 
creditably  to  the  strength  of  hk  ohancter,  they 
were  maintained. 

But  while  in  these  respects,  as  well  as  in  the  sort  of 
task-like  perserenuice  with  which  tlie  habits  and 
amusements  of  liia  youth  were  held  fast  by  him,  he 
succeeded  in  eonquenag  the  rariableness  and  bre  of 
Borelty  so  natural  to  him,  in  all  ebe  that  could 
engage  bis  miod,  in  all  the  excunions,  whether  of  bis 
reason  or  his  fancy,  he  gave  way  to  this  renatile 
humour  without  scruple  or  check, — taking  every 
ahape  in  which  genius  could  manifest  its  power,  and 
transferring  himself  to  every  region  of  thought  where 
new  conquests  were  to  be  achieved. 

It  was  impossible  but  that  such  a  range  of  will  and 
power  should  be  abused.  It  was  impossible  that, 
■■KWg  the  spirits  he  invoked  from  all  quarters,  those 
of  darkness  should  not  appear,  at  his  bidding,  with 
those  of  light.  And  here  the  dangers  of  an  energy 
■0  multifold,  and  thus  luxuriating  in  its  own  transfor- 
nations,  show  themselves.  To  this  one  great  object 
of  displaying  power, — various,  splendid,  and  all> 
aduniijij;  jji.uviir,— *»crj  aibur  ixmsiHiTLiiiDH  and  duty 
wi-ri' l>(ji  ii>oliLt<lytnbiiiMcri/)ctd.

Among  the  less  serious  ills  (lowing  from  this  abuse 
of  his  great  versatile  powerv,^ — more  especially  as 
exhibited  in  his  most  cbonctcristic  work,  Don  Juan, 
— 4t  will  be  found  that  even  the  strength  and  impres- 
■hraieas  of  his  poetry  is  sometimes  not  a  little  injured 
bf  the  capricious  and  desultory  flights  into  which 
this  pliancy  of  wing  allures  him.  It  must  be  felt, 
indeed,  by  all  readers  of  that  work,  and  particularly 
by  those  who,  being  gifted  with  but  a  small  portiou 
of  such  ductility  themselves,  are  unable  to  keep  pace 
with  his  changes,  that  the  suddenness  with  which  he 
pas^s  from  one  strain  of  senliment  to  another, — from 
the  frolic  to  the  tad,  from  the  cynical  to  (he  tender, — 
begets  a  distrust  in  the  sincerity  of  one  or  both  moods 
of  mind  which  interferes  with,  if  not  chills,  the  sym- 
pathy that  a  more  natural  transition  would  inspire. 
In  general  sueh  a  suspidun  would  do  him  injustice ; 
am,  anxwg  the  singular  combinations  which  his  mind 
presented,  that  of  uniting  at  once  versatility  and  depth 
of  feding  was  not  the  least  remarkable.  But,  on 
the  whole,  favourable  as  was  all  (his  quickness  and 
variety  of  association  to  the  cxteuMon  of  the  range 
and  resources  of  his  poetry,  it  may  be  questioned 
whether  a  more  select  concentradon  of  his  powers 
would  not  have  afforded  a  still  more  grand  and  pre- 
cious result.  Ilad  the  minds  of  Milton  and  Tssso 
been  thus  thrown  open  to  the  incursions  of  light, 
ludicrous  fancies,  who  can  doubt  that  those  solemn 
aanctuariesofi(eniu4  would  havo  been  as  much  injured 


as  profaned  by  (he  intrusion? — and  it  is  at  least  a 
question  whether,  if  Lord  Byron  had  not  been  so  ac- 
tively versatile,  so  totally  under  the  dominion  uf 

■  A  fiuiey,  like  tlie  sir,  most  free. 
And  lUI  of  mntsbUity,* 

he  would  not  have  been  less  wonderful,  perhaps,  but 
more  great. 

Nor  was  it  only  in  his  poetical  creations  that  this 
feve  and  power  of  variety  showed  itself;— one  of  the 
most  per«'ading  weakneHes  of  his  life  may  be  traced 
to  the  same  fertile  source.  The  pride  of  personating 
every  description  of  character,  evil  as  well  as  good, 
influenced  but  too  much,  as  we  have  seen,  his  ambi- 
tiou,  and,  not  a  little,  his  conduct;  and  as,  in  poetry, 
his  own  experience  of  (he  ill  effects  of  passion  waa 
made  (o  minister  materials  to  the  workings  of  his 
imagination,  so,  in  return,  his  imagination  supplied 
that  dark  colouring  under  which  he  so  often  dis- 
guised his  true  aspect  from  the  world.  To  such  a 
I>ervcnic  length,  indeed,  did  he  carry  tliis  fancy  for 
selfnlefamation,  that  if  (as  sometimes,  in  his  moments 
of  gloom,  he  penuaded  himself)  there  was  auy  ten- 
dency to  derangement  in  his  mental  rooformation,* 
on  this  point  alone  could  it  be  pronounced  to  have 
manifested  itself.  In  the  early  part  of  my  acquaint- 
ance with  him,  when  he  moot  gave  way  to  this  hu- 
mour,— for  it  was  observable  afterward!),  when  (he 
world  joined  in  his  own  opinion  of  himself,  he  rather 
shrunk  from  the  echo, — I  have  known  him  more  than 
once,  as  we  have  sat  together  after  dinner,  and  he 
was,  at  the  time,  perhaps,  a  little  under  the  influence 
of  wine,  to  fall  sKiausly  into  this  sort  of  dark  and  self- 
accusing  mood,  aad  throw  out  hints  of  his  past  life 
with  an  air  ofgltapi  aad  mystery,  designed  evidendy 
to  awaken  curinily  ud  interest.  I  le  was.  however, 
too  promptly  alive  to  the  least  approaches  of  ridicule 
not  to  perceive,  on  these  ocraHionn,  that  (he  gravity 
of  his  hi-arer  was  only  prevented  from  being  disturbed 
by  an  e&brt  of  politeness,  and  he  accordingly  never 
again  tried  thb   romantic   mystification  upon  roe.

tibility,  indeed,  of  immediate  impressions  which  in 
him  was  nu  active,  lent  a  charm,  of  all  othen  the 
most  attrtictive,  to  his  social  intenwurhc,  by  giving  to 
those  who  were,  at  the  moment,  present,  such  ascend- 
ant influence,  that  they  alone  for  the  time  occupied 
all  his  tlioughls  and  fwiliugs,  and  brought  whatever 
was  most  agrecabki  in  his  uuiure  into  pkty.* 

So  much  did  this  extreme  niubility, — this  rcadiiicss 
to  be  "strongly  acted  on  by  what  was  nearest,"— 
abound  in  hi*  disponitiun  (hat,  even  with  the  catual 
acquaintances  of  the  hour,  his  heart  was  upon  his 
li|>^-t-  aod  it  depended  wholly  upon  ihcmselve*  whe- 
ther they  might  not  beeuinf  ut  uiicu  the  depusitorica 
of  every  secret,  if  it  might  be  so  culled,  uf  hit  whoh- 
life.  That  in  this  convergence  of  all  the  powers  of 
pleasing  towards  present  objii>ts,  those  absent  shouhl 
be  Rometinies  furifotten,  or,  what  is  worse,  sacrificed 
to  the  reigiung  desire  of  the  momi-nt,  is  one  of  the 
alloys  attendant  U|>ou  ]K>rsons  of  this  temperament, 
which  renders  their  fidelity,  either  as  bvers  or  cou- 
fiflants,  nut  n  little  precarious.  But  of  the  charm 
which  such  a  disjiONitiun  diifuses  through  the  manner 
there  can  be  but  little  doubt,— and  least  of  all  annrng 
those  who  have  ever  felt  ili  full  influence  in  I,(ird 
Byron.  Neither  are  the  iiMtanecs  in  which  he  has 
been  known  to  make  impnident  diiiclosures  of  what 
hail  been  taid  or  written  by  others  of  the  iwrsun* 
with  whom  he  was  I'linversing  to  be  all  set  down  to 
this  rash  overflow  of  the  social  hour.  In  his  own 
frankness  of  spirit  ami  hatred  of  all  <listruise,  this 
practice,  i>reguaut  as  it  was  with  incunveniencf,  and 
Kumelinies  (lan;;er,  in  :i  great  di-Kree  originated.  To 
confront  the  uci'Um-iI  with  the  accuM-r  was,  in  such 
ra-es,  his  deli;;lit,— not  only  as  a  revenge  for  having 
been  made  ttie  initliuni  of  wlint  men  durst  not  say 
openly  to  eaili  luhir,  but  at  u  uralifiiation  uf  that 
K>ve  of  small  iniM-liief  wjiii-h  he  h:i<l  n-tniui-il  from 
bciylxHid.  and  which  llie  •-imfu^ioti  ih.it  fijll'iMed  mii-Ii 
eX|i-iiiirei  Has  iiImuis  sure  lu  niiin-M-.  This  habit, 
tun,  being,  as  I  have  bi-fun.-  ri-iii  irked.  w<  II  kuonn  to

As  for  0*  nippmsioD,  indeed,  ia  bUmabla,  I  bsTe 
had,  in  the  course  of  (hi*  task,  abundantly  to  answer 
for  it ;  having,  as  the  reader  must  have  perceived, 
withheld  a  large  portion  of  my  materials,  to  which 
Lord  Byron,  no  doubt,  in  hi^  fearlcssiiesA  of  coiiso- 
quenc  s,  would  have  wished  to  give  publicity,  but 
which,  it  is  now  mure  than  probahle,  will  never  meet 
the  light. 

There  remains  little  more  Io  add.  It  has  been  re- 
marked by  I..nrd  Orfard,  *  as  "stiHiige,  that  the 
writing  a  man's  life  should  in  f^cneral  make  (he  bio- 
grapher become  etutmoured  of  his  subject,  whereas 
one  should  itiink  thai  the  nicer  disquisition  one  makes 
into  the  life  of  any  man,  the  less  rrnson  one  should 
find  to  love  or  admire  him."  On  the  contrary,  may 
we  not  rather  eny  that,  as  knowledge  is  ever  (he  parent 
of  tolerance,  the  more  insight  we  gain  inlo  the  springs 
and  motives  nr  a  man's  actioos,  ibe  peculiar  circiim- 
slanciN  ill  which  he  was  placed,  and  (he  influences 
and  lenipinliods  under  which  he  ncteii,  the  more  al- 
lowance we  may  be  inclined  to  make  for  his  errors, 
and  (he  more  approbation  bis  virtue*  may  extort  from 
us? 

The  arduous  task  of  being  the  biographer  of 
Byron  is  one,  at  least,  on  which  I  have  not  obtruded 
myself  T  (he  wish  of  my  friend  that  I  should  undertake 
that  oiBce  having  been  more  than  once  expressed,  at 
a  lime  when  none  but  a  boding  imagination  hltc  his 
could  have  foresi-cn  much  chance  of  the  sad  honour 
devolving  Io  roe.  If  in  some  iui>tancei  I  have  con 
■ullud  rather  the  spirit  than  the  exact  leller  of  his 
injiibclions.  it  was  with  (he  view  solely  of  doing  him 
more  justice  than  he  would  have  done  himself ;  there 
being  no  bands  in  which  his  character  could  haTfl 
been  less  safe  tliau  bis  own,  nor  any  greater  wrong 
oBeied  to  his  memory  than  the  sub*(i(u(iaa  of  what 
be  afltc(ed  (o  be  for  what  he  was.  Of  any  partiality, 
however,  beyond  what  our  raulual  friendship 
accounls  (or  and  justifies,  I  am  by  no  mcom 
concious  ;  nor  would  it  bo  in  the  power,  indeed,  of 
even  the  most  partial  friend  Io  allege  any  thing  mors 
convincingly  favourable  of  his  character  than  ie 
conlained  in  tlie  few  simple  facts  with  which  I  shall 
here  conclude, — (hat,  (hrougb  life,  with  all  his  faults, 
he  never  los(  •  friend ; — (hat  (hiMC  about  him  in  his 
voulh,  whether  ascorapanions,  tnaclirn,  or  servants, 
remained  attached  to  him  (o  the  last; — that  (he 
woman,  to  whom  be  gave  (lie  love  of  hia  maturer 
yean,  idolixe*  bis  name;  and  that,  with  •  single 
unhappy  exception,  scarcem  instance  is  to  be  found 
of  any  one,  once  brought,  however  briefly,  into 
ri'lalioiia  of  amity  with  liirii,  ilii«t  did  no|  ftx'l  luwarda 
him  a  kind  regard  m  hfc,  and  retain  a  fondness  for  bia 
memory.
